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The  welcome  which  the  Brazilian  Government  and  people  gave  the 
'  battle-ship  fleet  of  the  United  States  when  it  entered  the  port  of  Rio  de 

!  Janeiro  on  Januarj^  12  was  so  genuine  and  cordial,  and  the  hospitalities 

which  were  extended  during  the  ten  days’  stay  of  the  ships  were  so 
lavish  and  extensive,  that  the  officers  and  men  will  never  forget  the 
,  attention  shown  them.  At  no  time  in  the  history  of  the  American 

i  Navy’s  cruises  abroad  has  there  been  a  more  marked  effort  to  show 

'  appreciation  of  their  presence  than  that  manifested  by  Brazil  at 

Rio  de  Janeiro.  From  indications,  of  which  there  is  now  knowledge,  it 
would  appear  that  the  reception  to  be  accorded  the  officers  and  men 
of  the  ships  at  Callao  and  Lima  by  the  Peruvian  Government  and 
people  will  be  on  a  similar  scale  of  sincerity  and  magnificence  to 
what  was  done  at  Rio  de  Janeiro.  Although  Punta  Arenas,  the  only 
point  in  Chilean  territory  at  which  the  fleet  will  touch,  is  far  from 
the  principal  port  of  Valparaiso  and  the  capital,  Santiago,  the 
Chilean  Government  is  taking  steps  to  welcome  the  fleet  there  in 
such  a  way  that  it  will  also  remember  its  brief  stay  in  Chilean  waters. 

The  presence  of  the  battle-ship  fleet  of  the  United  States  in  South 
American  waters  in  its  cruise  to  the  Pacific  is  doing  much  to  awaken 
additional  interest  throughout  the  United  States  in  the  Latin-Amer- 
ican  Republics.  Scores  of  letters  are  coming  into  this  Bureau,  not 
only  from  newspapers  and  other  publications,  but  from  individuals, 
which  are  prompted,  as  the  writers  state,  by  a  desire  to  know  more 
j  about  the  countries  and  ports  which  the  fleet  will  visit  or  pass  in  its 

I  wonderful  journey.  For  example,  several  hundred  newspapers  have 

been  provided  with  very  full  descriptive  data  about  Rio  de  Janeiro 
Punta  Arenas,  and  Callao,  so  that  they  can  publish  articles  that  will 
describe  these  points  to  their  readers.  In  this  connection,  it  can  be 
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stattul  that  before  the  fleet  started  the  Bureau  provided  the  oflicers 
and  men  of  each  sliip  witli  a  set  of  the  Bureau’s  publications  in 
regard  to  Latin  America,  in  order  that  as  they  steamed  around  the 
Southern  Continent,  they  could  he  informing  themselves  fully  about 
South  America.  That  this  courtesy  on  the  part  of  the  Bureau  was 
appreciatetl  is  shown  by  the  cordial  letters  of  thanks  which  have  come 
from  the  captains  of  the  ships. 


THE  NEXT  PA.N-.V.MEKICAX  COXFEUENCE. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Governing  lioard  of  the  liureau,  held  on  Janu¬ 
ary’  S,  a  resolution  was  introduced,  providing  that  the  Fourth  Inter¬ 
national  Pan-American  Conference  be  held  in  Buenos  Aires  in  1010. 
Action  on  the  resolution  was  deterred  until  the  next  meeting  of  the 
Governing  Board,  to  be  held  on  February  5,  in  order  that  the  different 
mend)ers  of  the  Board  could  communicate  with  their  respective  Gov¬ 
ernments  and  ascertain  their  attitude  on  this  point.  At  the  adjourn¬ 
ment  of  the  conference  held  in  Kio  de  Janeiro  in  1906,  it  was  generally 
understood  that  the  next  conference  would  be  held  in  Buenos  Aires, 
but  it  was  left  for  the  Governing  Board  of  the  Bureau  to  determine 
later  on  the  actual  place  and  date.  The  principal  reason  for  selecting 
the  year  1910,  instead  of  191 1  oi*  1912,  is  that  the  Argentine  Republic 
will  celebrate  in  that  year  the  hundredth  anniversary  of  its  independ¬ 
ence,  and  now  plans  to  hold  a  great  exposition.  In  view  of  the  rapid 
progress,  both  political  and  commercial,  which  Latin  America  is  now 
making  and  of  the  closer  relations  developing  between  the  United 
States  and  her  sister  Republics,  the  Fourth  Pan-American  Conference 
is  .sure  to  have  much  to  consider  of  interest  to  all  the  countries  con¬ 
cerned,  and  will  have  an  important  bearing  on  their  future  relations. 


EXPOSITIONS  IN  SOUTH  AMERICA. 

Tlie  Bulletin  has  already  called  particular  attention  to  the 
exposition  which  the  Brazilian  Government  is  to  hold  in  Rio  de 
Janeiro  tliis  coming  summer,  and  that  which  the  Argentine  Govern¬ 
ment  will  hold  at  Buenos  Aires  in  1910.  Now,  the  Government  of 
Ecuador  announces  that  it  will  hold  an  exposition  at  Quito  in  1909, 
and  it  has  extended  an  invitation  to  the  ITnited  States  Government 
to  participate.  In  order  to  comply  with  this  invitation,  President 
Roosevelt  has  sent  a  message  to  Congress  recommending  a  specific 
appropriation  for  this  purpose.  Neither  the  Governments  of  Brazil 
nor  the  Argentine  Republic  plan  to  invite  foreign  countries  to  take 
part,  although  their  manufacturers  and  merchants  will  be  allowed 
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to  make  exhibits  under  special  conditions.  As  Ecuador  has  particu¬ 
larly  refiuested  the  United  States  to  participate,  it  is  hoped  that  Con¬ 
gress  will  vote  the  necessary  money  for  the  construction  of  a  credit¬ 
able  building  and  the  sending  of  a  comprehensive  exhibit.  In  a 
short  time  the  railroad  from  Guayacjuil,  on  the  coast  of  Ecuador,  to 
Quito,  the  capital,  in  the  interior,  will  he  completed,  so  that  passen¬ 
gers  can  make  the  journey  from  the  steamer  landing  at  Guayaquil 
to  the  scene  of  the  exposition  at  Quito  in  twenty-four  hours,  over  a 
line  of  railroad  which  is  one  of  the  wonders  of  the  world  in  the  engi¬ 
neering  difhculties  it  has  overcome  and  in  the  scenery  it  provides. 
Quito  itself  is  one  of  the  interesting  cities  of  South  America,  and  the 
climate  is  agreeable.  Its  altitude  above  the  sea,  approximately 
10,000  feet,  saves  it  from  the  excessive  heat  of  the  low  tropics,  and 
its  nearness  to  the  ecpiator  protects  it  from  severe  cold.  When  the 
exposition  opens,  it  will  be  possible  to  make  the  trip  from  New  York 
to  Quito  in  less  than  ten  days,  so  that  there  ought  to  he  a  considerable 
attendance  from  the  United  States. 


IMPROVED  SOUTH  AMERICAN  STEAMSHIP  CONNECTIONS. 

The  Lamport  and  Holt  Steamship  Company  is  to  be  congratulated 
upon  the  improvements  now  being  made  in  the  service  between  New 
York  and  Rio  de  Janeiro  and  Buenos  Aires.  The  great  complaint  in 
the  past  has  been  that  there  have  been  too  few  steamers  with  high- 
grade  passenger  arrangements  running  between  the  principal  ports 
of  the  United  States  and  those  of  the  east  coast  of  South  America. 
Three  new  vessels,  each  of  9,000  tons  burden,  with  excellent  accom¬ 
modations  for  150  first-class  cabin,  and  50  second-class  and 
third-class  passengers,  have  been  placed  on  the  line.  These  are 
new  boats,  and  the  first  of  them  to  make  the  run  is  the  Verdi.  To 
celebrate  this  important  event,  a  large  dinner  was  given  January  14, 
on  board  the  Verdi  at  New  York,  at  which  were  pre.sent  men  from 
New  York  and  other  sections  of  the  country  interested  in  the  develop¬ 
ment  of  trade  with  South  America.  All  who  inspected  the  steam¬ 
ship  were  favorably  impressed,  and  each  guest  felt  as  if  he  wouhl 
like  to  start  at  once  on  a  visit  to  South  America.  It  is  to  be  hoped 
that  travelers  throughout  the  United  States  who  have  hesitated  here¬ 
tofore  to  go  to  South  America  on  account  of  inferior  accomodations 
may  be  tempted  to  make  the  trip,  now  that  vessels  of  this  kind  are 
running.  In  turn,  it  is  hoped  that  more  representative  South 
.Vmericans,  who  Iwfore  have  hesitated  to  visit  the  United  States,  for 
the  same  reason,  may  he  induced  to  undertake  the  journey.  There 
is  no  better  way  to  promote  friendly  relations  between  different 
countries  than  the  mutual  interchange  of  travel. 
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FURTHER  EXPRESSION  OF  INTEREST  BY  PRESIDENT  ROOSEVELT. 

All  persons  interested  in  the  promotion  of  closer  relations  between 
the  United  States  and  Latin  America  were  pleased  with  the  refer¬ 
ence  which  President  Roosevelt  made  to  the  International  Bureau 
in  his  message,  and  which  was  reproduced  in  the  last  issue  of  the 
Bulletin.  Following  this,  comes  a  letter  which  he  has  recently 
written  to  Prof.  L.  S.  Rowe,  of  the  University  of  Pennsylvania. 
This  points  out  the  distinct  advantage  of  more  intimate  intellectual 
association  between  North  and  South  America,  and  expresses  deep 
interest  on  the  part  of  the  President  in  plans  which  may  be  carried 
out  along  this  line.  The  letter  of  the  President  is  reproduced  else¬ 
where  in  this  issue  of  the  Bulletin. 


the  next  LAKE  MOHONK  CONFERENCE. 

H.  C.  Phillips,  Secretary  of  the  Lake  Mohonk  Conference  on  Inter¬ 
national  Arbitration,  informs  the  Bureau  that  the  session  for  1908 
w'ill  be  held  on  May  20,  21 ,  and  22,  and  that  it  is  now  planned  to  give 
much  attention  to  Pan-American  matters.  He  hopes  that  the 
Bureau  and  the  Governing  Board  of  this  institution  will  take  a  spe¬ 
cial  interest  in  the  conference  and  be  well  represented  in  its  delibera¬ 
tions.  In  his  communication  he  says;  “I  think  that  it  is  safe  to  say 
that  the  attention  attracted  by  last  year’s  Pan-American  session  has 
been  of  no  little  benefit  to  the  general  cause  of  arbitration,  and  that 
a  similar  session  this  year,  well  announced,  will  be  more  effective.” 


COLOMBIAN  BUREAU  OF  INFORMATION. 

President  Rafael  Reyes,  of  Colombia,  and  the  Minister  of  Foreign 
Affairs,  A.  Vasquez  Cobo,  have  taken  a  direct  step  forward  in  making 
Colombia  better  known  throughout  the  world  by  organizing  in  Bogota 
a  Central  Colombian  Office  of  Information,  which  will  have  branches 
in  London,  Paris,  Brussels,  Hamburg,  Barcelona,  and  New  York.  In 
the  decree  issued  by  the  Minister  of  Foreign  Affairs  he  states  that 
these  agencies  are  to  be  provided  with  newspapers  and  other  official 
publications  of  general  interest,  which  may  serve  to  furnish  informa¬ 
tion  to  the  public  in  Europe  and  in  the  United  States  concerning 
Colombia  and  the  opportunities  existing  there  for  the  investment  of 
foreign  capital.  The  Minister  also  announces  that  this  Bureau  will 
correspond  with  the  International  Bureau  of  the  American  Republics 
established  in  Washington,  and  asks  that  the  International  Bureau 
give  the  Colombian  Bureau  such  cooperation  as  it  can  in  the  carry¬ 
ing  out  of  its  important  work. 
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TRADE  CONDITIONS  IN  COLOMBIA. 

The  “  Report  on  Trade  Conditions  in  Colombia,”  prepared  by 
Charles  M.  Pepper,  Special  Agent  of  the  Department  of  Commerce 
and  Labor,  and  recently  published  by  the  Bureau  of  Manufactures,  is 
timely  and  interesting.  It  takes  up  carefully  all  the  facts  about 
trade,  commerce,  resources,  and  opportunities  in  Colombia  which 
should  be  known  by  those  persons  who  intend  to  do  business  with 
that  country  or  invest  capital  in  it.  Mr.  Pepper  made  a  visit  to 
Colombia  and  studied  attentively  the  conditions  before  preparing  this 
paper.  He  is  now  continuing  his  investigations  in  Ecuador,  Peru, 
and  other  South  American  countries,  and  will  prepare  corresponding 
pamphlets  concerning  them. 


NATIONAL  ASSOCIATION  OF  MANUFACTURERS. 

The  National  Association  of  Manufacturers,  which  has  its  general 
offices  at  170  Broadway,  New  York  City,  and  whose  president  is 
J.AMES  W.  Van  Cleave,  of  St.  Louis,  Mo.,  is  developing  a  subordinate 
feature  of  its  organization  which  is  of  great  importance.  The  Decem¬ 
ber  issue  of  “American  Industries”  describes  graphically  how  the 
association  is  planning  to  supply  its  members  with  every  variety  of 
information  they  may  desire  concerning  conditions  of  trade  in  foreign 
countries.  At  the  same  time,  the  fact  is  emphasized  that  foreign 
merchants  are  always  provided,  free  of  charge,  with  such  informa¬ 
tion  as  they  may  seek  regarding  commercial  or  industrial  subjects. 
If  an  exporter  or  merchant  of  any  South  American  city  or  country 
wishes  to  do  business  in  the  United  States  he  can  write  to  the  Na¬ 
tional  Association  of  Manufacturers  and  receive  in  reply  the  data 
he  desires  as  to  firms  with  whom  he  should  communicate.  This 
will  be  of  great  help  to  the  promotion  of  trade  between  the  United 
States  and  her  sister  Republics.  The  Bureau  is  glad  to  acknowledge 
the  tender  of  cooperation  which  it  has  received  from  the  association 
for  promoting  Pan-American  trade,  and  it  will  always  be  glad  to 
furnish  any  information  it  can  in  turn  to  its  members  who  may  be 
contemplating  entrance  into  the  Latin-American  field. 


THE  BUREAU  AT  THE  THIRD  INTERNATIONAL  SANITARY  CONVENTION. 

The  active  participation  of  the  Bureau  in  the  Third  International 
Sanitary  Convention  held  in  the  City  of  Mexico  during  December, 
1907,  is  demonstrated  by  the  report  of  its  special  representative,  Mr. 
Francisco  J.  Yanes,  Secretary  of  the  Bureau,  as  published  in  this 
issue  of  the  Bulletin.  He  notes  not  only  the  interest  of  Latin 
America  in  modem  hygienic  conditions,  but  also  a  growing  apprecia- . 
tion  of  the  work  of  the  Pan-American  Bureau  at  Washington. 
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ARGENTINE  COMMERCIAL  STATISTICS. 

Trade  figures  furnished  by  the  Argentine  Statistical  Bureau  for 
the  nine  months — January  to  September — of  1907  show  the  satisfac¬ 
tory  trade  balance  in  favor  of  the  Republic  of  $38,043,393,  import 
values  being  $202,835,218  and  exports,  $240,878,611.  As  compared 
with  the  corresponding  period  of  the  preceding  year  both  branches 
of  commerce  show  satisfactory  gains,  an  advance  of  $5,519,704  being 
noted  for  imports  and  of  $16,247,350  for  exports. 

The  agricultural  development  proceeding  in  the  Republic  is  indi¬ 
cated  by  the  official  statement  of  the  crop  areas  sown  in  1907 — 
wheat,  linseed,  and  oats  all  showing  increased  acreage.  The  meas¬ 
ures  taken  for  the  adequate  handling  of  national  products  are  in  line 
with  the  general  spirit  of  progress  pervading  the  coimtrj',  while  a 
recent  law  granting  free  customs  entry  for  ten  years,  to  all  sorts  of 
machinery,  tools,  and  materials  requisite  in  mining  and  metallurgical 
establishments,  foreshadows  a  greater  activity  in  this  branch  of  in¬ 
dustrial  life. 


brazil’s  TRADE  BALANCE. 

In  spite  of  the  shrinkage  in  values  of  the  two  leading  items  of 
Brazilian  exportation — coffee  and  rubber — during  August  and  Sep¬ 
tember,  1907,  the  balance  of  trade  in  favor  of  the  Republic  showed  a 
marked  gain  for  the  first  nine  months  of  the  year  as  compared  with 
the  same  period  of  1906,  advancing  from  $53,000,000  to  $63,000,000; 
imports  figuring  for  $147,000,000,  and  exports  for  $210,000,000.  In 
both  branches  of  trade  gratifying  gains  were  made  over  last  year,  and 
the  heavy  importation  of  machinery  and  materials  for  public  works 
continued  until  the  close  of  the  year. 

An  important  measure  for  the  furtherance  of  national  industries 
is  the  authorization  of  a  new’  agricultural  bank,  capitalized  for 
$10,000,000,  which  shall  facilitate  in  every  feasible  manner  the  de¬ 
velopment  of  agriculture,  providing  capital  and  credit  for  guaran¬ 
teed  enterprises. 

Agricultural  progress  is  to  be  further  incited  through  the  establish¬ 
ment  of  Japanese  colonies  in  the  States  of  Rio  de  Janeiro  and  Sao 
Paulo,  contracts  for  the  introduction  of  settlers  having  been  entered 
into  between  the  local  authorities  and  the  company  interested. 


NEW  MINISTER  FROM  CHILE  TO  THE  UNITED  STATES. 

In  welcoming  the  new  Chilean  Minister  to  the  United  States,  Senor 
Don  Anibal  Cruz,  the  Pan-American  Bureau  makes  acknowledgment 
of  the  valuable  services  rendered  in  this  capacity  by  the  retiring  Min- 
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ister,  Sefior  Walkek-Maktinez,  now  representing  the  Department 
of  Santiago  in  tlie  Chilean  National  Congress.  Senor  Curz,  on  the 
occasion  of  jwesenting  his  credentials  to  the  President  of  the  United 
States  on  November  10,  1907,  coinnmnicated  the  desire  of  his  Gov¬ 
ernment  for  the  maintenance  of  the  hapj)y  relations  existing  between 
the  two  countries,  which  expression  was  earnestly  echoed  in  the  repl}'^ 
of  President  Roosevelt. 

The  culture  of  flax  in  Chile  is  to  be  protected  by  a  governmental 
bounty,  if  the  bill  ])resented  by  the  Executive  to  Congress  on  October 
25,  1907,  shall  become  a  law.  In  the  bill  in  reference,  $150,000  is  .set 
apart  for  the  payment  of  bounties  on  flax  produced,  manufactured, 
and  exported  in  the  Republic  for  a  period  of  twelve  years. 

The  commercial  status  of  the  country  is  indicated  by  the  fact 
that  the  customs  revenue  collected  at  the  various  ])orts  during  the 
first  nine  months  of  1907,  rejiorted  as  $26,000,000,  show  an  advance 
of  over  $3,000,000,  as  comiiared  with  the  same  period  of  the  preceding 
year. 

XATIOXAL  IXnrSTRIES  AXl)  TARIFF  MODI FK'ATIOXS  IX  COLOMBIA. 

Valuable  information  on  Colombian  ruliber  and  on  cotton  manu¬ 
facture  in  the  Republic  is  reproduced  in  this  issue  from  reports  for¬ 
warded  to  the  Department  of  State  of  the  United  Stales  by  Consul 
I.  A.  Maxxixo,  of  Cartagena.  The  increase  in  rubber  growing 
throughout  the  Republic  is  shown  by  the  fact  that  for  the  year  191)6 
the  shipments  from  Cartagena  totaled  159,580  kilos,  while  in  the 
first  nine  months  of  1907,  130,680  kilos  Mere  e.xported.  Not  only  are 
plantations  of  vast  extent  being  established,  but  precautionary  meas¬ 
ures  are  being  taken  against  the  destruction  of  the  wild  trees. 

A  arious  modifications  of  the  existing  Colombian  tarifl'  as  they  be¬ 
came  effective  througliout  the  year  1907  are  also  published  as  of  timely 
interest . 


COSTA  RICA's  special  ENVOY  TO  THE  UNITED  STATES. 

In  connection  with  his  duties  as  one  of  the  Delegates  of  Costa  Rica 
to  the  Central  American  Peace  Congress  held  in  Washington  during 
the  closing  months  of  1907,  Senor  Don  Lris  Axdeusox  was  also 
honored  by  appointment  as  Envoy  Extraordinary'  and  Minister  Pleni¬ 
potentiary  of  Costa  Rica  on  a  special  mission  to  the  United  States. 
He  M  as  received  in  this  capacity  on  November  12, 1907,  and  presented 
the  cordial  greetings  of  President  Gonz.Ilez  Vi'quez  and  of  the  Gov¬ 
ernment  and  people  of  Costa  Rica  to  Pre.sident  Roosevelt. 

Special  agricultural  boards  Mho.se  ])OM'ors  and  duties  arc  to  be  for 
the  promotion  and  development  of  agriculture  in  the  respective 
24181— Bull.  1  08 - 2 
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Departments,  have  been  ordered  estal)lished  by  a  Presidential  decree 
of  December  2,  1907,  in  Costa  Rica,  and  it  is  desired  to  bring  the 
industrial  value  of  other  native  products  up  to  the  same  plane  as 
that  now  occupied  by  bananas. 

In  regard  to  this  latter  culture.  United  States  Minister  Merry 
reports  that  owing  to  the  nonacceptance  by  the  large  growing  and 
shipping  interests  of  the  export  duty  of  1  cent  recently  placed  on 
each  bunch  of  liananas — the  law  having  been  enacted  subject  to 
such  accej)tance — the  status  of  the  industry  remains  as  before,  in  so 
far  as  tlie  export  duty  is  concerned. 


RESULTS  or  THE  CUBAN  CENSUS. 

The  census  of  the  Cuban  Republic,  taken  in  1907,  reports  the  total 
])opulation  as  numbering  2,028,282,  as  compared  with  1,572,845  in 
1899,  the  Provinces  of  Havana  and  Santa  Clara  being  the  most  popu¬ 
lous.  Immigration  for  the  fiscal  year  190G-7  shows  a  decrease  as 
compared  with  the  preceding  year  of  2d, 080  arrivals. 

Customs  receipts  at  the  port  of  Havana  during  1907  aggregated 
.$20,005,048.12,  a  gain  of  $1,500,000  over  1906.  Important  meas¬ 
ures  for  the  sanitation  of  various  municijialities  and  precautionary 
steps  against  yellow  fever  have  been  provided  for  by  an  appro])riation 
of  $350,000. 


Ecuador’s  national  exposition. 

In  commemoration  of  the  rising  for  independence  in  South  America 
on  August  10,  1809,  a  National  Exposition  is  to  be  held  at  Quito  on 
the  100th  anniversary  of  that  event.  The  decree  providing  for  the 
celebration  was  issued  by  President  Alfaro  in  October,  1907,  and 
exhibits  will  cover  not  only  the  forestal,  jiastoral,  agricultural,  min¬ 
ing,  railroad,  and  fishery'  resources  of  the  country,  but  will  also  pro¬ 
vide  historical  and  artistic  features  of  international  interest,  and 
prizes*  have  been  ofl'ered  by  the  (lovernment  for  articles  dealing  with 
jiatriotic  and  historical  subjects.  Arrangements  have  been  made  for 
the  participation  of  other  nations  in  the  Exposition. 


oi'atemala’s  trade  and  opportunities. 

4'he  opening  of  Ciuatemala’s  interoceanic  trade  route  from  San 
Jose  on  the  Pacific  to  Puerto  Barrios  on  the  Atlantic,  scheduled  for 
January  19,  1908,  renders  of  great  interest  and  value  the  pamphlet 
recently  issued  by  Senor  Victor  Aguilar  Pelaez,  Consul  of  the 
Republic  in  Liverpool  and  Manchester.  To  meet  the  newly  awakened 
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interest  in  this  section  of  Central  America,  the  Bi  lletin  has  repro¬ 
duced  in  ^reat  part  the  ])amphlet  in  reference,  coveriii"  a  resume  of 
trade  and  economic  conditions  as  exist  ant  in  1906. 

The  entry  of  the  first  train  arriving  at  the  capital  from  Puerto 
Barrios  was  made  the  occasion  of  great  display  and  in  commemo¬ 
ration  of  the  event  an  exposition  of  national  industries  was  held. 
Special  representatives  of  foreign  nations  participated  in  the  attend¬ 
ant  ceremonies.  This  railroad,  which  will  greatly  facilitate  the 
transport  of  native  products  to  the  seaboard,  has  an  extent  of  269 
miles,  and  forms  a  tangible  evidence  of  the  development  of  this  pro¬ 
gressive  Republic. 


EST.VIILISHMEXT  OF  A  fllAMBElJ  OF  t'OMMEHCE  IN'  HAITI. 

To  further  the  commercial,  agricultural,  industrial,  and  maritime 
interests  of  the  Haitian  Republic,  a  Chamber  of  Commerce  has  been 
established  at  Port  an  Prince,  in  accordance  with  a  Presidential  decree 
of  November  30,  1907.  An  appropriation  of  !?1,8()0  to  meet  the 
expenses  of  organization  has  been  made  and  the  President  of  the 
Republic  named  as  honorary  president.  Not  only  will  the  organiza¬ 
tion  di.sseminate  information  concerning  native  products  and  indus¬ 
tries,  but  it  will  also  serve  as  an  intennediary  for  the  local  distribution 
of  foreign  data  of  value  to  the  country. 


IXCREASEO  EXPOHT  TAX  ON  BANANAS  IN  HONDURAS. 

To  meet  the  demand  for  better  wharfage  accommodations  and  facili¬ 
ties  for  shipping  bananas  at  the  northern  ports  of  Honduras,  the 
Government  has  increased  the  export  duty  on  each  bunch  of  bananas 
from  2  to  3  centavoft,  part  of  the  proceeds  thereof  to  be  applied  to  such 
improvements  as  may  be  deemed  exjiedicnt. 


MEXICO  AS  SEEN  BY  ITS  MINISTER  OF  FINANCE. 

The  yearly  issuance  by  Licenciado  Jose  Yves  J..imantour,  the 
famous  Minister  of  Finance  of  the  Mexican  Republic,  of  his  Treasury 
statement  and  review  of  the  economic  status  of  the  country  forms  an 
epoch  in  Mexican  annals.  His  report  made  to  the  National  Congress 
on  December  14,  1907,  should  be  read  by  all  persons  desirous  of  a 
close  understanding  of  Mexican  alfairs.  A  resume  covering  the  most 
salient  points  is  made  for  this  issue  of  the  Bulletin  and  shows  the 
gratifying  conditions  ]irevailing  throughout  this  imjiortant  part  of  the 
Pan-American  I’^nion. 
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The  Mexican  trade  report  for  theiirst  (juarterof  the  fiscal  year  11)07-8, 
shows  increases  of  over  $5, ()()(), 000,  both  in  imports  and  exports  of  tlie 
Kepulilic,  and  is  the  more  satisfactory"  as  for  the  corresponding  perioils 
of  the  two  preceding  fiscal  years,  a  decline  in  exports  was  noted. 

The  improvements  in  progress  and  projected  at  the  Atlantic  and 
Pacific  terminals  of  the  Tehuantepec  Railroad  are  exciting  great 
interest  among  the  promoters  of  trans-isthmian  trallic  and  it  is  pro¬ 
posed  to  make  Salina  Cruz  and  Coatzocoalcos  rank  with  other  world 
ports  for  the  transshipment  of  merchandise. 


.MESSACF.  OF  THE  PHESIHENT  OF  MCARAlll  A. 

The  message  addres.sed  bv  President  Zelaya  to  the  Nicaraguan 
Congress  on  December  1,  1907,  is  an  important  document,  embodying 
the  views  of  the  Executive  with  regard  to  the  late  Peace  Conference 
at  Washington  and  the  causes  and  results  thereof. 

The  concession  granted  by  the  Government  to  Messrs.  Guerrero 
and  Moreira  for  the  ex])loitation  of  the  rubber  forests  of  the  Republic 
for  ten  years  from  September  10,  1905,  has  been  transferred  to  the 
Atlantic  Industrial  Company,  which  will  carry  on  the  work  under¬ 
taken  by  the  former  concessionaires  under  governmental  charter. 

A  new  trade-mark  law,  jiromulgated  on  November  2(5,  1907,  has 
important  bearing  upon  industrial  jirotection  in  Nicaragua  and  is 
designed  for  the  protection  of  both  fonugn  and  local  business. 


(  OXSUE  KEEI.OOO's  REPORT  FROM  UOEOX,  PANAMA. 

The  report  of  I'niteil  States  Consul  James  (’.  Keij.oou,  of  ('olon, 
on  the  ])ort  of  Bocas  «lel  Toro,  shows  that  while  imports  at  that  place 
increased  during  the  fiscal  year  1907  as  compared  with  the  preceding 
year,  export  valuations 'declined.  It  is  anticipated  that  the  shipment 
of  bananas  tt)  Europe,  for  which  extensive  preparation  has  been  made 
in  eipiipping  steamers  with  refrigerating  apjiaratus,  will  produce  a 
contrary  result  in  the  jiresent  year.  The  Cnited  States  is  reported 
us  leading  other  nations  in  the  trade  of  the  j)ort. 


A  XATIOXAE  RANK  FOR  PARAOl'AV. 

The  jiroject  has  been  presented  to  the  Paraguayan  ('ongress  for  the 
establishment  of  a  mixed  bank  under  Government  authorization  to 
be  Icnown  as  the  Bank  of  the  Republic,  and  capitalizc'd  at  .820,000,000 
gold.  The  various  conditions  of  optwation  ani  shown  in  this  is.sue  of 
the  Bulletin. 
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NEW  STEA.MSIIir  SERVICE  BETWEEN  NEW  YORK  AND  CALLAO. 

AVith  tli('  inuuj'uratioii  of  a  new  steamship  service  between  New 
York  and  (’allao,  via  Panama,  a  j?reat  economic  advance  will  be  made 
in  the  intercourse  of  these  two  commercial  sections.  This  enterjirise 
under  the  National  Steamshij)  and  Floating  Dock  Company  of  Callao, 
will,  it  is  anticipated,  be  in  full  oj)eration  early  in  1908,  and  in  adilition 
to  being  ca|)italized  for  8 1.5, 000, 000,  it  is  subsidized  by  the  Peruvian 
Government  for  81,500,000. 


.s.\i.vad<)r‘s  cx'.sto.ms  revenues. 

.\  decrease  in  the  customs  revenues  of  Salvador  of  $145,904.42  is  to 
be  noted  in  the  latest  figures  to  hand,  showing  8543,024.72  in  the  first 
quarter  of  1907.  The  conqiarison  is  made  with  the  corresponding 
period  of  1900. 


uri'uuay’s  cu.sto.ms  vai.ues. 

.Vlthough  the  customs  receipts  of  ITuguay  .show  a  slight  decline 
in  October,  1907,  from  those  of  the  corre.sponding  month  of  1900, 
the  total  for  the  ten  months’  period  ending  October  show  a  gain, 
the  totals  for  the  two  years — January  to  October — being  811,271,871 
and  81 1 ,000,039,  respectively. 

Important  changes  are  embotlied  in  the  Uruguayan  tax  law  for 
1908,  as  submitted  by  the  legislature  to  the  Government.  One  of 
the  j)rovisions  raises  the  tax  on  premiums  of  foreign  insurance  com- 
jianies  in  the  Republic  from  :>  to  7  per  cent. 


INCREASE  OK  IMPORT  DUTIES  IN  VENEZUEL.V. 

Various  articles  of  food  and  domestic  use  have  been  made  the 
subject  of  a  surtax  imposed  by  the  Venezuelan  Government  by  a 
decree  of  November  14,  1907.  Other  items  are  covered  by  tarilf 
modifications  of  recent  date. 


BOOK  NOTES, 

MODERN  AROENTINA. 

No  work  of  recent  issue  is  better  (pialified  to  meet  the  existing 
demand  for  general  information  concerning  the  countries  of  Latin 
America  than  that  jmblished  by  Francis  Griki  itiis,  London,  1907, 
under  the  title  “Alodmn  Argentina — tlie  L!  Dorado  of  'ro-dav,”  w ith 
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supploinontarv  chapters  on  Urujjuay  and  Chile.  The  author, 
W.  II.  Koebel,  has  carefully  avoided  all  hut  the  barest  statements 
of  statistics,  and  has  prepared  a  thoroughly  readable  and  entertain¬ 
ing  account  of  conditions,  both  of  town  and  camp,  as  encountered 
by  an  interested  and  imjuiring  traveler.  He  pays  due  tribute  to 
the  advanced  position  which  the  Republic  is  taking  among  the 
countries  of  the  earth,  and  attributes  this  prominence,  in  its  en¬ 
tirety,  to  the  value  and  extent  of  the  nation’s  ‘'camp"  products, 
animal  and  vegetable.  In  comparison  therewith,  he  finds  the  few 
urban  manufactories  and  industries  ])ractically  insignificant.  The 
commercial  distributing  center  of  the  national  products,  Buenos 
Aires,  is  described  as  of  imposing  magnificence,  with  handsome 
boulevards,  electric  lighting  and  water  works  systems,  ]>alatial 
public  buildings,  and  all  the  adornments  and  parajihernalia  of  a 
great  city  containing  over  1,000,000  inhabitants.  The  produce 
market  and  the  system  of  docks  along  the  Avater  front  are  among 
the  astonishing  deA'elopimmts  of  the  modern  city  adapted  to  the 
groAving  re({uirements  of  the  meat,  avooI,  and  grain  trade  of  the 
country.  Itosario,  Bahia  Blanca,  and  Rosario  are  all  treated  from 
their  characteristic  standpoints,  and  a  charming  ac-count  of  the 
fashionable  seaside  rescirt.  Mar  del  Plata,  is  furnished. 

The  distinctiA’'ely  Argentine  stamp  of  the  volume  is,  hoAAOAor, 
to  be  found  in  the  chapters  devoted  to  life  in  the  “camp.” 
The  daily  routine  and  habits  of  the  “gaucho”  are  set  forth  Avith 
picturesque  details,  Avhile  the  garnering  of  the  great  crops  of  AA'heat, 
maize,  linseed,  and  alfalfa,  the  breeding  and  care  of  stock,  and  other 
camp  topics,  arc  narrated  AA'itli  charm  and  clearness.  Mendoza  and 
its  contiguous  A’incA  anls,  the  great  Chaco  Avith  its  timber  Avealth,  the 
mines  of  Famatina,  are  all  treated  AvIth  interest,  Avhile  special  appre¬ 
ciation  of  the  raihvay  systems  of  tlie  country  is  recorded.  Of  the 
latter,  the  Avriter  had  ample  ojiportunity  to  judge  in  his  trip  from 
Buenos  Aires  acro,ss  the' Argentine  Rejiublic  to  ^lendoza  and  Las 
CucA’as.  At  this  jioint  the  comfortable  train  Avas  exchanged  for  the 
journey  on  mule  back  OA'cr  the  mountains,  on  tlic  summit  of  a\  hich 
stands  the  heroic  figure  of  Christ,  the  symbol  of  the  Argentine  and 
Chilean  jieace  compact.  The  doAvnAiard  gi'ade  on  the  Chilean  side 
carries  the  traA'cler  to  Tais  Andes,  the  terminus  of  the  Transandine 
lino  on  the  Pacihe  side,  from  Avhich  point  the  journey  to  Valparaiso 
is  continued  by  rail.  The  sections  dcA'oted  to  Chile  and  Uruguay, 
although  quite  limited,  are  characterized  by  the  same  clearness  of 
description  and  practical  A'alue'  as  the  preceding  chapters.  The  great 
Liebig  factory  of  beef  products  and  extracts  at  Fray  Bentos  is  noted 
as  quite  apart  from  the  ordinarA'  commercial  enterprise  of  its  kind  by 
reason  of  the  almost  idyllic  nature  of  its  position  and  ciiA'irons. 
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MEXICO  OF  THE  TWENTIETH  <'ENTl'EV. 

^  alual)lo  as  a  book  t)l'  roforiMico,  and  more  tlian  ordinarily  inter- 
cstiiif^  on  its  literary  side,  the  recent  work  of  Percy  1\  Martin, 
F.  K.  G.  S.,  entitled  “Mexico  of  the  Twentieth  Century, ”  deserves 
to  he  in  the  hands  of  all  persons  seekinfj  information  eoneerninj;  this 
Kepuhlie.  Published  by  Edward  Arnold,  London,  1907,  it  is  issued 
in  two  volumes,  the  first  of  which  is  devoted  to  a  "eneral  considera¬ 
tion  of  existent  conditions;  sketches  of  public  men  and  institutions 
and  such  historical  information  as  may  conduce  to  an  intelliffent 
reading.  Volume  if  covers  a  descriptive  account  of  every  State  com¬ 
posing;  the  United  Mexican  States,  detailinfj;  the  resources  and  jjossi- 
hilities  of  each.  Following;  this  section,  adeiiuate  account  is  "iven  of 
the  various  native  industries  and  products  and  the  remarkable  prog¬ 
ress  made  in  all  branches  of  economic  development  under  present 
conditions.  Glowin<r  reference  is  made  to  the  fame  and  ability  of 
President  Diaz,  whom  the  author  ranks  amoiifi  the  jfreat  men  of  all 
a"es.  Tlie  inlluence  and  predominance  of  United  States  enterprise 
throughout  the  country  are  emphasized,  and  regret  is  exjiressed  that 
Great  Britain  should  have  allowed  to  pass  from  her  sphere  of  com¬ 
mercial  inlluence  one  of  the  finest  and  safest  markets  in  the  whole 
world.  To  the  history  of  mining  the  final  chapters  of  the  hook  are 
devoted,  though  the  author  frankly  states  that  so  enormous  a  sub¬ 
ject  reiiuires  not  one  volume  alone,  hut  many  volume;!.  The  laws 
governing  this  industry  have  been  pronounced  the  most  enlightened 
and  most  reasonable  in  the  world  and  the  total  output  of  gold,  silver, 
and  copper  from  the  time  of  the  Spanish  workings  to  tlate  is  esti¬ 
mated  at  S3, 000,000, 000. 


THE  DARIE.N  (OMrANV  OF  THE  SEVENTEENTH  CENTl'RY. 

For  the  purpose  of  recording  the  life  work  of  a  Scotsman  who 
lived  two  centuries  ago,  an  interesting  volume  has  been  prepared 
covering  the  record  of  the  formation,  floating,  and  final  disruption 
of  the  first  “Darien  Company,"  and  the  relations  to  it  of  its  projector, 
William  I’.vterson.  The  act  creating  the  “Company  of  Scotland 
trading  to  Africa  and  the  Indies"  became  a  law  on  June  20,  109."), 
passing  the  Scottish  Parliament  and  being  touched  with  the  sce]>ter 
by  His  Majesty’s  Commissiimer.  The  enterprise  as  projected  j)ur- 
])osed  that  a  certain  part  of  the  Isthmus  of  Darien,  in  Central  Amer¬ 
ica,  should  he  the  entrepot  for  the  exchange  of  Western  and  Eastern 
commodities;  the  inauguration  of  universal  free  trade  and  the  con¬ 
centration  of  the  commerce  of  the  globe  on  the  Isthmus  of  Darien 
being  the  dominant  ideas  of  Paterson’s  scheme.  On  the  2r)th  of 
July,  169S,  departure  was  made  from  Leith,  with  destination  for 
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the  Lsthimus,  and  mi  Xoveiiiher  3,  the  first  expedition  oast  anchor 
at  Golden  Island,  in  the  hay  of  Ada,  near  the  Gulf  of  Darien.  The 
journal  kept  by  a  nieinher  of  the  iiart}'  recounts  the  incidents  of  the 
A'oyage  and  of  the  subseciuent  estahlishnient  of  the  colony,  while  a 
report  made  hy  William  Patersox  himself,  who  accompanied  the 
expedition  in  a  jirivate  capacity,  furnishes  abundant  evidence  of 
the  shrewd  business  sense  of  the  original  ])romoter  of  the  enterprise. 
The  colony  was  abandoned  in  June,  1609,  and  later  expeditions 
met  with  no  better  success^  hut  so  <;reat  was  the  interest  and  enthu¬ 
siasm  whicli  jirevailed  throughout  Scotland  with  reganl  to  the 
scheme  that  on  March  2.5,  1707,  comjilete  restitution  was  made  hy 
the  Scottish  Parliament  to  the  subscribers  of  the  ill-fated  company. 


PANAMA  CANAL  REPORT  FOR  1907. 

The  report  of  the  Isthmian  ('anal  ('ommission  for  the  fiscal  ^ear 
ended  June  30,  1907,  signed  hy  Lieut,  ('ol.  George  W.  (Joktiials, 
('hairman  of  the  C'ommi.ssion  and  chief  engineer  of  the  works,  fur¬ 
nishes  a  record  of  ceasele.ss  activity,  of  ivork  accomplished,  and  of 
difficulties  overcome.  A  coiisiilerahle  part  of  the  report  is  occiqiieil 
with  a  discussion  of  the  relative  advantages  and  the  reverse  of  gov¬ 
ernmental  or  contract  administration  of  the  enterjiri.se,  with  the 
conclusion  that  the  work  can  he  done  better,  more  cheajily,  and  more 
quickly  hy  the  Government.  Detailed  jiarticulai’s  are  given  of  the 
re.sults  of  the  working  of  sixty-three  steam  shovels,  some  of  which 
weigh  9.)  tons.  These  matters  are  of  imjiortance  as  having  direct 
bearing  ujion  the  length  of  tinu'  reijuired  for  the  completion  of  the 
canal,  and  show  that  if  a  suflicient  numher  of  shovels  are  jnit  to  work 
in  the  (’idehra  cut  the  e.xcavation  for  a  .sea-level  canal  can  he  made 
inside  of  ten  years,  which  is  a  jieriod  much  less  than  that  estimated 
hy  the  Board  of  Consulting  Engineers.  The  measures  taken  for  the 
sanitation  of  the  Isthmtis  and  for  the  housing  and  feeding  of  the 
23,327  members  of  the  clas.sified  force  at  work  are  shown  to  he  ade- 
cjuate  and  sati.sfactor\',  while  the  rejiort  on  the  geology  of  the  Isthmus 
of  Panama  has  been  jiractically  confined  to  .such  matters  as  have  a 
direct  hearing  on  the  constructive  work.  The  various  subjects 
treated  are  finely  illustrated  hy  147  jiictures,  majis,  and  jirofiles. 


CGM.MrXK'ATION  IN  BRAZIL. 

The  Indk  of  the  report  jiresented  hy  the  Brazilian  Minister  of  Pub¬ 
lic  Works  to  the  President  of  the  Ivejnihlic  covering  the  year  1906  is 
devoted  to  the  railway  systems  of  the  country.  The  extent  of  line  in 
ojieration  is  given  as  17,242.457  kilometers  (kilometer  =  0.62137  mile), 
besides  3,042.67S  under  construction  and  6,6X3.017  surveyed  and 
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approved  by  tlie  Government  for  eonstruelion.  Sinee  tlie  publication 
of  tlie  report,  a  syndicate  of  Americans,  Canadians,  and  French  have 
acquired  control  of  three  great  systems  of  railway  to  the  north,  south, 
and  west  of  Brazil,  which  will  greatly  influence  the  possibilities  of 
communication  with  the  adjacent  countries.  Most  of  the  Brazilian 
lines  are  either  directly  or  indirectly  under  Government  supervision, 
rates  and  salaries  being  subject  to  governmental  approval.  The 
various  navigation  companies  of  the  Kepublic  are  included  under  the 
head  of  ‘‘Industries,'’  and  sjiecial  sections  are  devoted  to  port  works 
and  credits  and  accounts. 


FKE.\<H  IXTKRKSTS  IN  ( OLC.MBIA. 

The  Columbus  Memorial  Library  has  just  received  the  first  number 
of  a  monthly  review  ajipearing  in  December,  devoted  to  the  interests 
of  Colombia.  The  editor  and  director  is  Mr.  JIf..\ky  Jalhay,  the 
distinguished  con.sid  of  Colombia  at  Brussels,  where  the  review  is 
published  in  IT'cnch  under  the  title  of  “La  ColomhU ^Ir.  Jaliiay 
hopes  to  furthej'  the  development  of  the  commercial  relations  of 
Colombia  by  the  publication  of  correct  information  relating  to  the 
resources  of  the  country,  and  to  call  attention  to  the  numerous  indus¬ 
tries  which  need  to  be  established,  and  to  which  the  (k)lombian  Gov¬ 
ernment  gives  its  sanction  and  material  aid.  The  review  will  only 
appear  once  a  month  at  first,  but  the  editor  hopes  later  to  increa.se 
its  size  and  to  publish  it  semiweekly. 


WITH  SPF.AKFR  (  ANNON  TIIlKU'dll  THE  TIIOPU’S. 

A  chatty  narriitive  of  a  trij)  through  the  Trojiics  has  been  received 
by  the  Cohimbus  Memorial  Tdbrary  from  the  ])eu  of  J.  IIa.mpton 
Moohf.,  Member  of  Congre.ss  from  the  Third  district  of  Pennsylvania, 
who  accompanied  Speaker  Canno.n  on  his  memorable  cruise  among 
the  West  Indies  and  throtigh  jiortions  of  Venezuela  and  Panama. 
While  no  attempt  is  made  by  the  writer  to  jire.sent  a  handbook  of 
the  places  visited,  the  comments  on  local  institutions  and  surroutid- 
ings  show  a  keen  realization  of  the  jiroblems  of  colonial  ])o.s.sessions. 


PERt'  IN 

In  ‘‘Peru  in  lODli’’  a  model  volume  has  been  issued  through  the 
authorization  of  President  Pardo  covering  the  history,  geograjfliy, 
and  ju'c.sent  economic  status  of  the  Peruvian  llcjuiblic.  The  writer, 
Tslr.  Ai.e.iandro  Garland,  is  a  member  of  tbe  Lima  Geographical 
Society,  and  brings  to  his  work  a  thorough  acquaintance  with  his 
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subject.  The  fourth  section  covers  up-to-date  information  regarding 
agriculture,  mining,  manufactures,  trade,  means  of  communication, 
currency  systems,  banking,  finance,  and  the  native  press,  all  demon¬ 
strating  the  peaceful  progress  attained  during  the  last  ten  years. 


PAR AGUA YA \  S  KETC 11 ES . 

A  series  of  interesting  papers  has  been  j)repared  l)y  ex-Presiiient 
C'ecilio  Baez,  of  Paraguay,  under  the  title  “  Cuadros  llistorlcos  y 
Ih’scriptlvo.^  d(l  Paraguay'"  (Historical  and  Descriptive  Sketches  of 
Paraguay).  C'ommencing  with  a  description  of  the  al)original  race, 
las  (fUaranU's,  their  manners  and  customs,  he  follows  the  line  of  Par¬ 
aguayan  history  with  accounts  of  the  various  epochs  and  the  princi- 
j)al  actors  therein,  the  whole  forming  a  valuable  addition  to  the 
information  concerning  a  comparatively  little-known  country. 


THh:  IWITKl)  STATES  FLEET  AT  RIO  DE  -JAXEIRO. 

In  view  of  the  public  interest  in  the  presence  of  the  battle  ship  fleet 
of  the  Ibiited  States  in  Brazilian  waters  and  of  the  importance  of  the 
speeches  made  and  messages  exchanged  between  the  Brazilian  and 
I’nited  States  authorities,  the  Bulletin  reproduces  a  portion  of  them 
as  matters  of  record. 

T’^pon  the  arrival  of  the  fleet  at  Kio  de  Janeiro  on  January  1.3  the 
Brazilian  Minister  of  Foreign  AtTairs,  Mr.  Pio  Branco,  cabled  the 
announcement  to  the  Ambassador  of  Brazil  in  Washington,  stating: 

“Preparations  for  the  celebration  began  vhen  the  ^fonroe  Palace 
where  the  Pan-American  Conference  took  place  was  seen  flying  the 
Brazilian  flag  .surrounded  by  four  American  flags.’’ 

Subsequently,  the  following  courtesies  were  exchanged  by  cable 
between  the  (loveinments  at  Kio  de  .Taneiro  and  Washington. 

telegram  of  president  AFFONSO  PENNA  to  president  ROOSEVELT. 

On  .Tanuary  14  President  Affonso  Penna,  of  Brazil,  sent  the  fol¬ 
lowing  personal  message  to  the  President  of  the  United  States; 

“This  afternoon  I  had  the  great  pleasure  of  receiving  and  becom¬ 
ing  personally  acquainted  with  the  admirals  and  captains  of  the 
American  fleet  en  route  to  the  Pacific  Ocean. 

“I  congratulate  you  on  the  safe  arrival  of  so  powerful  and  well- 
drilled  a  fleet  at  Rio  de  Janeiro,  and  I  take  keen  pleasure  in  informing 
you  that  the  jieople  of  our  capital  spontaneously  and  enthusiastically 
joineil  the  Brazilian  naval  authorities,  from  the  very  first  moment.

In  reply  Px’csident  Roosevelt  cabled  as  follows; 

'•Jaxuaixy  15,  litOS. 

“I  thank  a’ou  for  the  kind  message  which  you  were  so  good  as  to 
send  me  upon  the  arrival  of  the  ^\jnerican  fleet  at  Rio.  It  has  given 
me  and  will  give  to  the  American  people  the  liveliest  satisfaction. 
We  are  all  ver}'  sensible  of  the  courtesy  and  distinguished  hospitality 
with  which  the  Government  and  people  of  Brazil  have  received  our 
officers  and  sailors.  The  war  ships  of  America  exist  for  no  other 
purpose  than  to  ])rotect  peace  against  jxossible  aggression  and  justice 
against  possible  oppression.  As  between  the  United  States  and 
Brazil  these  ships  are  not  men  of  war,  but  are  messengers  of  friend- 
shi])  and  good  will  commissioned  to  celebrate  with  you  the  long- 
continued  and  never  to  be  broken  amity  and  mutual  helpfulness  of 
the  two  great  Republics.” 

toast  of  PRESIDEXT  AFFOXSO  PEXXA. 

At  the  luncheon  tendered  the  ollicers  of  the  Ignited  States  fleet  on 
the  part  of  the  Brazilian  Government  on  January  15,  President 
Affoxso  Pexna  gave  the  following  toast  to  the  ollicers  assembled 
for  the  occasion: 

'‘The  warm  and  brotherly  welcome  wiiich  the  people  of  the  capital 
of  the  Republic  have  given  to  the  powerful  American  fleet  now  with 
us  will  have  proved  to  all  how  deep  and  sincere  is  the  sympathy  and 
friendship  that  moves  the  Brazilian  nation  with  regard  to  her  great 
and  prosperous  sister  of  North  America. 

"These  are  not  ephemeral  and  occasional  .sentiments.  They  date 
from  the  birth  of  our  nationality,  and  are  ever  growing  stronger, 
binding  more  closely  the  ties  of  friendship  and  economic  relations  of 
the  two  countries. 

"When  the  South  American  nations  proclaimed  their  independ¬ 
ence,  in  that  fust  moment  of  doubt  and  vacillation  as  tt)  the  future, 
the  encouragement  of  the  young  American  Republic  came  to  us  with 
the  solemn  declaration  of  indestructible  solidarity  among  the  nations 
of  the  New  World,  issued  by  the  voice  of  her  great  Pre.sident,  Moxroe, 
whose  name  shines  in  history  as  that  of  a  statesman  of  great  breadth 
of  view  and  rare  political  foresight. 

"The  long  ami  diflicult  cruise  of  the  powerful  lleet  to  which  Brazil 
is  host  to-day,  its  mission  of  gt>ing  around  the  American  C'ontinent,- 
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constitutes  a  new  and  niagniiicent  tleinonstration  of  the  unsurpass¬ 
able  vigor  and  extraordinary  energy  of  the  great  nation,  friend  of 
Brazil. 

‘‘With  my  ardent  and  sincere  wishes  that  the  navigation  of  the 
friendh'  fleet  continue  to  he  an  unbroken  record  of  favorable  circum¬ 
stances,  I  drink  to  the  health  of  the  glorious  American  Xavy,  desiring 
the  prosperity  (>f  the  United  States  of  America  and  the  personal 
welfare  of  her  eminent  chief  and  great  statesman,  Theodork 
B<k)sevei.t.”

It  is  delightful  to  feel  that  the  same  friendship  which  was  .■'O 
generously  extended  to  me  in  1000  remains  umliminished  and  is 
exhibited  to  my  countrymen  in  1008.

FIRST  PAX-AMERK'AX  SdEXTIFIU  COXGRESS. 

'the  first  Lat in-American  Scientific  Fongress  was  held  at  Buenos 
Aires,  the  capital  of  the  ^Vrgentine  Republic,  in  1898.  The  second 
session  of  the  ('ongress  was  held  at  Montevideo,  the  capital  of  Uru¬ 
guay,  in  1901,  and  the  third  at  Rio  de  Janeiro,  the  capital  of  lirazil, 
in  1905. 

It  has  now  been  detei’inined  to  hold  the  fourth  se.ssion  at  Santiago 
during  the  first  ten  days  of  December,  1908,  and  invitations  to  this 
effect  have  been  issued  by  the  (  hilcan  Government. 
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It  has  boon  furthor  ilotorniinoil  to  oxtoncl  the  scope  of  the  ('on- 
oross  so  as  to  inohule  all  the  American  Republics,  and  to  this  end 
the  ('hilean  (loverninont  has  extended  an  official  invitation  to  the 
(lovornniont  of  the  United  States.  At  the  same  time,  the  name  of 
the  C'onj;ross  has  been  chaniiod  from  the  Fourth  Latin-Amorican 
Scientific  Conjrress  to  the  First  Pan-American  Scientific  t'on<;ress, 
in  keepinji  with  its  enlar>ted  representation.  Below  is  j'iven  the 
messa<ie  of  President  Roosf.vei.t  transmitting:  to  the  luiited  States 
Congress  the  rei)ort  of  Secretary  Root  in  regard  to  the  matter.  The 
President  in  his  message  heartily  approves  the  recommeiulation  of 
the  Secretary  of  .State  for  an  appropriation  sufficient  for  a  .suitable 
representation  from  the  United  States. 

MESSAGE  OF  PRESIDENT  ROOSEVELT. 

To  the  Senate  and  Jloinse  of  Re  presentatii'es: 

“I  transmit  herewith  for  the  consideration  of  the  respective 
House's  of  the  ('on<rress  a  report  of  the  Secretary  of  State  representing 
the  appropriateness  of  early  action,  in  order  that  in  re.sponse  to 
the  invitation  e)f  the  (lovernment  of  Chile  the  Government  of  the 
United  States  may  be  enabled  fittingly  to  be  represented  at  the 
First  Pan-American  Scientific  Congress,  to  be  held  at  Santiago, 
Chile,  the  first  ten  days  of  December,  1908. 

“The  recommendations  of  this  report  have  my  hearty  approval, 
and  1  hope  that  the  Congress  will  see  fit  to  make  timely  provision 
to  enable  the  Government  to  respond  appropriately  to  the  invita¬ 
tion  of  the  Government  of  Chile  in  the  .sending  of  delegates  to  a 
('ongress  which  can  not  fail  to  be  of  great  interest  and  importance 
to  the  Governments  and  peoples  of  all  the  American  Republics.

“The  President: 

“The  Government  of  Chile  has  invited  the  Government  of  the 
United  States  to  join  in  and  to  be  represented  by  delegates  at  the 
Pan-American  Scientific  Congress,  which  is  to  as.semble  under  its 
auspices  at  the  capital  city  of  Santiago  tluring  the  ten  days  beginning 
December  1,  1908.  The  work  of  the  Congress  will  comprehend  nine 
sections,  devoted,  respectively,  to  pure  and  applied  mathematics, 
physical  sciences,  natural  .sciences,  engineering,  medicine  and  hygiene, 
anthropology,  jurisprudence  and  sociology,  pedagogics,  and  agricul¬ 
ture  and  animal  industry. 

“  Latin-American  Scientific  Congresses  were  held  in  1898  at  Buenos 
Aires,  in  1901  at  Montevideo,  and  in  190.')  at  Rio  de  Janeiro.  Growing 
out  of  these  prcA'ious  conferences  the  Congress  of  1908  will  be  for  the 
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first  time  Pan-American.  It  will  study  and  discuss  many  fijrcat 
subjects  in  wliich  all  the  American  Republics  have  in  common  special 
interests;  and  its  aim  is  to  bring  together  the  best  scientific  tliouglit 
of  this  Ileniisphere  for  the  scnitiny  of  many  distinctively  American 
problems  and  for  an  interchange  of  experience  and  of  views  which 
should  be  of  great  value  to  all  the  nations  concerned. 

“It  is  therefore  eminently  appropriate  that  the  United  States 
should  be  adequately  represented  at  this  imjiortant  First  Pan-Ameri¬ 
can  Scientific  (V)ngre.ss  and  should  embrace  this  opjiortunity  for 
cooperation  in  scientific  research  with  the  rejiresentatives  of  the 
other  American  Republics.  It  is  worthy  of  consideration  that,  in 
addition  to  the  purely  scientific  interests  to  be  subserved  by  such  a 
Congress  and  in  addition  to  the  advantages  arising  from  an  inter¬ 
change  of  thought  and  the  intercourse  of  the  .scientific  men  of  the 
American  countries  and  the  good  understanding  and  friendly  rela¬ 
tions  which  will  be  promoted,  there  are  many  sjiecific  relations  arising 
from  the  very  dost*  intercourse  between  the  United  States  and  many 
Latin-American  countries,  incident  to  our  expanding  trade,  our 
extending  investments,  and  the  construction  of  the  Panama  Canal, 
which  make  a  common  understanding  and  free  exchange  of  opinion 
upon  .scientific  subjects  of  great  practical  importance. 

“To  make  our  representation  j>o.s.sible  I  have  the  honor  to  recom¬ 
mend  that  the  Congress  be  asked  to  appropriate  the  sum  of  .S3r),000, 
or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  to  enable  the  United  States 
to  send  a  number  of  delegates  correspomling  to  the  number  of  sections 
into  which  the  Congress  is  to  be  divided,  together  with  a  secretary' 
and  disbursing  officer,  and  to  })ay  other  necessary  expenses. 

‘‘Inasmuch  as  it  is  desired  that  all  communications  or  .scientific 
works  to  be  pre.sented  to  the  C()ugress  be  reicivcd  before  Sejitemlier 
.30,  it  is  much  to  be  hoped  that  provision  for  the  participation  of  this 
Covernment  may  la*  made  at  an  early  date  and  that  tin*  apjuopi'iat ion 
la*  made  imm<*diately  available*.

“Sir:  I  beg  to  submit  berewitb  a  report  relative  to  the  Third  Inter¬ 
national  Sanitary  Convention,  held  in  the  City  of  Mexico  from  Decem¬ 
ber  2  to  7,  1907,  which  I  attended  in  the  capacity  of  special  repre¬ 
sentative  of  the  International  Bureau  of  the  American  Bepublics. 
pursuant  to  your  instructions  of  XoAember  27,  1907. 

“The  call  to  the  Third  International  Sanitary  Convention  and 
provisional  programme  were  transmitted  by  the  International  Bureau 
of  the  American  Hepublics  to  the  several  (lovernments  of  the  Union 
through  the  members  of  the  GoA’erning  Board  on  July  il,  1907,  and 
in  accordance  with  said  call  and  programme  the  Third  International 
Sanitary  ConA’ention  was  called  to  (^rder  at  10  a.  m.  on  Tuesday. 
December  2,  in  the  Grand  Salon  of  the  Department  of  Finance, 
National  Palace,  At  this  opening  session  addresses  of  welcome  were 
made  by  Gen.  Kamon  Corral,  Vice-President  of  the  Republic  and 
Secretary  of  the  Interior,  and  by  Dr.  Fdi  ardo  Liceaga.  President 
of  tbe  Convention,  as  well  as  chairman  of  the  Mexican  Delegation. 
All  delegations  present  made  short  and  appropriate  replies.

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•‘Owiiifr  to  unavoidable  delay  caused  by  several  freifjht  wrecks,  I 
did  not  arrive  in  Mexico  City  until  the  inorniii"  of  December  3,  so 
that  I  was  not  present  at  the  openini);  session. 

■‘Upon  }>resentation  of  luy  credentials  to  Dr.  Eduardo  Liceaga, 
President  of  the  Convention,  and  at  the  motion  of  Surg.  Gen. 
Walter  Wymax,  which  was  unanimou.sly  a])proved,  the  .special  rep¬ 
resentative  of  the  Bureau  was  granted  the  privilege  of  the  floor.  In 
thanking  the  Convention  for  their  courteous  welcome,  I  took  occasion 
to  state  the  great  intere.st  the  International  Bureau  of  the  American 
Republics  took  in  their  humane  and  altruistic  work,  and  that  as  the 
special  representative  of  this  Institution  I  was  the  bearer  of  cordial 
greetings,  not  only  of  the  Governing  Board,  but  also  of  the  Director 
of  the  Bureau,  who  had  personally  intnisted  me  with  the  pleasant 
duty  of  tendering  the  Convention  the  as.surance  of  his  good  wishes. 
The  Director,  I  further  said,  would  have  come  to  jiersonally  greet  the 
Convention  but  for  the  fact  that  at  that  veiA'  moment  another  event 
of  world-wide  importance  was  taking  place  under  our  roof — the  Cen¬ 
tral  American  Peace  Conference — making  it  impossible  for  the  Direc¬ 
tor  to  leave.  I  pointeil  out  the  fact  that  this  was  a  day  of  great  sat¬ 
isfaction  to  the  Bureau,  as  all  of  Latin  America  seemed  to  be  engaged 
in  great  and  noble  work;  on  the  one  hand,  the  Central  American 
Republics  were  adjusting  their  differences  in  Washington  and  build¬ 
ing  up  tlie  foundation  of  their  future  welfare,  while  on  the  other,  the 
large  majority  of  the  Latin-Ainerican  countries  met  in  the  ho.spitable 
('ity  of  Mexico  to  work  for  the  common  cause  of  humanity. 

'‘The  programme  ])repaied  by  the  Mexican  Delcgatioji  contained, 
besides  the  busiiu'ss  of  the  ('onvention,  a  reception  by  Ilis  Excellency 
(iencral  Diaz,  President  of  the  Re])ublic;  visits  to  the  new  jiost-oflicc 
building,  tlie  ])enitentiary,  castle  of  ('hapidtepoc,  board  of  healih, 
disinfection  jilant,  city  waterworks  and  Xocbimilco,  new  suburbs 
called  'Colonias,’  general  hospital,  and  sewer-flushing  pumping  sta¬ 
tion;  concert,  dinners,  and  other  hospitalities. 

“Gn  the  day  of  the  last  meeting,  December  7,  the  Advisory 

Committee,  to  which  all  iiiotions  recpiiring  imjiortant  action  wen; 
submitted,  reported  for  adoption  bj'  tlie  ('onvi'iition  the  following 
recommendations : 

"Adherence  on  the  j)art  of  Brazil,  Colondiia,  and  Uniguay  to  the 
.Sanitary  Convention  of  Washington. 

"Codification  of  all  the  sanitary  laws  and  regulations  of  all  flic 
G(>vernments  represented  at  the  Convention,  to  be  transmittc'd  to 
i1k‘  rntornational  .Sanitary  Bureau  at  Wasbingfon  upon  com))letion 
of  work. 

"To  authorize  the  Int«-fnational  Sanitary  Bureau  of  Wasliiiigloii 
to  e.stabbSh  relations  with  the  ‘Jhitraii  I Hu iiit'irrc'  of 
I'aris,  as  reefunmende*!  by  fbe  Third  Jntcunational  American  (am- 
ference  of  Rio  d<!  .Janeiro, 
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“To  direct  the  SecretiirY'  of  tlie  Convention  to  include  in  tlie  pub¬ 
lication  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Third  International  Sanitary'  Con¬ 
vention  a  sununary  of  all  resolutions  adoj^ted  by  the  First  and  Second 
Conventions,  held  in  Washington. 

“To  request  all  the  governments  of  America  to  make  compulsorY' 
vaccination  against  smallpox. 

“To  urg('  upon  the  Governments  represented  at  the  Convention 
the  convenience  of  declaring  free  from  all  duties  and  taxes,  quinine, 
fine  wire  mosquito  netting,  mosquito  bars,  and  other  material  to  be 
used  as  a  protection  against  mosquitoes,  and  crude  petroleum. 

“To  recommend  the  several  Governments  to  establish  dispensaries 
at  certain  given  ])oints  for  the  free  distribution  to  the  poor  of  (piinine 
und('r  certain  conditions. 

“To  recommend  an  active  jiropaganda  in  schools,  factories,  bar¬ 
racks,  and  other  public  places  for  the  jnirpose  of  teaching  the  jH'ople 
the  etiology,  ])rophylaxis  and  treatment  of  malaria. 

“To  recommend  the  j)ublication  of  j>amphlets  for  free  distrihution 
containing  briefly  described,  and  in  a  simjile  and  ])ractical  form, 
facts  concerning  malarial  fevers. 

“To  recommend  that  the  maritime  authorities  include  in  their 
public  health  reports  mortality  due  to  malarial  fevers. 

“To  recommend  the  several  Governments  to  ])rohibit  immigration; 
of  persons  suffering  from  trachoma  or  beriberi. 

“To  recommend  the  adoi)tion  of  .series  of  suggestions  for  the  ])re- 
vention  of  tuberculosis  iu  steamships  and  railway  cars. 

“To  recommend  the  nationalization  and  centralization  of  sanitary 
authorities. 

“Other  resolutions,  diiTctly  ctuicerning  the  relations  of  the  Inter¬ 
national  Bureau  of  the  American  Republics  with  the  Sanitary  Con¬ 
vention,  were:  One  by  Doctor  Liceaoa,  to  the  effect  that  besides  the 
calls  for  the  Sanitary  (\)nventions  being  Lssued  by  the  International 
Bureau  of  the  American  Republics,  the  country  where  the  meeting 
is  to  take  place  also  send  invitations.  Surgeon-General  Wy'man, 
United  States,  offered  a  resolution  recpiesting  that  desk  room  should 
b(‘  provided  by  the  International  Bureau  of  the  American  Republics 
for  a  special  clerk  to  attend  to  the  matters  relating  to  the  Sanitary 
( 'onvent  ions. 

“Doctor  Ui,f.o.\,  of  ('osta  IGca,  also  made  a  motion  re(iuesting  all 
delegates  pre.sent  to  send  one  or  two  copies  of  all  their  reports  or  any 
other  work  to  the  (’olumbus  Memorial  liibrarv  of  the  International 
Bureau  of  the  Aimwican  Rei>uhlics. 

“In  (‘stablishiug  the  Sanitary  Information  Bureau  at  Montevideo, 
it  was  (h'cided  that  in  order  to  facilitate  work  Brazil,  the  .Vrgentine 
Jb'puldic,  l*araguay,  ('hile,  and  I’eru  shouhl  communu-ate  directly 
Jtisi  — Uiill.  I  08 - :$ 
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with  Montevuleo,  and  the  rest  of  the  Latin-Aineriean  countries  with 
the  SanitarA'  Bureau  of  Washington. 

Although  Brazil,  Chile,  and  Uruguay  had  already  shown  their 
readine.ss  to  welcome  at  their  respective  capitals  the  Fourth  Interna¬ 
tional  Sanitary  Convention,  when  the  time  for  determining  the  next 
place  of  meeting  came.  Doctor  C’nrz,  of  BrazU,  move<l  that  San  dose 
de  Costa  Rica  be  selected,  this  being  done  by  acclamation.  Decem¬ 
ber,  1900,  was  then  determmed  upon  as  the  most  convenient  date  to 
meet,  and  Dr.  Juan  J.  Ulloa,  of  Costa  Rica,  was  unanimously  elected 
President  of  the  next  Convention. 

‘•At  the  motion  of  Dr.  Fernandez  Espiro,  of  Uruguay,  the  Inter¬ 
national  Sanitar\'  Bureau  officials  were  unanimously  reelectetl  for  the 
next  term. 

‘‘After  short  farewell  sj)eeches  by  all  the  delegates  and  the  President, 
Doctor  Liceaga,  the  ('onvention  adjourned  until  1909. 

‘‘The  reports  and  transactions  of  the  Convention  are  iinder  final 
preparation  by  Dr.  Ju.an  J.  Ulloa,  of  ('osta  Rica,  Secretary  of  the 
Convention,  who  will  soon  transmit  them  to  the  International  Bureau 
of  the  American  Republics  for  publication  and  distribution. 

“Before  closing  this  brief  report  on  the  wt)rk  accomplished  by  the 
Third  International  Sanitary  Convention,  1  desire  to  call  special 
attention  to  the  enormous  progress  made  in  Mexico  in  establishing 
improved  sanitary  conditions  in  their  principal  cities  and  ports.  The 
Fetleral  Government  has  appropriated  the  following  sums  to  be 
applied  to  the  sanitation  of  the  country’s  capital  and  principal  ports:

SIGNIFK'ANT  LETTER  OF  PRESIDENT  ROOSEVELT. 

Prof.  L.  S.  Rowe,  of  the  University  of  Pennsylvania,  who  was  one 
of  the  delegates  from  the  Ignited  States  to  the  Third  International 
American  Conference  meeting  in  Rio  Janeiro  m  July,  190G,  after  the 
termination  of  the  Conference,  made  an  extended  tour  of  South  Amer¬ 
ica  which  lasted  for  a  year  and  a  half. 

Since  returning  from  South  America,  Professor  Rowe  has  conferred 
with  the  President  of  the  Imited  States  on  the  objects  and  results  of 
his  tour,  and  in  particular  concerning  the  plans  which  he  has  formu¬ 
lated  for  the  cultivation  of  clo.ser  intellectual  relations  between  the 
Ihiiteil  States  and  the  sister  Republics  of  the  south.  The  Bueletix 
is  enabled  to  publish  the  following  letter  of  approval  from  President 
IUh)sevelt  to  Professor  Rowe: 

MvDear  Doctor  Rowe;  I  have  been  deeply  interested  in  going 
over  with  you  the  results  of  your  trip  through  South  America  and  the 
various  plans  which  ycni  have  in  mind  for  fostering  closer  intellectual 
relations  between  the  northern  and  the  southern  sections  of  the  Con¬ 
tinent.  I  deem  it  most  important  that  in  addition  to  the  friendly 
relations  existing  between  the  Covernments  of  the  American  Repub¬ 
lics,  close  personal  ties  should  be  formed  between  the  leaders  of  thought 
in  these  Republics.  Such  personal  relations  strongly  tend  to  destroy 
the  foolish  prejudices  ami  mi.sconcepti()ns  that  arise  out  of  lack  of 
knowledge  of  one  another.  In  this  Western  Hemisphere,  each  of  our 
Republics  can  both  learn  and  teach  when  brought  into  touch  with  her 
sister  Republics. 

‘T  know  of  no  agencies  better  adapted  to  the  accomplLshment  of  this 
great  purpose  than  the  universities  of  the  American  Continent.  There 
are  many  economic,  social,  and  industrial  problems — not  to  s{>eak  of 
others  more  purely  scientific — tliat  are  distinctively  American  in  char¬ 
acter  and  continental  in  scope.  Through  the  cooperation  of  the  stu- 
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dents  ami  investigators  of  our  dilVerent  nations  the  aeeuiuulated  ex- 
j)(‘ri(‘nce  of  this  hemisphere  ean  ho  brought  to  hear  on  those  probhuns, 
and  their  sueeessful  solution  therein'  rendered  more  probable.  'I'he 
eommunity  of  thought  ami  aetion  thus  arousetl  vill  also  .serve  a  larger 
patriotic  service  in  binding  together  more  and  more  closely  all  the 
peoples  of  this  AVestern  Hemisphere. 

I  heartily  '.vi.sh  all  success  to  this  movement.

LOSIS 

'File  International  (’ongress  on  Tuberculosis  will  he  licld  in  AA'asli- 
ington  between  September  21  ami  October  12,  I'JOS. 

Active  preparations  for  the  Congress  are  being  made  throughout 
the  Cnited  States  and  in  a  large  number  of  foreign  countries.  At  this 
time  national  committees  have  been  organizetl  for  France,  Germany, 
Sweden,  Austria,  Holland,  Greece,  Bulgaria,  Cuba,  Venezuela,  Brazil, 
and  Costa  Rica.  The  French  committee,  under  the  presidency  of 
Dr.  Loi'is  Laxdoi'ZV,  of  the  meilical  faculty  of  the  University  of 
Paris,  con.sists  of  over  three  humlred  prominent  French  physicians. 

Dr.  A.  Herkeua  Veg.as,  the  chairman  of  the  Venezuelan  com- 
mittcf',  is  })resident  of  the  Vtmezuelan  Antitubercidosis  League,  and 
a  member  of  the  National  Academy  of  Medicine  at  Caracas:  Dr.  P. 
Aco.sta  Ortiz,  the  vice-president,  is  a  director  of  the  liospital  at 
Vargas,  and  Dr.  L.  Razetit,  anotlu'r  member  of  the  committei',  is 
vice-rector  of  the  Pniv(*r.sity  of  Venezuela,  and  permanent  .secretary 
of  the  National  Acadimiv  of  Medicine. 

All  of  the  members  of  Brazilian  committee  are  actively  identified 
with  the  antituberculosis  moveim'ut  in  that  country.  'Fhe  com¬ 
mittee  includes  Dr.  J.  d.  Azevedo  Th.m.v,  of  Rio  Janeiro,  jiresident 
of  the  Brazilian  Antituberculo.sis  League;  Dr.  Oswaldo  ('urz, 
director-general  of  the  Department  of  Public  Health;  Dr.  J.  J. 
Se.abra,  and  Dr.  C'ypih.vxo  de  Fueit.vs,  of  I{io  de  Janeiro. 

The  president  of  the  Cuban  committee  is  Doctor  Guiteras,  for¬ 
merly  profes.sor  of  pathology  in  the  ITiiversity  of  Pennsylvania,  and 
now  at  the  University  of  Havana.  Dr.  J.  Tj.  Jacobsex,  the  vice- 
president,  is  president  of  the  Cuban  Antituberculosis  League.  The 
secretary  is  Dr.  M.  G.  I.ebredo,  of  Habana.  Two  well-known  mem¬ 
bers  of  this  committee  are  Dr.  Aristides  Agramoxte,  the  last  sur- 
A'iving  member  of  the  famous  yellow  fcA'er  commission  of  the  United 
States  Army,  and  Dr.  Carlos  J.  Finlay,  who  was  recently  awarded 
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the  ^fary  MeKiiisIey  medal  hy  the  Taverpool  Association  for  the 
Study  of  Tropical  Diseases.

DOCTOR  OI.S.SOX-SEFFEr’s  REPORT. 

*•  ITiiversal  interest  is  now  manifested  in  regard  to  this  industry. 
'J’he  ra])idly  increasing  demaml  for  rubber,  a  commodity  so  closely 
connected  with  electricity  and  many  other  modern  inventions,  has 
calh'd  forth  the  (piestion.  whether  the  world's  market  can  be  supplied 
from  the  natural  soui'ces  of  wild  rubber  which  have  hitherto  been 
sutlicient.  or  whether  cultivation  has  to  be  resorted  to. 

••  The  consensus  of  opinion  is  that  although  there  has  been  a  .steady 
growth  of  the  output  of  i-aw  rubber,  and  although  the  rate  of  pro¬ 
duction  so  far  has  shown  no  decline,  we  are  laijiidly  approaching  the 
narrowing  limits  of  the  natural  rubber  supi)hx 

Rl  ItUEi!  IX  URAZII.. 

“  It  is  generally  known  that  in  Brazil,  whence  the  largest  amount 
of  rubber  has  been  obtained,  the  rubber  collectors  have  to  go  farther 
and  farther  into  the  interior  every  year  for  their  supply.  With  the 
prevailing  i-eckless  method  of  gathering,  the  rubber  trees  are  gradu¬ 
ally  iR'ing  exterminated.  Naturally  the  cost  of  collecting  is  thus 
increasing,  and  it  is  to  lie  observed  that  the  extraordinary  high  prices 
have  not  greatly  stimulated  the  jirodnction.  'Phis  aiiplies  not  only 
to  the  Amazon  Valley,  but  more  or  le.ss  to  all  countries  jiroducing  wild 
l  ubber.  Very  little  has  been  done  and  very  little  can  be  done  to  stop 
this  destruction  of  the  natural  rubber  forests.  'Phe  natives  can  not 
be  taught  to  consider  the  necessity  of  saving  the  trees  for  a  coming 
year.  'I'heir  sole  object  is  to  obtain  as  large  an  amount  of  rubber  as 
pos.sible  for  the  time  being. 
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*•  111  some  iTibbcr-pimlucin"  countries  steps  have  l>e<m  taken  to- 
\var(l  replanting  the  natural  ruhher  forest,  Most  notable  is  the  de¬ 
cree  passed  h^’-  the  Government  of  the  Kongo  Free  State  on  Januarv 
5,  189h.  in  which  it  is  regulated  that — 

"■  *  In  all  the  forests  of  the  territory  ruhlKU-  tun's  shall  he  planted 
every  year  to  a  number  of  not  less  than  150  for  every  ton  of  ruhln'r 
gathered  during  the  same  period.  The  agents  of  the  State  in  those 
forests  where  the  State  has  not  given  up  the  exploitation  of  ruhher. 
and  the  private  owners  and  concessionaires  of  all  the  forests  where 
the  State  has  given  it  up.  whether  by  decrees  of  October  SO,  1892,  or 
by  the  granting  of  special  concessions,  are  exjx'cted  to  form  and  kce|) 
up  these  plantations,  conforming  to  the  conditions  specified  in  the 
jiresent  decree.’ 

Three  years  later  the  Kongo  Government  issued  a  new  decree  in¬ 
creasing  the  number  of  plants  to  Ix'  replanted  per  ton  of  ruhher  col¬ 
lected.  The  production  on  the  Amazon  and  the  Kongo  has  so  far  not 
given  any  sign  of  decline,  hut  it  is  certain  that  the  natural  supply  has 
not  increased.  We  have,  on  tlie  other  hand,  instances  where  a  rajiid 
decline  in  the  output  is  taking  place. 

*•  In  Colombia  the  export  of  ruhher  has  been  diminishing  for  the 
last  thirty  years,  and  from  Lagos  a  marked  decrea.^e  is  noticeable  for 
the  last  decade. 

AVe  are  thus  confronted  with  the  following  situation:  while  the 
consumption  of  ruhher  is  increasing  at  an  accelerating  rate,  the  natu¬ 
ral  supply,  though  enormous,  is  not  augmenting,  in  spite  of  the  fact 
that  new  rubber-producing  plants  are  discovered  and  new  fields  are 
being  exploited. 

It  seems  safe  to  conclude  that  the  reijuirements  of  modern  life 
will  not  permit  the  demand  for  rublx'i*  to  become  diminished.  The 
j)oint  is  whether  the  supply  will  lie  altogether  unequal  to  this  demand. 
Varying  ojiinions  are  exjire-sed  in  this  regard.  Some  maintain  that 
the  natural  propagation  of  the  rulilx'r  tree  is  sufiicient  to  keep  the 
supjdy  up  to  its  natural  limits.  Thert*  is,  however,  no  evidence  at 
hand  to  show  that  such  a  statement  was  based  on  true  facts  or  on  a 
right  undei'standing  of  the  situation.  Others  hold  that  the  natural 
.sourws  of  wihl  rublx'r  an*  rapidly  Ix'ing  exhausted.  Such  an  ass(*r- 
tion  is  more  logical,  but  even  here  we  lack  sufficient  knowledge  to  be 
able  to  form  a  positively  correct  opinion.  It  may  be  safer  to  say  that 
the  limit  of  production  will  siKin  lx*  x’eached,  if  we  are  not  so  far 
already,  atid  if  the  demand  is  growing  in  the  same  proportion  as 
hitherto,  there  must  come  a  shortage  in  the  supply. 

The  pritvs  have  been  steadily  advancing  for  tbe  last  ten  years  and 
longer.  It  is  possible  that  some  of  the  rise  in  value  is  due  to  the  gen¬ 
eral  prosjK'rity.  which  has  caused  an  increase  in  the  value  of  almost 
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all  raw  material,  lint  it  is  not  likely  that  even  a  financial  or  iiulu^^- 
trial  j)anic  would  very  materially  inllueme  the  rubber  market. 

**  Kver  since  (.'iiaui.ks  Goodveak's  discovery  rendered  rubber  of 
practical  use  to  mankind  the  tropical  forests  have  been  scoured  by 
the  natives  and  white  men  searching  for  rubbi'r-producing  trees.  In 
Central  America  the  indigenous  rubber  tree,  "  Castilla  ehistica,"  Cer¬ 
vantes.  and  related  sjH'cies  have  l>een  the  object  of  diligent  search 
and  subsc‘(pient  destructive  treatment.  The  destruction  of  the  wihl 
trees  is  usually  given  as  the  strongest  argument  in  favor  of  rubber 
culture.  T  doubt  if  this  is  the  ta’oson  d'etre  of  rublKU-  culture. 

“  Very  few  business  men  go  into  business  from  fear.  Nor  is  rub¬ 
ber  [)lanting  a  matter  of  philanthropy.  We  do  not  plant  rubber 
because  we  know  that  the  supply  from  previous  soiii’ces  will  one  day 
lx‘come  exhaitsied  and  humanity  needs  rubber  for  industrial  purposes. 
V'e  plant  rubber  Ijecause  we  have  every  reason  to  believe  that  it  is  a 
j)rofitable  industry.  We  plant  rublK'r  simply  for  the  sake  of  profit 
and  not  for  any  other  reasons.  Is.  then,  rubber  culture,  after  all,  a 
profitable  indusiry  ?  There  are  many  who  say  no,  but  those  Avho  have 
investigated  the  matter  and  most  of  those  Avho  have  invested  in  rub- 
lx‘r  that  has  Ikhui  taken  care  of  ])roperly  know  of  a  certainty  that  it 
is  not  only  profTtable,  but  very  profitable.  It  has  been  claimed  that 
it  is  impossible  to  cultivate  the  rubber  tree.  There  is  no  necessity  to 
refute  such  a  statement.  How  it  has  been  able  to  gain  credence  is 
difficult  to  understand.  It  shows  a  complete  ignorance  in  regard  to 
agricnlture.  In  the  history  of  human  progress  there  is  not  a  single 
instance  where  domestication  of  a  plant  has  not  been  possible.  There 
is.  of  course,  a  great  difference  in  different  plants,  but  by  employing 
pi-oper  methods  we  have  Ix'en  able  to  overcome  the  greatest  diffietdties. 
As  regards  the  rubber  tree,  there  are  hardly  any  plants  that  are  Ix-tter 
adapted  for  cultivation. 

“  The  many  conflicting  statements  as  to  the  commercial  feasibility 
of  rubber  planting  have  been  cleared  up  now  and  again  by  disinter¬ 
ested  parties,  who  have  devoted  much  time  to  the  study  of  this  (pies- 
tion  in  all  its  details.  There  are  still  those  who  are  doubtful,  either 
on  account  of  personal  failure  in  the  undertaking  or  because  they 
have  entertained  preconceived  notions  upon  the  (piestion  and  are 
not  willing  to  admit  that  their  conclusions  are  wrong.  Observations 
e.xtended  over  a  somewhat  wide  field  covering  most  countries  where 
rubber  is  ])lanted  have  given  me  conclusive  evidence  that  rublx'r 
when  jjroperly  cultivated  is  not  only  a  possibility  but  a  decided  com¬ 
mercial  success.  An3'one  who  devotes  intelligent  attention  to  this 
question  can  not  fail  to  find  that  when  he  acquires  more  concrete 
knowledge  about  the  matter  there  are  actual  results  at  hand  which 
are  indisputable  and  which  show  bevond'a  shadow  of  doubt  that  the 
rubber-planting  industry  is  a  profitable  venture. 
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••  The  tho’.isaiuls  of  (ree^-  iiow  planted  and  the  hundreds  of  planta¬ 
tions  prodncinjr  riihber  on  a  coniniereial  scale  demonstrate  that  rul)- 
lK*r  cnlture  is  an  indnstiy  which  has  come  to  stay.  Fears  aiv  ex- 
prc'ssed  that  we  will  have  an  overproduction  of  rubber  if  the  plant¬ 
ing’  industry  increases  at  the  I’ate  it  has  done  for  the  last  few  years. 
This  leads  us  into  the  (jue.stion  of  the  jiresent  and  future  supply  and 
demand  of  rubln'r.  The  annual  output  of  rublx'r  has  been  rapidly  in- 
creasinjr  am]  for  the  last  seven  years  the  ))roduclion  and  consum])tion 
are  represented  by  the  followin»r  fifrures: 
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"  'I'he  visible  supply  on  hand  on  dune  :>().  IBOo.  of  S.SOO  metric  tons, 
was  reduced  to  metric  tons  by  June  .‘>0.  IDOb,  thoutih  the  pro¬ 

duction  of  the  latter  year  was  14.051  t<*iis  jrreater  than  that  of  the 
former  year.  ' 

C’om])arin<r  the  first  and  last  two  years  of  this  table  shows  an 
increase  of  •iS.ti:]  per  cent  in  both  production  and  consumption. 
Last  year's  output  is  valued  at  about  300.000,000  Mexican  dollars 
($150,000,000),  and  of  this  amount  tropical  America  yielded  about 
03  per  cent:  tropical  Africa,  34  |)er  cent:  and  Asia,  3  per  cent,  of 
which  Ceylon  plantation  ruliber  fuinished  150  tons. 

‘Tn  1890.  the  Cnited  States  imported  from  ^lexico  10>.893  bales 
of  rubber,  of  which  about  5.000  re})reseutetl  *  Cactilla.’  Durinjx 
the  first  seven  months  of  the  fiscal  year  1900-7,  the  value  of  rubber 
(includinjr  <riiayule)  expoited  amounted  to  $‘2.701.S73  (United  States 
currency),  whereas  in  1890>  the  total  value  of  rubber  exported  was 
$1,071,000.

•‘Althoufrh  Mexico  as  a  rubber-producinjj  country  does  not  yet 
rank  very  hi«rh,  it  was  the  country  where  rubber  was  orijrinally  found 
l)y  the  Europeans.  The  oldest  data  concerniii"  rubber  come  from 
Mexico.  The  earliest  historical  reference  to  rubber  was  made  in 
1525,  when  an  Italian  writer,  sjieakinfij  of  the  customs  of  the  Mexican 
Indians,  mentions  the  rubber  balls  used  by  them  in  certain  i;ames. 

^  While  rubber  was  thus  first  discovered  in  Mexico,  the  first  rubber 
plantin<r  in  the  world  was  also  made  in  ^lexico.  not  in  Ceylon,  as 
is  often  claimed.  'I'lie  person  who  first  took  up  the  (|uestion  of  jdant- 
ing  rubber  for  comupercii?!  purposes  was  the  Mexican  statesman 
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Sofior  Don  Mati«\s  Ivomkho,  a  close  frieiul  and  relative  of  our  present 
President.  AVhen  he  wrote  his  })aper  on  rubber  culture  in  the  year 
187:2,  thei’e  were  already  several  rubber  plantations  in  existence  in 
this  Kepublic,  From  iiujuiries  in  the  region  where  the  Romero 
l)lantation  was  started  I  have  found  that  rubber  was  planted  as 
early  as  1807  in  Mexico  by  Don  Josk  Mai.m'a  Chacon,  at  Zanjon 
Seco.  in  the  district  of  Soconusco,  in  Chiaiias.  During,  the  next, 
year  plantations  were  started  in  (luatemala,  and  later  on  in  Xica- 
lagiia  and  Honduras.  The.se  i)lantations  were  small,  but  even  as 
regards  size  they  were  much  larger  than  the  first  plantations  begun 
in  Ceylon  or  India. 

“  Less  than  ten  years  ago  American  capital  was  attracted  toward 
rubber  ])lanting  in  Mexico.  As  a  result  of  this  movement,  we  have 
to-day  approximately  h.5,000  acres  on  118  rubber  plantations  entirely 
or  partly  devoted  to  rubber,  representing  an  investment  of  $G0,- 
C()0,()()0  ( Mexican) . 

■■  From  data  at  hand  I  wotdd  consider  the  world\s  area  of  rubber 
plantations  to  be  acres,  distributed  as  follows: 
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RUBBER  IX  CEYI.OV. 

"As  seen  fx’om  the.se  figures,  Mexico  has  still  the  lead  in  regard  to 
area  under  rubber.  The  statements  published  regarding  the  total 
area  of  Ceylon  are  highly  misleading  on  account  of  the  fact  that 
lubber  is  being  interplanted  between  tea  and  cacao.  Thus  on  many 
estates  there  are  not  more  than  To  rubber  trees  to  the  acre,  but  in 
the  estimate  each  acre  is  stated  to  be  under  rubber.  In  the  .statistics 
the  .same  area  thus  often  appeal's  both  under  tea  and  rubber  or  under 
cacao  and  rubber.  One  of  the  latest  statements  was  made  by  Mr. 
WiiKiirr,  until  recently  an  assistant  at  the  Botanic  Oardens  of  Ceylon, 
who  estimates  the  present  area  under  rubber  in  that  island  at 
130,000  acres.  Messrs.  Ferouson,  of  Ceylon,  recently  stated  (in 
August  of  this  year)  that  the  planted  acreage  of  rubber  in  Ceylon 
is  150.000  acres,  of  which  they  claim  that  118.000  consist  of  rubber 
alone,  and  that  5:2,400  acres  of  tea  and  cacao  are  interplanted  with 
rubber.  Data  collected  by  myself  in  Ceylon  in  the  beginning  of 
the  present  year  show  that  taking  *250  trees  to  the  acre  the  area 
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j^laiited  tlocs  not  cxcectl  8.'»,000.  Anotliei’  favorite  method  in  the 
East  of  makinir  up  larjre  acreajre  is  to  cotint  in  the  area  "alienated* 
for  rubber  culture.  That  is  to  say,  if  a  company  has  alienated  from 
the  Government  •2.000  acres  for  a  rubljer  plantati<*n,  but  planted  oidy 
iiO  acres,  they  will  speak  of  their  plantatioi!  as  a  2.0(K)-acre  rubber 
estate.  If  the  sjime  rule  were  followed  in  Mexico,  our  acreaire 
would  be  nearly  400,000  aci’es.  We  have  rubber  estates  owninjr  as 
much  as  20,0(X)  acres,  of  which  it  is  intended  ultimately  t(»  plant  oO 
,])er  cent, 

•*  Oidy  a  few  years  a"o  it  was  stated  in  a  Geylon  Government  pub¬ 
lication  that  the  entire  area  of  land  suitable  for  rubber  in  the  island 
of  C'eylon  did  not  exceed  10,000  acres.  That  this  estimate  was  incor¬ 
rect  is  shown  by  the  actual  area  now  planted.  This  area  increased 
between  the  years  isiKt-lHO.S  at  the  rate  of  oO  acres  per  year,  and  in 
the  last-named  year  there  were  about  7.>0  acres  planted.  It  look 
three  j'ears  more  before  the  acreafie  rose  to  2..‘»00  acres,  but  in  the 
last  few  years  it  has  increased  very  rapidhc  Durinjr  the  last  two 
years  the  iilantinf'  has  suddenly  increased  larfrely  in  the  entire  Indo- 
Malayan  rejrion,  and  it  can  therefore  be  hoped  that  in  a  few  years 
hence  plantation  rubber  from  the  East  will  become  of  importance 
in  the  world's  market. 

••  Only  <piite  recently  I  had  a  letter  from  London  in  which  it  was 
pointed  out  that  the  jirice  of  crude  rubber  was  liable  to  decrease 
very  soon  on  acc*)unt  of  the  larjife  supjdy  due  from  the  ‘  vast  rubber 
plantations  in  the  East.’  As  .seen  from  the  .statistics  <riven  above, 
the  total  area  is  not  yet  so  ‘  vast  ’  as  mi'rht  be  exjiected  from  the 
exaggerated  statements  issued  from  London  head(iuarters.

•"With  a  total  area  under  rubber  at  the  present  time  of  over 
acres,  we  must' naturally  expect  in  six  or  eight  years  hence 
a  large  .supply  of  plantation  rul>ber.  But  admitting  that  the  sup- 
ph'  of  wild  nibber  would  not  decrease  in  that  time,  "while,  on  the 
other  hand,  the  demand  would  keep  on  Increasing,  there  is  not  much 
to  feai'  from  a  decline  in  jirices. 

••  The  ijresent  output  of  |)lantation  rubber  does  not  exceed  1,000  tons. 
If  we  consider  that  the  yield  jkm-  acre  is  300  j)onnds.  the  supply  of 
jdantation  rubber  from  the  ])resent  area  ])lanted  would,  twelve  years 
hence,  lx*  nearly  no, 000  tons  per  annum.  During  the  last  dozen  yeai’s 
the  inci’ease  in  tlie  consumption  of  rubber  lias  lK*en  on  an  average  of 
8  per  cent  per  annum,  and  this  average  is  increasing  rather  than 
diniinisliing.  If  we  carry  f)n  this  increase  for  anotlier  dozen  years, 
we  find  that  tw«4v<‘  years  lienee  tlie  n<‘ed  of  laibher  would  1k'  closi' 
to  1T.'>,000  tons.  We  have  no  reason  to  suppose  that  the  supply  of 
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^vil(l  rnl)bpr  twelve  years  hence  will  he  greater  than  to-day.  On  the 
(oiitrary,  everytliing  tends  to  slnnv  that  the  production  has  reached 
its  limit  and  will  decrease  instead  of  augment  in  the  future.  The 
l)resent  area  planted  would  thus  not  nearly  supply  the  halance  of  the 
consumption,  provided  the  <uitput  of  wild  ruhl»er  twelve  years  hence 
was  still  ().*).(M)()  tons. 

We  need  not  think  that  the  planting  of  rnhl)er  has  cojue  to  a  stand- 
■till.  Much  more  land  will  be  planted  under  this  crop  all  over  the 
Tropii  s,  hut  very  large  plantations  are  needed  to  supply  the  increased 
demand.  It  is  therefore  evidetit  that  we  have  not  much  to  fear  from 
ovcrproiluction  for  many  j'cars  to  come. 

••  It  is  not  many  years  since  ruhl)er  planting  was  looked  upon  hy  the 
ordinary  inve.stor  as  a  very  hazardous  undertaking,  and  those  who 
were  spending  money  on  ruhlHU*  planting  were  consideit*d  visionaries. 
At  the  juvsent  time  many  ruhher  plantations  are  coming  into  Iwaring. 
and  are  for  the  first  time  demonstrating  the  truth  of  the  iileas  of  the 
pifUUHMs.  Plantations  in  Ceylon  have  already  paid  as  much  as  40  to 
.“»()  per  cetit  in  annual  divi<lends.  Some  Me.xican  plantations  have 
lj<‘en  al>le  to  pay  as  much  as  l.j  per  c<mt  on  the  invested  capital  from 
rul)her  obtained  on  the  estate. 

**  The  ever-increasing  areas  under  rubber  indicate  that  this  indnstrj' 
is  able  to  draw  capital,  and  this  is  perhaps  the  best  pnM)f  that  its 
prospects  a!V  go(Ml.  as  capital  is  a  fairly  correct  index  regarding  such 
matters.  The  fact  that  rubber  planting  has  gaiiied  much  notoriety 
through  capital  l>eing  <»btained  for  the  ostensible  purpose  of  exploit¬ 
ing  rublHU-  i)lantations.  but  in  reality  has  been  diverted  to  the  private 
use  of  dishonest  proimders.  is  no  proof  against  the  possibility  of  culti¬ 
vating  rubber  or  against  the  profitableness  of  rubber  culture.  The 
])id)lic  has  become  suspicious  towards  all  rubber-planting  comi)anies 
and  many  legitimate  concerns  have  suffered. 

If  we  investigjite  the  causes  which  have  produced  some  of  the 
m<»st  disastrous  and  sensational  failures  of  rubber  plantations,  we  will 
find  that  in  every  case  such  a  cotnpany  was  not  promoted  as  a  hona 
fifi'  and  legitimate  enterprise  for  the  purj)ose  of  building  up  a  suc¬ 
cessful  i)lantation.  but  that  the  ^\hole  schetne  was  intended  to  benefit 
the  j)romoters.  In  some  rases  the  home  office  expenses  have  exhausted 
the  entire  capital,  and  little  or  nothing  has  been  left  for  the  develop¬ 
ment  of  the  ])lantation.  Some  of  these  j)lantations  have  been  starteil 
on  soil  which  is  in  every  way  unsuitable  for  the  cultivation  of  rublH*r. 
On  others  the  devel(»pment  work  has  Ikhmi  gmitly  overpaid  to  the 
iKUiefit'of  ont'  or  another  interested  person.  Wry  often  the  manage¬ 
ment  has  hu'ked  all  the  exj)erience  of  tropi<  al  agriculture,  and  some  of 
the  ]>lantations  tlo  not  show  a  result  commensurate  with  the  outlay. 
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I’EANTINC;  ANi)  t  I  I.Ti V ATK )X. 

••  The  first  recjnirenieiit  for  rubber  i>lantiii<;  is  ibe  riobt  kind  of  soil 
and  cdinuite,  and  at  the  .sa.me  time  an  honest  and  competent  adminis¬ 
tration.  If  tliese  t'onditi<;ns  are  fulfilled,  rubber  plantinjj;'  promis(-s 
to  become  one  of  the  most  ])r<»filable  tropical  industi’ics. 

*•  The  commercial  exploitation  of  various  rubber-prod ucinjr  plants 
was  naturally  taken  up  first  by  the  nations  which  owned  tro])ii‘aI 
cobtnies  or  tropical  lands.  It  was  in  these  same  countries  that  the 
])rofitablei;ess  and  possibility  of  rubber  culture  were  first  realized. 
Tbei’c  was  naturally  at  fii’st  a  certain  besitation,  but  of  late  yeais  an 
increasinjr  faith  in  laibber  is  evident  from  the  fact  that  moie  and 
more  caj)ital  is  bein*;  diverted  to  this  new  tro])ical  indttstry. 

"There  are  few  plants  that  are  better  adapted  to  cultivation  than 
tlie  i)riticipal  rubber-jtroducin^  trees.  It  has  now  been  fully  demon¬ 
strated  that  rubber  can  be  <irown  itrofitably  on  a  commercial  scale, 
and  that  plantation  rubber  can  be  ])roiluced  cheaper  and  better  than 
the  product  of  the  wild  tree.  Many  tuistakes  are  yet  made,  and  com¬ 
paratively  little  knowledfre  exists  rejiardini;  cultural  methods,  but 
with  the  increased  attention  now  beinir  paid  to  rtibl^ier  ctdtivation 
it  can  be  hoped  that  present  defects  and  shortcomin<;s  will  be  cor¬ 
rected  in  a  not  too  distant  futuiv. 

“  Kubber  planters  in  Mexico  and  ('entral  America  have  been  ex- 
jH*riiuentin<r  reirardiu<r  cidtiiral  methods  for  a  <food  many  years,  and 
it  is  only  of  late  definite  results  have  been  forthcoiniiifr.  In  many 
special  <ntestions  no  idtimate  conclusions  have  yet  been  arrived  at 
and  we  can  tiot  say  that  we  are  absolutely  certain  as  to  the  best 
methods  in  any  partictilar  staire  of  the  ctiltivatum  or  itreparation  of 
('astilla  rubber. 

“  In  reirar<l  to  soil  reqtiirements.  (’astilla  needs  an  open  porous  soil, 
well  drained,  but  with  suflicient  under<rround  wafer  supply.  The 
chemical  consistency  of  the  soil  or  its  relative  richness  is  of  little 
inipoitance.  Sta<rnant  water  or  very  acid  soil  is  detrimental,  and 
thin  soil  with  hard  imitermeable  stibsoil  will  irrow  (’astilla  f<»r  :t  few 
years,  but  when  the  tree  reaches  six  or  seven  years  of  a<re  and  the 
roots  ])enetrafe  deeper  and  reach  water  <rrowth  ceases,  and  the  tree  is 
liable  to  <lie  back. 

"The  (jtiestion  of  shade  in  (’astilla  cultitre  has  been  mttch  debated. 
In  Mexico  there  are  still  three  ditferent  methods  in  vofrite.  The  first 
that  was  used  in  the  early  days  of  rubber  culttire  was  to  plant  in  shade. 
It  is  based  on  an  erroneous  observation  of  natttre.  (’astilla  Avas  found 
in  the  forests,  and  as  it  is  a  comparatively  low  tree,  it  Avas  supposed 
that  it  r<H|uired  shad(“  for  its  successful  irroAAfh.  It  was  also  found 
that  if  the  seeds  Avere  soavu  in  the  open  Avithout  any  shade  the  youn^' 
seedlinjis  often  failed,  or  if  they  survivj'd  the  first  dry  .season  th(*y 
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irrew  very  slowly.  On  the  other  hand  seeds  gerininaled  very  freely 
when  sown  in  the  shade  and  the  seedlings  grew  rapidly,  especiallv  in 
height.  The  observant  planter  soon  discovered,  however,  that  the  first 
year's  growth  was  not  continned.  and  asyeai's  went  by,  he  found  that 
-hade-grown  Casti'llas  developed  into  fishing  rods  without  any  incre¬ 
ment  in  trunk  growth.  Moreover,  the  trees  were  sickly,  often  attacked 
by  root  fungi,  and  generally  very  liable  to  disease.  There  are  still 
some  planters  who  persist  in  keeping  shade,  enjoying  the  sight  of  40 
to  oO  feet  high.  whij)-like  trees.  0  or  7  years  old.  but  which  never 
reach  a  ^  tapable  '  age. 

"The  second  system  as  regards  shading  is  to  plant  in  semishade, 
that  is,  to  leave  a  few  high  trees  when  clearing,  expecting  these  to 
give  the  rubber  trees  a  certain  amount  of  shelter  in  the  dry  season, 
when  the  Castilla  has  shed  its  leaves  and  is  exposed  to  the  scorching 
sun.  This  method  has  been  em])loved  with  a  certain  amount  of  suc¬ 
cess  on  some  plantations,  especially  where  the  soil  is  liable  to  become 
hal'd  and  baked  if  exposed  to  the  sun.  It  seems  the  most  natural, 
as  Castilla  in  its  wild  state  always  occurs  in  the  vicinity  of  other 
trees  from  which  it  receives  shelter  and  shade.  To  establish  such 
conditions  it  is  not,  however,  necessary  to  leave  jungle  trees  as  shade, 
but  by  planting  close  the  benefits  reipiired  will  be  obtained.  This 
can  easily  be  overdone,  and  the  planter  has  to  exeit  considerable 
judgment  in  regard  to  the  distance  at  which  he  should  plant.  In 
localities  where  the  soil  is  very  moist  or  drainage  imjierfect  any 
shade  whatsoevei'  may  prove  dangerous  to  the  health  of  the  rubber, 
and  it  certainly  will  greatly  retard  the  proper  development  (if  the 
staiid. 

••  The  third  method  ihj  to  plant  in  the  open.  If  the  seeds  are  sown 
at  a  suitable  time,  that  is  if  the  soil  is  not  moist  or  if  no  rain  falls 
for  weeks,  complete  failure  in  germinating  may  result.  If  the  dis¬ 
trict  has  a  distinct  dry  season,  the  seedlings  will  sutfer  greatly  during 
that  time,  in  case  they  have  not  had  a  good  growth  b.efore  the  rains 
were  over.  Otherwise  there  are  no  objections  to  planting  in  the  open, 
and  if  this  has  been  done  fairly  close,  so  that  the  young  plants  partly 
shade  each  other,  they  have  under  these  conditions  the  best  opportuni¬ 
ties  of  a  rapid  development. 

"Another  important  (juestion  in  regard  to  rubber  planting  is  that 
of  distance  between  the  trees.  Considerable  ditfei'eiice  of  o|)inion 
exists  in  this  regard  and,  as  is  the  case  with  Ilevea  planters,  distances 
varying  from  0  by  0  to  30  by  30  feet  have  their  advocates  among 
jdanters  of  Castilla. 

I  have  concluded,  from  experiments  conducted  with  a  view 
toward  ascertaining  the  relation  of  distance  between  the  trees  and 
the  weekly,  monthly,  and  annual  increment  of  trunk  growth,  that  as 
soon  as  the  roots  of  the  trees  touch  and  become  intermatted  the 
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frrowtli  of  tlie  tiws  is  inipiiired.  But,  on  llie  other  hand,  we  know 
that  if  the  C'astilla  trees  are  plantetl  very  far  apart  their  "iwvtli  is 
stunted  and,  when  the  trees  lieconie  older,  their  hark  is  exposed  to 
the  heat  of  the  sun  and  to  evaporation  eanst'd  by  dry  winds  passing 
thron<rh  the  ])lantation.  The  result  of  this  is  that  the  hark  eraeks. 
the  latex  vesstds  shrivel,  and  no  latex  can  Iw*  o))tained.  AVe  ean  say 
then  that  the  tiees  are  ‘  sunburned.' 

“The  (juestion  then  arises,  At  what  distance  are  we  to  plant?  I 
decidedly  condemn  too  close  plant  in",  as  it  leads  to  a  disproportion¬ 
ately  wliip-like  "lowth  of  the  truidv.  I  would  also  emphatically 
wain  ajrainst  too  open  plantin".  T  think  tlie  error  of  the  latter  prac¬ 
tice  is  conclusively  proven  by  the  followin"  instance  that  has  come 
un<ler  my  iibservation.  Two  years  a"o  I  visited  a  lar"e  Castilla 
plantation  on  which  the  trees  had  U'en  planted  21  by  24  feet  apart. 
The  trees  were  years  old,  and  investijxation  revealed  the  fact  that  a 
^eat  pei’centa're  of  the  trees,  especially  those  which  had  been  "row- 
in"  on  dry  knolls  or  expost'd  places,  had  a  bark  very  rou"h.  scaly,  and 
full  of  longitudinal  fissures.  The  inner  bark,  in  which  the  latex 
ves.st>ls  are  situated,  tvas  very  dry  and  the  latex  in  the  ducts  had 
coa"idated.  In  many  places  on  the  bark  exudition  of  the  latex  had 
taken  place  and  hi"  drojis  or  tears  of  latex  had  formed  scrap  rubber. 
The  only  way  in  which  this  condition  (»f  the  trees  could  be  remedied 
was  to  allow  the  wmls  to  "row  up  and  undei'brush  to  develop.  This 
vefrtdation  shades  the  trunk,  and  in  due  lime  new  bark  is  formed 
and  the  old  thi-own  otf.  This  pnx-ess  takes  at  least  two  y(*ars  and  is 
successfid  only  in  case  the  cambium  has  not  been  injured. 

••  In  decidiii"  about  the  distance  at  which  to  plant,  we  have  to  take 
into  consideration  the  followin"  two  primary  factors:  The  trees  must 
not  stand  so  close  as  to  im{>ede  the  "l  owth  of  each  other  and  they  must 
not  lie  far  enouffh  apart  to  leave  the  trunks  exposed  to  sun  and  wind. 

“  From  the  alxive  we  olitain  an  indication  pointing  to  the  method  we 
ought  to  follow,  namely,  close  planting  and  subsequent  gradual  thin¬ 
ning.  according  to  the  requirements  of  the  trees.  Besides  fulfilling 
some  of  the  conditions  leading  to  a  successful  development  of  rubber 
stand,  the  metlxKl  of  close  planting  has  other  advantages.  It  i>eriuits 
of  a  thorough  system  of  selection,  which  is  not  jwssible  under  the 
method  of  oixm  jilanting  in  jiermanent  situations.  From  a  financial 
point  of  view  close  planting  is  decidedly  superior  to  any  other  method. 
It  has  In'en  proved  that  by  pi-oper  management  the  inteiTneiliate 
rublx'r  trees  which  are  not  siipjwsed  to  i*emain  pe-rmanently  in  the 
stand,  can  be  made  to  produce  a  sufficient  quantity  of  rublx'r  to  ren¬ 
der  the  sj'stem  very  profitable  before  thi*  permanent  tre(*s  can  be  con¬ 
sidered  productive.  By  close  planting  the  danger  of  failures  in  the 
stand  is  reduced  almost  to  nil,  and  this  is  inqiortant  to  the  planter. 
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as  filling  up  1‘ailuii‘s  in  a  yuuiif;  forest  is  both  expensive  aiul  pre¬ 
carious. 

"  'I'here  is  always  a  temptation  to  leave  too  many  tree^  in  order  to 
provide  for  a  l)ig  siile  croj).  but  this  should  naturally  be  resisted.  A 
heavy  thinninfr  comes  to  the  assistance  of  the  be>t  specimens  of 
frrowth,  and  it  must  on  no  account  be  omitted  or  postponed.  It  is 
extremely  ditiicult  to  lay  down  any  definite  rules  as  to  thinninjr  opera¬ 
tions,  but  it  has  been  conclusively  proved  that  the  general  rides  ap- 
jdied  to  .scientific  forestry  in  re<rard  to  silvicultural  operations  are 
fully  applicable  to  the  cultivated  rublx'r  trees.  Kublier  planting  is 
nothing  elsi*  than  silviculture,  and  we  should  take  our  les.sons  from 
ordinary  common  sense  and  from  the  results  obtained  from  the  ex¬ 
tensive  ex{)erienco  of  the  forest  planter,  naturally  with  due  attention 
paitl  to  the  particular  conditions  obtaining  in  the  Tropics  and  the 
jwculiar  nature  of  the  rnbl^er  tree. 

'■*  The  method  of  pro})agating  C'astilla  first  employed  was  to  s<.)w 
seeds  in  nur.series,  and  when  the  seedlings  were  4  to  G  months  old 
they  were  transplanted.  Very  often,  however,  transplanting  Avas 
not  done  before  a  year  after  sowing.  The  plants  Avere  then  from  o 
to  1:2  feet  high.  The  seedlings  Avere  cut  5  or  0  inches  Ixdow  the  sur¬ 
face  and  toj)ped.  leaving  a  pole  some  3  feet  long.  Tied  into  bundles 
these  poles  Avere  carried  into  the  field.  AVith  a  ix)inted  stake  holes 
Avere  made  in  the  ground  about  1  foot  deej).  and  tlu*  j)ole  placed  in 
the  hole  and  the  soil  j)ressed  close  to  the  stem.  When  this  planting 
Avas  done  carefully  and  if  rain  fell  Avithin  the  next  tAvo  or  three  days, 
not  more  than  3  or  4  per  cent  of  failuix's  occuri‘e<l.  In  j)laces  where 
the  soil  was  somewhat  sandy  the  failures  Avere  more  frequent. 

“  Later  experience  has  proA’ed  that  the  cheajwst  and  surest  method 
is  to  plant  the  seeds  at  stake.  Neaidy  a  year's  groAvth  is  thus  gained, 
and  it  does  aAvay  Avith  expensiAe  replanting,  Avhere  failures  occur 
under  the  transplanting  method.  The  seeds  are  planted  in  small  hills, 
about  7  s(hm1s  in  each  hill,  3  inches  lietAveen  the  seeds.  The  hills  are 
at  a  distance  of  about  7  feet  in  roAvs  T2  feet  apart. 

In  planting  in  this  manner  Ave  alloAv  for  a  high  percentage  of  fail- 
urc*s  in  gm’mination;  aa'c  can  giAe  ants,  lizards,  and  field  rats  their 
due  amount  and  aa'c  still  luu'e  plants  in  abundance.  This  method  has 
noAv  tx>en  jiracticed  seA’eral  years  Avith  succe.ss.  There  are  no  com¬ 
plete  failures  in  any  hill.  exc*ept  Avhere  planting  has  been  done  in 
gi'ound  Avhich  is  too  acid.  In  such  plaices  Ave  may  hai'e  to  replant  in 
small  patches  after  jiroper  draining  has  laeen  prepared  for,  and  for 
this  purpose  we  use  excess  plants  groAA  ing  in  the  neighlxirhood.  Dur¬ 
ing  the  first  fcAv  months  seedlings  backward,  misshaped,  or  OAer- 
croAvded  should  be  thinned  at  the  time  of  each  Aveeding.  Generally 
at  least  50  per  cent  of  all  the  seedlings  should  be  cut  out  during  the. 
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fir->t  six  nioiitlis.  This  thiiiiiiiiir  should  he  continuod  during'  suh'^o- 
year-  until  at  tlu*  (Mid  of  tht'  sixth  yiMir  from  sowinj;  tluuv  arc 
approximately  800  tives  to  the  acre.  'I'he  best  400  trees  are  to  remain 
permanently  and  are  not  touched  before  th(>y  ha\(‘  reached  'JO  or  J8 
inches  in  circumference  at  3  tVc't  from  the  iiround.  The  intermediate 
tr(H*s  are  tapjied  avIkmi  (’>  y(*ars  old,  very  luMivily — that  is.  as  much 
latex  as  possible  is  cxtracied.  A  few  weeks  later  the  U'ees  are 
inspected.  Those  that  have  sutfen'd  from  tappino-  should  be  marked 
and  doomed.  If  they  still  yield  latex  they  are  cut  up  with  num»M'ous 
incisions,  and  a  f(*w  days  afterwards  the  scrap  is  collecti'd  and  the 
trcM's  felted.  'I'ho.se  tree's  that  jiromise  to  recujierate  should  be  left 
untouched  for  four  months,  when  they  are  awain  tapped  in  the  ri'gu- 
lar  way.  .Vfter  a  second  inspection  they  should  be  killed.  Excep¬ 
tional  trees,  which  do  not  crowd  ipxm  the  permanent  trees,  may  be  left 
to  the  followin;*'  oi'  seventh  year,  when  they  are  tajiped  with  an  ulti¬ 
mate'  view  to  their  destruction.  At  the  end  of  the  seventh  year  we 
have  400  trees  to  the  acre. 

"A  most  im[)ortant  item  in  the  formation  of  a  plantation  is  an 
('llicii'iit  drainage.  In  this  work  every  fall  of  the  ground  must  be 
taken  advantage  of.  and  in  many  cases  much  may  be  done  by  straiglit- 
ening  and  ch'aring  existing  water  coursi's. 

‘"The  (|uestion  of  draining  for  rubber  has  been  overlooked  in  the 
whole  of  Mexico,  Mo.st  planters  claim  that  it  is  sulHcient  to  have 
what  is  calk'd  a  good  natural  drainage.  This  is  a  mistake.  The 
Eastern  j)lanter  has  fully  realized  this,  and  even  on  very  sloping  land 
drains  are  made  before  tlu'  rubber  is  jdanted.  I  do  not  remember  hav¬ 
ing  seen  a  single  rubber  ])lantation  in  the  East  where  this  was  not 
doiu'.  The  object  of  draining  is  not  only  to  j)rovide  an  outlet  for  the 
surface  water,  but  to  drain  the  ground  down  to  a  certain  dej)th. 

"  In  commencing  the  work  the  i)ositions  of  the  main  outlets  must 
first  be  determined.  main  drains  are  next  ojx'ued  according  to 

the  fall  of  the  ground,  and  minor  conduits  are  formed  up  and  down 
the  face  of  the  slope.  Tt  is  imimssible  to  lay  down  definite  rules  as 
to  the  exact  method  of  making  drains.  1'he  fatdt  of  overdraining 
mu^-t  l)e  guanh'd  against  as  well  as  its  opposite  extreme.  Much  has 
been  w'ritten  and  said  about  the  diseases  of  rubber  trees.  We  have 
bi'en  forttinate  enough  in  Mexico  not  to  be  bothered  with  any  sc'viotis 
outVn’eak.  but  it  is  necessary  that  we  be  very  careful  and  keep  a 
constant  watch  over  any  disease  that  may  appear.  In  this  respect 
the  Plantcn's"  Association  has  a  grc'at  mission  by  undertaking  system¬ 
atic  and  organized  inquiries.  MV  know  very  well  that  every  culti- 
val('d  ])lant  has  its  enemi('s.  and  it  would  be  wrong  to  assume  that 
the  rublx'i'  tree  would  be  the  sole  exception  to  this  rule.  As  a  matter 
of  fact.  Ave  know  that  the  rubber  is  attacked  by  various  enemies. 
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“  Perpetual  iiuninnity  from  diseases  can  not  be  expected,  and  every 
])ossible  step  to  jirevent  the  occurrence  of  an  epidemic  must  be 
ob'crved.  The  larger  area  i)lanted  with  one  particular  crop,  the 
^ri'ater  the  danger  of  an  outbreak.  A  single-crop  system  is  for  this 
reason  most  unsuitable  and  even  disastrous. 

Where  no  natural  enemies  exist,  the  changed  conditions  caused  by 
large  acreage  being  put  under  a  single  product  call  forth  new  dis¬ 
eases,  S[)ecial  measures  must  be  taken  to  meet  such  an  emergency. 
Where  vast  continuous  ai’eas  have  l)een  j)lanted  with  one  product, 
it  is  imperative  that  protective  belts  either  of  jungle  or  of  other 
|>lants  be  left  to  form  boundaries.  In  the  Federated  Malay  States 
the  Director  of  Agriculture  has  jnwailed  upon  the  (iovernment  to  de¬ 
clare  a  certain  area  of  forest  as  reserve,  and  this  divides  the  entire 
country  into  two  main  districts.  'Fhe  idea  is  that  if  an  epidemic  ap- 
peavs  in  one  district  there  is  every  possibility  of  checking  its  spread¬ 
ing  into  the  other. 

“A  similar  jjolicy  is  advisable  on  individual  estates.  A  belt  or  a" 
strip  of  foi'est  30  to  50  meters  wide  is  not  only  an  effective  means  of 
preventing  diseases  from  spreading,  but  it  is  also  an  excellent  fire- 
Invak. 

In  regard  to  disease  of  the  rubber  tree,  we  must  draAV  lessons  from 
the  si'rions  damage  which  has  been  done  in  other  countries  to  other 
agricultural  industries.  If  we  take  steps  and  keep  any  pest  that  ap- 
j>ears  under  control,  we  need  have  no  fear. 

"As  we  all  know,  fire  is  the  rubber  planter's  worst  enemy.  We' 
have  had  the  sad  experience  in  Mexico  of  large  areas  of  planted  rub¬ 
ber  being  burned  in  the  dry  season.  In  some  cases  this  has  been  an 
inevitable  misfortune,  but  in  other  cases  it  woidd  have  been  easy  ta 
t)revent  the  fire.  One  of  the  most  important  matters  in  this  connec¬ 
tion  is  the  laying  ont  of  the  plantation.  It  is  not  jR-actical  to  plant 
the  entire  area  of  thousands  of  acres  in  one  continuous  block.  This 
is  so  for  many  reasons.  Koads  are  needed  for  communication  into 
the  |)lantations.  It  is.  further,  a  great  advantage  to  have  the  entire 
plantation  laid  off  in  symmetrical  blocks  for  the  purpose  of  control¬ 
ling  the  tapping  and  other  work,  as  well  as  the  number  of  trees. 

“  Sevei’al  rubber  plantations  in  various  j)arts  of  tins  country  were 
laid  ont  eight  and  nine  years  ago  on  the  plan  of  stpiare  blocks  each 
containing  a  certain  munber  of  trees.  Snch  are  surronnded  by  roads 
of  more  or  less  width.  I f  these  roads  are  kept  clear,  as  they  should  be, 
they  constitute  effective  fire  breaks,  and  it  is  possible  by  means  of 
these  to  check  a  fire  and  limit  it  to  a  certain  area,  instead  of  having 
it  swee])  over  the  whole  ]>lantation. 

'■*  Every  now  and  then  we  hear  of  some  writer  who  claims  that  some 
AI  exican  rubber  planters  have  expressed  their  doubt  as  to  the  wisdom 
2-1181— Bull.  1— OS - 4 
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of  planting  Castilla  wlu'ii  Ilevea  shows  such  a  decided  success  in  the 
East.  Ijct  me  here  diaw  attention  to  the  fact  that  even  if  we  could 
succes-sfully  grow  Ilevea  here  in  ^lexico  we  could  not  possibly  make 
it  a  paying  business.  The  reason  is  that  the  nature  of  the  latex-bear¬ 
ing  ducts  in  Ilevea  is  such  that  at  each  tapping  only  a  small  amount 
of  latex  exudes.  For  this  reason  a  system  of  multiple  tapping  is  em¬ 
ployed  for  this  tive.  Castilla,  on  the  other  hand,  gives  much  more 
latex  at  each  tapping,  and  we  know  that  multiple  tapping  as  em¬ 
ployed  on  Ilevea  is  of  no  avail  on  our  trees. 

“  With  the  jirice  of  lain)!'  standing  close  to  $1  a  day,  and  scarce  at 
that  price,  it  wouhl  be  impossible  to  tap  our  ruliber  trees  every  second 
day,  receiving  only  about  one-tenth  of  an  ounce  per  tapping  In 
Java,  the  Federated  Malay  States,  and  Ceylon,  they  pay  about  ‘JO  to 
30  cents  (Mexican)  to  their  laborers,  and  this  fact  alone  explains  the 
profits  of  their  rubber  industry. 

AVe  need  not  by  any  means  feel  discouraged  over  Castilla  plant¬ 
ing.  Do  it  right  and  it  will  jiay  as  much  as  almost  any  other  tropical 
crop.  AVe  do  not  need  to  trouble  ourselves  about  many  other  rubber- 
producing  plants  which  are  cultivated  elsewhere. 

‘•Although  many  points  have  been  advanced  for  the  profitableness 
of  one  or  another  rubber  jilant  in  jireference  to  others,  there  can  be  no 
doubt  that  the  number  of  rubU'r  jilants  which  can  be  grown  with 
commercial  success  is  very  small.  Of  the  many  dilferent  plants  Avhich 
contain  rubber  there  is  one  class  that  is  wholly  unsuitable  for  culti¬ 
vation.  AVe  refer  to  the  climbers  or  lianas.  These  plants  furnish  a 
givat  j)art  of  the  crude  rubber  now  available  on  the  market.  For 
instance,  all  the  nd>ber  or  gutta-percha  collected  in  the  Philipjiines 
comes  from  various  climl)ing  plants.  Similarly,  most  of  the  .Vfrican 
rubber  is  obtained  from  lianas.  In  collecting,  these  Inne  to  be  cut 
doAvn  and  consecpiently  furnish  otdy  one  crop.  AA’hen  we  consider 
that  it  takes  several  years  for  one  of  these  plants  to  grow  up  to  its 
fidl  size,  and  wlien  Ate  further  remember  that  the  climlK'rs  re(juire 
large  trees  for  support,  it  is  evident  tliat  cultivation  of  climbers  for 
commercial  purposes  can  not  be  a  success. 

‘‘  Other  plants  yield  rubln'r  in  such  small  quantities  that  cultiva¬ 
tion  Avould  not  ])ay.  and  others,  again,  do  n<»t  yield  before  they  have 
reached  the  age  of  over  twenty  years,  in  Avhich  case  the  returns  Avould 
not  offer  inducement  enough  for  starling  plantation'!. 

fOMI'ARATlVE  VAl.UES  OF  OIFFEREXT  S1*E<  IKS. 

‘‘  If  we  eliminate  all  the  many  different  rubber  plants  which  for 
one  reason  or  another  are  not  suitable  for  cultivation,  aac  haAc  four 
(U’  perhaiis  five  kinds  to  take  into  consideration.  Ilesides  the  two 
principal  kinds  of  Para  rubber  and  Castilla,  Ave  IniA^e  the  Cearii 
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rul)l>oj'  (Manihot  (iUtziot'U  MueJl.  Arg.),  Avhich  Avas  originally  found 
Avild  in  certain  mountain  districts  in  Brazil.  Avlicre  it  is  occasionally 
gatlicred  l)y  the  natives.  This  tree  Avas  first  considered  very  suitable 
for  cultivation,  and  more  than  tAventy  years  ago  it  Avas  largely  planted 
in  (’eylon  and  also  in  India,  but  at  present  it  is  not  considered  Avorth 
collecting. 

" 'fhe  Assam  rubber  [Firths  cloxtha)  of  East  India  has  been  pro¬ 
ducing  rublx'r  for  a  long  time,  but  it  is  not  likely  to  become  planted 
A-ei-y  Avidely.  as  cA’en  in  its  natiA’e  country  it  does  not  product'  rubber 
profitably  before  it  has  reachetl  a  rather  advanced  age.  Both  in  Java 
and  the  ^lalay  Peninsula  I  found  that  both  priA'ate  planter's  and 
(lovernment  exirerfs  Avere  discoui'aging  the  planting  of  this  tree.  Tt 
is.  hoAveA'ci'.  the  longest  lived  of  all  the  I'ubber  ti'ees  and  Avould  pi'ob- 
ably  go  on  imju'oving  for  a  century.  The  main  ti'ouble  Avith  the 
Ficus  is  in  the  tapping.  Avhich  is  A'ery  difhcult. 

‘'The  so-called  Eagos  rublx'r  (Funfiimia  chixtico),  Avhich  gi’OAVs 
wild  on  the  Avest  coast  of  Africa,  is  Ix'ing  planted  in  its  natiA'e  country, 
and  has  been  tried  experimentally  in  many  botanical  gardens  through¬ 
out  the  Tropics,  but  it  is  not  consideix'd  very  good. 

‘••In  Colombia  and  certain  parts  of  Central  America  there  occurs 
in  the  high  mounfains  a  i'ubl)er  tree  Avhich  pi'oduced  a  Acry  good  kind 
of  rubber.  This  is  the  ^a/tiimi  toJimeuxc  Avhich may  yet  proA’e  to  be 
suitabh'  foi'  oui'  tropical  highlands  up  to  an  eleA’ation  of  7.000  feet. 
To  my  kno\vle<lg('  no  ('xperiments  AA’ith  this  plant  haA'e  yet  been  made 
in  Mexico,  mainly  on  account  of  tlie  difficulty  of  obtaining  ti'ue  seeds. 
Over  a  year  ago  T  I'eceiA’ed  and  planted  seeds  Avhich  Avere  said  to  b(' 
those  of  the  ‘  Sapiurn.'  but  Avhen  the  plant  appeared  I  found  it  to  be 
another  species  Avhich  does  not  ])roduce  nrbber. 

“  The  lldurontid  .sperioxa  of  Brazil,  or  the  Mangalwira  rubln'r.  is  a 
A'ery  sloAv-groAving  tree,  rather  difficult  to  cultiA'ate.  and  I  do  not  think 
it  Avould  be  a  success  In  Mexico. 

‘•As  Ave  have  to  leaA'e  out  the  IIcA’ca  on  account  of  the  cost  of  col¬ 
lecting  the  rubber.  Ave  find  ourseh'es  confined  to  the  rubber  tree  of 
Mexico.  groAving  at  our  A'ery  doors  in  the  Tropics.  Taken  as  an 
ordinary  cultivated  tree,  the  Castilla  is  as  easy  a  plant  to  cultiA'ate 
as  any.  But  Ave  must  not  for  a  moment  belieA'o.  as  many  company 
jAi'omoters  like  to  state,  that  all  Ave  haAe  to  do  is  to  plant  the  seeds 
in  the  ground  and  Avait  for  the  crops  to  ap]>ear.  As  in  regard  to  other 
plants.  Castilla  reacts  to  good  treatment.  We  haA'e  so  far  learned 
a  good  d(>al  about  the  methods  of  cultiA'ation,  and  our  knoAA'ledge  of 
I'ubher  culture  to-day  is  quite  different  from  that  of  five  years  ago. 

•*  In  this  and  in  many  other  regards  the  Bubber  Planters'  Associ¬ 
ation  bas  a  great  mis.sion  and  aa'c  hope  that  a  fcAv  years  hence,  Avhen 
the  result  of  the  Avork  of  the  a.s.sociation  has  l>egun  to  l)e  evident,  the 
Mexican  rubber  industry  shall  be  not  a  thing  to  be  laughed  at,  but 
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one  of  tlie  leadiii"  affricultural  industries  of  tliis  country  and  one 
which  will  have  the  lead  in  competition  with  other  countries.” 

CULTIVATED  RUBBER  TREES. 

An  article  in  the  ‘‘  Peruvian  Agriculturist."  a  weekly  publication 
of  Lima,  Mates  that  cultivated  rul)l)er  trees  yield  oO  per  cent  more, 
ruhl)er  than  wild  rubber  trees,  which  is  equivalent  to  saying  that  half 
the  number  of  laborers  working  on  a  plantation  of  cultivated  rubber 
trees  will  produce  double  the  quantity  of  rubber  that  would  l)e  )>ro- 
duced  if  the  same  number  of  workmen  oj)erated  on  a  plantation  of 
wiki  rubber  trees,  to  say  nothing  of  the  greater  ease  and  comfort  with 
which  the  work  is  done. 

('ultivating  rubber  trees  without  clearing  the  ijlantatiou  is  even 
more  ])rolit:ible  than  is  their  cultivation  on  a  cleared  plantation.  l>y 
the  former  method  owners  of  wild  rubber  foi’o.sts  have  only  to  plant 
tlu“  unoccupied  spaces  with  rubber  trees  to  obtain  a  large  area  of 
land  covered  with  this  plant  growing  closely  togeiher,  and,  although 
it  is  true  that  some  sjK'cies,  such  as  the  lievea.  re(}uire  from  five  to 
ten  years  to  become  i)r()ductive,  nevertheless,  during  this  period,  the 
wild  rublKM-  trees  can  be  ex])loited.  and  it  should  be  borne  in  mind 
that  the  capital  retjuired  in  rubber-tree  cultivation  of  this  kind  is 
very  small  compared  with  the  subsi-quent  benefits  to  be  derived  there¬ 
from. 

I'he  cultivation  of  some  other  species  of  rubber  tree  is  even  more 
productive  than  that  of  the  Ilevea,  such,  for  instance,  as  the  Mani¬ 
toba.  inasmuch  as  trees  of  this  species  can  be  tapjied  after  the  second 
year,  their  cultivation  is  simpler,  and  their  development  more  rapid 
than  that  of  the  lle\ea.  Tapping  after  the  second  or  third  year  iiro- 
duces  about  l.tO  grams  of  rubber  jier  tree  annually,  and  instead  of 
injuring  the  tree  the  tapjiing  tames  or  educates  it,  so  that  each  time 
it  is  tapped  it  will  produce  a  larger  yield  of  rubber  until  the  maxi¬ 
mum  of  .500  grams  'annually  is  obtained.  .Sup])osing  each  tree  to 
produce'  1.50  grams  of  rubber  annually,  and  taking  into  consideration 
the  fact  that  rubber  trees  can  be  planted  •!  meters  apart.  1  hectare 
would  contain  2.500  trees,  and  would  produce  yearly  3T.5  kilograms 
of  rubber,  or  2.5  Poi  tuguese  arrobas  of  15  kilograms  each.  The  a  ver¬ 
age  price  of  an  arroba  is  05  sols,  or  ].()25  sols  per  liectare.  which 
quantity  would  increase  each  year,  as  constant  tapjiing  increases  the 
production  of  rubber  in  the  species  referred  to.  Good  results  have 
also  been  obtained  by  fertilizing  clayey  soil. 

CONDITIONS  GOVERNING  THE  GUAYULE  INDUSTRY. 

A  valuable  report,  transmitted  to  the  Department  of  State  of  the 
United  States  by  Consul-General  Gottsc  hm.k  at  ^lexico  City,  con¬ 
tains  information  as  to  the  actual  conditions  prevailing  as  regards 
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tlio  guayulo  nil-'ber  industry  and  the  precarious  future  of  the  plant 
unless  some  sure  method  of  propagating  it  be  discovered.  Special 
emphasis  is  laid  by  Mr.  Gottsitialk  upon  the  fact  of  the  short-lived 
ecomunic  value  of  guayide  as  at  present  exploited. 

A  resume  of  the  report  follows: 

One  of  the  products  which  within  the  past  two  years  has  attracted 
world-wide  attention  has  been  the  guayule  {Partheniinii  argentum), 
formerly  considered  as  a  mere  weed,  whose  very  presence  destroyed 
the  value  of  the  lands,  but  which  was  suddenly  discovered  to  be  of 
commercial  importance  as  a  producer  or  rubber.  The  guayule  lands 
of  northern  Mexico  found  ready  exploitation  and  prices  advanced 
enormously,  while  factories  for  inducing  the  shrub  to  a  commercial 
j)roduct  were  extensively  installed,  mainly  in  Torreon,  Saltillo,  and 
(^oahuila.  Large  lots  of  the  shrub  were  contracted  for,  in  some  cases 
as  large  a  sum  as  $50  gold  jH'r  ton  being  paid  for  it,  the  reported 
yield  in  rubber  being  $1  gold  iier  pound.  As  a  result  of  this  enthu¬ 
siasm.  investigation  was  made  of  the  i)roperties  of  the  plant,  with  the 
lesult  that  it  was  ascertained  that  no  one  seemed  to  have  a  very  deli- 
nile  idea  as  to  its  continued  projiagation.  One  owner  of  a  large  tract 
of  guayule  land  informed  Mr.  Gottschalk  that  he  found  out  too 
late  that  if  care  were  taken  to  let  the  shrub  run  to  seed  before  cutting 
iind  then  shake  the  plant  carefully  after  it  had  been  cut  so  that  the 
seeds  might  fall  to  the  ground  the  soil  would  continue  bearing.  As, 
however,  the  best  yield  of  rubber  was  to  be  obtained  from  cutting  a 
comparatively  young  plant,  and,  further,  as  the  seeds  might  lie  dor¬ 
mant  and  unproductive  for  two  or  three  years,  it  may  be  readily  seen 
that  the  ordinary  rubber  exjdoiter  woidd  be  unwilling  to  adopt  the 
necessary  precaut ions. 

The  guayule  shrub,  which  is  being  milled  in  the  factories  of  the 
country,  grows  over  but  a  limited  area  of  ^Mexico.  Xo  care  is  taken 
in  its  gathering  and  no  reseeding  or  otherwise  propagating  the  plant 
is  provided  for.  (.V  recent  contract  made  with  the  Government  in  this 
this  connection,  however,  include  certain  stipidations  as  to  this 
matter.)  The  high  })rices  otfered  by  the  factories  have  led  to  a  reck¬ 
less  harvesting  of  the  immature  shrubs,  with  tlie  result  that  in  many 
eases  hu’ge  lots  of  guayule  are  received  which  do  not  yield  the  de¬ 
sired  rubber. 

In  the  effort  to  discover  some  means  of  adequately  propagating  the 
I)lant,  I’rof.  F.  E.  Li,ovi),  late  of  the  Botanical  Laboratory,  ('arnegie 
Institute,  Tuscon,  Arizona,  United  States,  has  been  'experimenting 
scientifically  on  one  of  the  Chihuahua  plantations,  but  as  yet  no 
results  have  been  announced. 

The  present  consumption  of  guayide  at  the  center  of  the  industry 
is  about  1,000  tons  of  the  shrub  per  month,  so  that  Mr.  Gottschalk 
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i-eports  that  he  is  told  by  the  manufacturers  that  they  see  an  end  of 
their  enterprises  within  from  thret*  to  five  years,  unless  some  repro¬ 
ductive  methods  ai-e  applied  to  the  plant. 

CAOUTCHOUC  FROM  THE  GUAYULE  PLANT. 

Doctor  Endlk  n*s  article,  illustrated  with  four  photographs  of  the 
guayule  j)lant  in  its  natural  state,  in  the  duly,  li)07,  ”  T ropenpfau- 
ser,"  may  he  cited  as  one  of  the  most  interesting  papers  that  have 
In'en  published  on  the  subject.  The  plant  thrives  particularly 
well  on  the  sides  of  deep  slopes,  at  the  foot  of  hills  and  mountains, 
and  on  the  table-lands  at  an  altitude  of  from  1>00  to  :1,0()0  meters.  The 
size  of  the  plant  varies  according  to  age,  conditions  of  the  soil,  and 
location,  the  average  height  being  about  CO  centimeters.  The  tallest 
.specimen  found  in  the  I'amirez  Mountain,  State  of  Coahuila,  meas¬ 
ured  I.JIC  meters. 

(iuaj'ule  grows  veiy  slowly,  and  the  ])lants  now  being  gathered 
are  supposed  to  be  from  10  to  dO  years  old.  Accoiding  to  !Mr.  ^Iarx, 
the  plant  gi'ows  the  first  yeai*  to  a  height  of  only  I.")  centimeters,  the 
stem  being  very  weak.  Xotwithstanding  this  fact,  it  bears  flowers 
and  piodiices  seed  from  this  period  on.  but  can  not  be  ad\ antageously 
exploited  until  the  eighth  year.  Xo  caoutchouc  is  found  in  the  i)lant 
up  to  the  thiril  year,  and  the  i)roduction  is  scant  up  to  the  eightli 
year.  Mr.  P.  Oi.sson-Skit  i;r,  the  distinguished  director  of  the  bo¬ 
tanic  station  and  of  the  Zacualpa  laboratory,  Mexico,  observes  that 
the  height  of  d  or  f  year  old  plants  is  ."jO  centimeters,  while  that  of 
(>-year-old  ])hints  is  T.')  centimeters,  and  the  weight,  on  an  average 
is  4  pounds.  It  is  no  exaggei'at ion.  therc'fore.  to  estimate  the  age  of 
the  guayule  j)lant  suitable  for  ])rotitable  exploitation  at  between  S 
and  10  years. 

X^atural  florescence  occurs  from  Septeml'cr  to  October;  neverthe¬ 
less.  rain  and  allitudv  may  considerably  modify  this  period.  It 
•should  be  noted  that,  notwithstanding  its  shnv  growth,  the  guayule 
plant  flowers  and  fructifies  within  a  year  after  the  seed  has  been 
.sown.  The  seed,  which  is  very  abundant,  do  not  tdwuys  completely 
ripen.  esjx‘cially  in  the  colder  regions. 

Conservative  experts  estimate  the  area  covered  l>y  the  guayule 
jdant  in  Mexico  at  T.I.OOO  hectares,  situated  in  the  northern  part  of 
the  States  of  Zacatecas  and  San  Luis  Potosi.  the  eastern  part  of 
Durango,  and  particularly  the  southern  ])art  of  Coahuila.  The  j)lant 
is  also  fouml,  in  more  or  less  abundance,  in  the  States  of  Xuevo  Leon 
•  and  Chihuahua,  in  INIexico.  and  in  Xew  Mexico,  Arizona,  and  Texas, 
in  the  United  States. 

Mr.  Otto  Koeiii.ek,  president  of  the  Xational  Ivublxr  Company, 
believes  that  the  guayule  plant  found  in  the  United  States  is  not  as 
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rich  ill  rubber-producing  fpialities  as  tiial  of  Mexico,  but  thinks  it 
could  be  profitably  exploited  where  there  is  an  abundance  of  water 
and  cheap  freight  rates.  A  company  has  been  recently  organized 
in  New  York  for  the  exploitation  of  the  guayide  plant  in  western 
Texas,  and  a  factory  will  be  erected  at  Del  Itio,  Texas,  for  the 
elalxuation  of  the  product. 

The  true  guayule  of  commerce  is  the  Partheniiiin  urgentatiiia. 
This  must  not  be  confounded  with  a  kindred  si)ecies  known  as 
“  Mariola  "  {Parthenium  htcumnii).  which  grows  in  the  same  regions 
as  the  true  guayule,  and  whose  value  as  a  rubber-prodticing  plant  is 
almost  worthless.  The  distinguishing  characteristics  of  the  two 
plants  are  as  follows: 

Purthi  lUHui  ((r(jentutit.m. — Silver  gray ;  tomatose  leaves  and  shoots ; 
short  stem;  short  branches  with  smooth  bark;  lanceolate  leaves  from 
'±  to  5  centimeters  l(»ng  by  5  to  15  millimeters  in  width,  serrated  or 
entire  with  sharp  one-third  lobes;  petiole  slender  and  long. 

Pcnthtii'niiii,  incanum. — Leaves  aiid  buds  tomatose  of  a  whitish  or 
brownish  color;  shrub  30  to  00  centimeters  high,  much  ramified  from 
the  base;  long  branches,  rugose  bark  with  longitudinal  cracks;  small, 
oblong  or  oval  leaves,  'l~t  millimeters  long  by  '1  millimeters  wide, 
deeply  pinnate-lolx'd ;  petiole  very  short. 

Mr.  Endlich  estimates  the  i)resent  guayule  reserve  at  375,000  tons, 
based  on  an  axerage  output  of  from  .>(M)  to  S(K)  kilograms  per  hectare, 
including  in  his  estimate  the  least  productive  regions,  while  the 

India  Rubber  World  "  believes  the  total  natural  product  to  b** 
alM)ut  300,000  tons,  of  which  20,000  to  30,000  tons  have  alieady  been 
exploited.  The  average  yield  of  the  grown  jilant  is  fixed  at  from  8 
to  11  per  cent  of  rubber.  Some  experts,  however,  consider  that  wdth 
improvements  in  the  pro(*ess  of  extraction  the  yield  may  become  as 
high  as  IS  per  cent. 

Up  to  1905  (Terman  merchants  bought  the  guayule  crop  at  the 
points  of  prfMluction  and  shipped  at  profitable  prices  some  thou¬ 
sands  of  tons  of  the  product  to  Gei'inany.  On  November  1  of  the 
j’ear  referred  to.  this  traffic  was  suddenly  checked  by  the  Mexican 
Government's  ])lacing  a  prohibitive  export  duty  of  $15  a  ton  on  the 
raw  protluct.  Thin  measure  stimulated  the  development  of  the  local 
industry,  and  many  factories  were  constructed  by  private  parties  and 
concessions  obtained  from  the  Government  to  exploit  guayule  lands 
for  periods  <»f  fr'om  fifteen  to  twenty  year's. 

Rich  companies  were  formed  for  the  exploitation  of  this  industry, 
and  there  are  in  northern  ^Mexico  at  the  present  time  ten  lar'gt'  com¬ 
panies.  with  fifteen  factories  in  operation  and  several  in  construction, 
in  which  a  number  of  prominent  American  capitalists  are  concerned. 
One  of  these  corporations — the  Continental  Rubber  Company — is 
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said  to  have  invested  liO.OOO.OOO  iianes  in  the  purchase  of  lands,  pat¬ 
ents,  and  the  construction  of  factories,  etc.  The  princijial  factory  at 
Torreon  has  a  motive  force  of  l.SOO  horsepower  and  works  large 
enougli  to  treat  100  tons  of  the  raw  pi’odnct  daily.  Some  of  the 
guavnle  has  to  be  transported  on  the  backs  of  mules  for  over  100 
miles  before  reaching  the  factory. 

(ierman  interests  in  the  guayule  indiistiw  are  also  reiiresented  on  a 
large  scale,  and  it  is  said  that  the  Dresdner  Bank  and  the  firm  of 
Krnpp  have  invested  large  sums  of  money  in  this  industry. 

'I'he  process  of  extraction  varies  as  to  detail,  and  is  covered  by 
some  14il  j)atents  taken  out  during  the  last  few  years  by  inventors. 
In  the  chemical  process,  which  is  generally  more  expensivi*  tlian  the 
mechanical,  but  which  jiroduces  a  better  product,  the  akalies  have 
iieen  replaced  by  ■'iilphides  of  carbon. 

The  cost  of  a  ton  of  caoutchouc  ])repared  with  caustic  soda  is  about 
$1:20  >ilver.  Mr.  M\r.x  c(>nsiders  ilie  process  of  the  maceration  of 
the  raw  material  and  the  extraction  of  the  caoutchiouc  by  tlie  action 
of  vapor  in  an  alkaline  solution  to  be  the  best. 

It  seems  that  tin*  mechanical  processes  now  employed  do  not  sat¬ 
isfy  all  of  the  conditions  to  be  desirc'd.  They  are  cheaper,  but  pro- 
duee  an  inferior  grade  of  caoutchouc,  which  brings  in  the  (Jerinan 
market  tb.K)  marks,  as  eomparetl  with  o.-'iO  marks  for  the  product 
j)roduc<‘d  by  the  cheiidcal  process. 

'J'he  companies  are  endeavoring  to  elindnate  the  '27  per  cent  of 
fibrous  substance  and  the  greater  j)art  of  the  I’esin  contaiiied  in  the 
guayule  tre.tod  by  the  mechanical  proce<-.  Trials  have  been  made 
in  the  use  of  the  l>ag;as:se  as  a  fuel  in  the  production  of  motive  i)ower. 
but  it  has  been  j>roven  that  the  iis**  of  this  material  <|uiekly  injures 
the  boiler-.  'I'he  resin  will  probaI)ly  lx*  sej)arated  from  tin*  fiber  and 
us<‘d  as  a  bv-j)rotlu(  t.  and  the  wood  residue  utili/ed  in  the  manufac¬ 
ture  of  pa))er.  'i'he  bagasse  from  guayule  treated  with  caustic  soda 
contains  a  certain  percentage  of  caoutchouc  that  it  ha-  been  impos- 
sil)le  to  scjjarate. 

l.h'y  guayule  stalks.  whi(‘h  weit*  formerly  worth  ^b")  silver  iier  ton, 
delixered  at  the  factory,  now  bring  from  ‘JOO  to  "Jot)  francs.  The 
price  of  gu.ayule  caoutclutuc.  which  was  lixed  at  Is.  Od.  for  the  first 
shi})nunls  of  lHOo.  gradually  rose  to  ‘2s.,  2s.  bd..  and  2,s.  in  August, 
100b.  At  that  time  the  price  fcdl  in  New  '\'ork  to  2“)  cents  a  pound, 
ai.d  b  marks  i>er  kilogram  in  Hamburg  on  account  of  si)eculations 
of  the  (’ontinental  Rubber  Comj)any.  Since  tlnm  guayule  caoutchouc 
has  rapidly  increased  in  value,  and  the  Ix'st  grade  recently  brought 
05  cciits  a  pound  in  New  York,  and  uj)  to  .a.?.")  marks  per  kilogram 
in  IIand)urg.  In  May  last  0  tons  of  guayule  caoutchouc,  was  sold  in 
Antwerp  at  5  francs  per  kilogram.  'The  prices  vary  from  4  to  0.25 
francs  according  to  grade'. 
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From  an  industrial  staiulijoint  ^uaynlo  is  a  plant  producin<>:  caout- 
chonc  of  a  spcvial  kind,  llio  raw  product  beiii"  soft,  more  or  less 
sticky,  due  to  the  presence  of  a  certain  quantity  (sometimes  a  consid¬ 
erable  quantity)  of  resin,  is  diflicult  to  preserve  and  slow  to  vulcanize. 
It  is  necessary  to  thoroughly  understand  the  manipulation  of  »iuavule 
caoutchouc  to  ])urify  and  use  it  immediately  after  the  drying  process 
is  comj)leted.  The  present  frrades.  freed  from  two-thirds  of  the  resin¬ 
ous  contents,  make  a  product  very  similar  to  Panama  caoutchouc,  for 
which  it  may  he  mistaken. 

(luayulc  is  a  useful  product  permanently  established  in  the  market, 
the  value  of  which  will  increase  in  accordance  with  the  improvements 
in  th«‘  processes  of  extraction.  The  <ruayule  plant,  however,  is  not 
as  plentiful  as  was  originally  siipiiosed.  and  while  the  factories  may 
liav('  a  suflicient  (juantity  of  it  to  supply  their  demands  for  the  next 
few  years,  it  can  only  he  permanently  supplied  to  them  through  culti¬ 
vation,  and  the  j)rohlem  of  cultivatin*r  this  plant  has  been  hut  little 
studied  u])  to  the  ju-esent  time. 

Mr.  ( Ilssox-Sei  feh,  as  well  as  the  " 'J'ro{)ical  Life/'  believe  that 
^iiayule  cultivation  can  not  he  successfully  carriiMl  on  on  dry.  unirri- 
jrated  lajids.  An  expi'riment  made  by  Mr.  Hoffmann  in  transplant- 
in<>-  the  ^uayule  plant  into  irrif;ated  furrows  shows  that  80  p»'r  cent 
of  the  ])lants  lived  and  developed,  as  compared  with  ‘25  ])er  cent  Avhe?i 
tran.splanted  on  dry.  unirrijrated  land. 

In  the  prol)lem  of  cultivation  the  two  principal  factors  to  he  con- 
>iderc(l  are  soil  and  climate.  Mr.  K.ndt.u  ii  thinks  the  j)roper  soil  for 
the  cultivation  of  the  euayule  jtlant  should  contain  from  *20  to  per 
cent  of  calcareous  matter  and  a  sufficient  ((uantity  of  humus  to  lessen 
(  viiporation  and  induce  the  rapid  jrrowth  and  developmcJit  of  this 
useful  rul)her-producin«r  shrub.

The  following;  ('xtracts  from  an  article  by  Ivor  IvniF.KiNCiTox  are 
ri'produccd  as  of  value  in  the  ])rcsent  status  of  the  cocoa  jnarket: 

“  The  most  important  ])rocess  in  the  cocoa  industry  is  the  fermenta¬ 
tion  and  curing  of  the  bean,  since  ujion  this  treatment  largely  depends 
the  (piality  and  ])rlce  of  tlie  ]>roduct.  In  countries  where  cocoa  is 
cultivated,  dilferent  methods  are  enqdoyed  in  the  treatment  of  the 
]tod.  M'hen  the  ri])e  cocoa  is  gathered  the  bean  is  ])laced  in  suitable 
])iles  near  the  factory  so  that  it  can  he  ludled.  'Phe  pericar])  or  cap¬ 
sule  containing  the  bean  is  then  ctit  with  a  knife  and  the  seeds, 
together  with  the  pul])  by  which  they  are  surrounded,  are  placed  in 
baskets.  M  hen  more  than  one  variety  of  cocoa  is  cultivated  on  a 
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plantation,  the  beans  of  the  difi’erent  varieties  should  he  kept  separate 
to  be  fermented  and  eured. 

“The  objeet  of  the  fermentation  is  to  remove  the  saecharine  pul]> 
that  surrounds  the  seed,  to  improve  the  color  of  the  cocoa,  to  better 
the  general  condition  of  the  seed  for  the  purpose  of  crushing  it,  to 
harden  the  shell  of  the  grain,  to  improve  the  flavor  t)f  the  bean,  and 
lastly,  to  avoid  rust.  It  should  be  added  that  the  fermentation  of  the 
seed  is  not  absolutely  essential,  ('ocoa  of  a  dark  purple  color,  and, 
which  has  a  bitter  flavor  not  fermented,  is  the  kind  most  in  demand  in 
some  markets.  Nevertheless,  some  of  the  best  cocoa  known  to  the 
trade  has  been  more  or  less  fermented.  In  (Vylon  cocoa  is  thoroughly 
fermented. 

“In  a  word,  fermentation  is  a  process  for  the  seasoning  of  the  cocoa 
in  its  own  juice.  In  Nicaragua  the  fermentation  is  carried  on  for  two 
or  three  days,  while  in  (luatemala  and  Salvador  about  half  of  tliis 
time  is  used.  In  Surinam  si.v  or  seven  days  are  employed  in  this 
process,  and  owing  to  this  fact  a  superior  (piality  of  cocoa  is  obtained 
which  has  become  famous.  In  Venezuela  the  fermentation  takes 
place  in  bags  ex])osed  to  the  sun  during  the  day  and  allowed  to  sweat 
during  the  night,  while  in  Mexico  h(*les  are  dug  in  the  ground,  the 
cocoa  is  placed  therein,  covered  with  banana  leaves,  and  allowed  to 
ferment.  There  are  many  cultivators  of  this  product  in  Trinidad 
Island  who  do  not  ferment  their  cocoa,  but  they  have  now  commenced 
to  adopt  this  treatment. 

“The  process  of  fermentation  may  be  carried  on  in  the  open  air, 
in  a  house  or  she<l,  or  in  special  boxes  or  tanks.  This  method,  how¬ 
ever,  nia}'  be  dispensed  with  and  the  fermentation  eflected  by  plac¬ 
ing  the  beans  in  piles.  In  order  to  ferment  uninformly  each  pile  the 
seeds  should  be  turned  over  daily  and  then  re-covered  for  the  pur¬ 
pose  of  repealing  the  operation.  The  heat  of  the  mass  tiuis  formed 
increast's  gradually  and  should  not  be  allowed  to  become  excessive, 
as  it  may  impair  the  quality  of  the  product.  The  average  tem¬ 
perature  for  the  purpo.se  of  fermentation  may  be  considered  to  be 
from  35°  C.  to  40°  ('. 

“After  fermentation  the  cocoa  should  be  washed  to  remove  the 
seed  from  the  pulp.  The  operation  of  washing  is  carried  on  with 
greater  efliciency  in  places  where  running  water  can  be  utilized. 
Water  tanks  may  also  be  usecl  and,  in  some  instances,  machinery' 
may  be  employed  to  remove  the  seed  and  obtain  an  entirely  clean 
grain.  The  American  markets  do  not  require  the  washed  cocoa, 
but  in  Germany  and  England  the  clean  grain  is  preferred.  In  Nicar¬ 
agua  the  cocoa  is  not  washed,  but  in  Salvador  and  Guatemala  this 
pnx'ess  is  coming  into  vogue.  It  is  said  that  the  delicate  flavor  of 
the  cocoa  produced  in  Central  America  is  due  to  the  washing  process 
employed  in  that  countiy'.

“The  seed  should  be  extracted  after  the  fermentation  whether  the 
bean  is  washed  or  not.  Tlie  operation  of  drkdng  is  realh'  the  curing 
of  the  cocoa  and  shoidd  be  effected  with  the  greatest  care  by  means 
of  the  heat  of  the  sun  or  artificial  heat  in  houses  especially  con¬ 
structed  for  that  purpose  having  warm  rooms  or  chambers.  The 
curing  causes  the  seed  to  accpiire  a  brown  or  chocolate  color,  vary  ing 
according  to  the  species  of  cocoa  and  the  conditions  i>f  tlie  locality. 
In  all  cases  the  drvdng  should  be  slow  and  last  at  least  three  or  four 
days,  according  to  the  intensity  of  the  fermentation  to  which  the 
seeds  arc  subjected.  The  curing  is  veiy  important  in  preparing 
cocoa  for  the  market  and  should  always  bo  elfected  with  gTeat  care 
and  skill.  The  cured  seeds  are  classified  according  to  size,  quality, 
appearance,  and  the  color  of  the  grain.  The  light-colored  grain  has 
a  better  flavor,  but  in  some  markets  there  is  a  great  demand  for  the 
dark-colored  grain. 

“In  some  countries  sjx'cial  methods  are  employed  for  the  purpose 
of  giving  luster  and  color  to  the  grain.  In  Venezuela  red  earth  is 
used,  in  western  India  difl’erent  substances,  such  as  starch,  annatto 
seed,  red  ocher,  and  red  earth  or  claj".  When  the  grain  acquires 
sullicient  luster  it  is  placed  in  bags  and  sent  to  the  market.”

FOREIGN  COMMERCE,  NINE  MONTHS  OF  1907. 

The  Stati-stical  Office  of  the  Argentine  Government  has  issued  its 
regular  bulletin  .*‘1^2  Cmiercio  Exterior  Argentmo''  covering  Ihe  for¬ 
eign  trade  of  the  Republic  during  the  first  nine  months— January  to 
September — of  the  year  1907.  Import  values  for  the  period  are 
placed  at  $202,835,218  gold,  showing  an  advance  of  $5,519,704  as 
compared  with  the  .same  nine  montlis  of  1900;  exports  figux’e  for 
$2-10,878,011,  showing  a  gain  of  $10,247,350  over  the  corresponding 
period  of  the  preceding  year.  Dutiable  imports  are  quoted  at 
$128,184,517,  and  free  at  $74,050,701,  and  gold  and  silver  figure  for 
$23,440,940.  On  the  export  list,  dutiable  items  were  valued  at  $808, 
while  free  exports  aggregated  $240,877,743,  and  gold  and  silver  ship¬ 
ments  were  worth  $281,750. 

from  the  above  figures  it  is  noted  that  the  balance  of  trade  in  favor 
of  the  Republic  amounted  for  the  nine  months  in  reference  to 
$38,043,393,  while  imports  of  gold  and  silver  exceeded  exports  by 
$23,159,193. 

In  the  distribution  of  imports  by  countries  of  origin,  the  United 
Kingdom  heads  the  list  with  $71,904,236,  followed  by  Germany, 
$32,131,549;  the  United  States,  .$20,470,423;  France,  $18,447,927;

Imports  for  the  nine  months  of  1907  establish  a  record  for  the  ten 
years’  {xerioxl  1898-1907,  while  exjiorts  were  exceeded  during  that 
time  only  in  1905,  when  they  figured  for  $247,110,133. 
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The  ollicial  estimuto  of  the  year's  import  trade  is  placed  at 
$208,055,917  as  compared  with  $269,970,521  in  1906,  wliile  exports 
are  estimated  at  a  valuation  of  $318,622,501  ajjainst  $292,253,829  in 
the  preceding  year.

FREE  ENTRY  FOR  MINING  AND  METALLURGICAL  MACHINERY. 

An  Argentina'  law  dated  September  30,  1907,  exempts  from  cu.s- 
toms  duty  during  a  period  of  ten  years,  machinery,  tools,  and  mate¬ 
rials  necessary  for  the  installation  and  working  of  mining  and  metal¬ 
lurgical  establishments  which  may  be  erected  or  which  actually  exist 
in  the  Republic.  The  law  also  covers  machinery,  tools,  and  mate¬ 
rials  for  well  boring. 

In  order  to  obtain  the  exemption  in  question,  the  interested  per¬ 
sons  must  apply  in  writing  to  the  custom-house  through  which  it  is 
desired  to  effect  the  importation.  The  charges  involved  in  the  veri¬ 
fication  of  the  materials  will  be  for  the  account  of  the  applicant.

For  the  purpose  of  avoiding  the  congestion  of  trallic  in  the  Port 
of  Ikienos  Aires,  during  the  cereal  .shi])ping  season,  the  Minister  of 
Agriculture  of  the  Argentine  Repid)lic  has  sid)mitted  to  the  National 
Congress  a  bill  providing  for  the  construction  of  temporary  granaries 
with  a  total  capacity  for  lt)t),(j(»0  tons.  When  the  unloading  of 
cereals  can  not  be  made  din'ctly  from  the  cars  to  the  shij)s  within 
the  twenty-four  hours  allowed  by  law  the  respective  cargoes  shall 
be  dej)osite<l  in  the  granaries.  'I'he  loadiiig  of  ships  from  the  gran¬ 
aries  will  be  juade  by  means  of  elevators. 

With  a  capacity  of  10(),()0()  tons  and  supi)osLng  that  the  maximum 
time  allowed  for  stiu’age  is  from  iifteen  to  twenty  days  it  will  be 
practicable  to  deposit  in  said  granaries  tluriiig  the  first  seven  months 
of  active  shipping  about  1 ,000,009  tons  of  cereal.

Statistics  of  the'  forc'i^n  conimc'rc-o  of  Brazil  for  tlu'  nine  months 
of  January  to  Soptembc'r  of  1007  show  total  inii)orts  valued  at 
Ids, 5.79 :0S3.S  (.■^147,000,000)  as  compared  with  337,984 :0S.4S 

(.81 14,. 500, 000)  in  the'  same  months  of  1906,  and  exports  figured  for 
()()9,2St);55GS  (.'i>210,.500,000)  as  against  498,091:572.?  (.8168,500,000) 
in  the  corresponding  jieriod  of  the  ])rcceding  A’car.  An  increase  in 
imports  is  tlius  reported  of  over  ?32,000,000  and  in  exports  of 
.?42, 000,000  for  the  1007  pi'riod,  and  the  trade  halancc  in  favor  of 
the  Kepuhlic  advanced  from  S53,000,000  in  the  first  nine  months 
of  1906  to  863, 000, 000  in  the  same  months  of  1907. 

The  hulk  of  this  trade  balance  is  to  be  credited  to  the  tirst  seven 
montlisof  the  year  1907,  as  during  August  and  September  a  shrinkage 
in  the  values  of  the  two  staples  of  export — coffee  and  rubber — caused 
a  decline  in  the  export  lists  as  c'ompareil  with  the  same  months  of 
1906.  On  the  other  hand  imports  during  the  two  months  in  refer¬ 
ence  continued  to  advance,  owing  to  the  ilemand  for  machinery  and 
materials  reejuired  for  the  numerous  and  important  public  works 
under  construction  in  the  Ixcpublic.

MISCELLANEOUS  NOTES. 

According  to  information  receiveil,  work  is  progressing  rapitlly  on 
the  highway  connecting  tlie  .'.eats  of  the  three  administrative  divisions 
into  which  the  Acre  Territory  has  been  divided  -  Alto  Jurua,  Alto 
Purus,  and  Alto  Acre.  The  road  should  be  completed  by  the  end  of 
the  current  year.  It  is  being  solidly  built  with  the  view  of  running  a 
line  of  automobiles  between  the  three  points  mentioned.  It  is  cal¬ 
culated  that  tlie  trip  between  Alto  Jurua  and  Alto  Purus  can  be  made 
by  automobile  in  fifteen  days,  and  from  Alto  Purus  to  Alto  Acre  in 
two  days.  When  completeil  this  road  will  undoubtedly  give  a  great 
impulse  to  the  development  of  this  rich  territory. 

By  a  decree  of  December  7,  1907,  the  Government  has  created  a 
custom-house  at  Sao  Franciscf*,  in  the  State  of  Santa  Catharina. 

The  International  Kadiotelegraphic  Convention  was  approved  by 
the  Brazilian  Congress  on  Xovember  8,  1907. 


CHILE. 
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By  a  ilecree  of  October  3,  1907,  the  railway  from  Passo  Fuinlo,  tlie 
terminal  of  the  Santa  Maria  Railway,  to  the  Urugyiay  River  has  been 
mcorporatecl  with  the  railways  to  be  built  and  managed  by  the  “Com- 
pagtiie  AuxiUaire  de  Chemins  de  Fer  au  Brcsil.'' 

The  Brazilian  Government  approved  on  Xovember  G,  1907,  the  tv  o 
protocols  signed  at  Caracas  on  December  9,  1905,  providing  for  the  de¬ 
marcation  of  the  boundary  between  Brazil  and  Venezuela  as  deter¬ 
mined  by  the  treaty  of  May  5,  1859. 

A  decree  date<l  Xovember  6,  1907,  approves  the  protocol  signed 
on  December  12,  1906,  between  Brazil  and  the  Repulilic  of  Uruguay.

RECEPTION  OF  THE  MINISTER  OF  CHILE  IN  THE  UNITED  STATES. 

Senor  Don  Anibal  (’ruz.  Envoy  Extraordinary  and  Minister  Pleni¬ 
potentiary  of  Chile  near  the  Government  of  the  United  States,  was 
received  in  his  capacity  as  such  by  Prcsi<lent  Roosevelt  on  Xovemln'r 
IG,  1907.  On  presenting  his  creilentials  Seilor  Cri'z  spoke  as  follows: 

“Most  Excellent  Mr.  President:  I  have  the  honor  to  place  in 
Your  Excellency’s  hands  two  autograph  letters  of  Ilis  Excellency 
the  President  of  the  Republic  of  Chile.  One  terminates  the  mission 
filled  by  the  lionorable  Seilor  Walker-Martinez,  the  other  accredits 
me  in  the  character  of  Envoy  Extraordinary  and  Minister  Plenipo¬ 
tentiary  near  Your  Excellency’s  Government. 

“The  mission  with  which  1  am  intrusted  by  my  Goveniraeut  has 
for  its  main  purpose  the  strengthening  of  the  relations  which  happily 
exist  between  the  United  States  and  the  Republic  of  Chile.  For  the 
accomplishment  of  this  purpose,  which  constitutes  the  most  earnest 
desire  of  the  Chilean  people  and  Government,  I  cherish  the  liope  that 
Your  Excellency  will  bestow  upon  mo  the  benevolent  reception  you 
havi'  vouchsafed  to  my  predecessors. 

“In  tlie  name  of  my  Government  and  in  my  own,  I  form  most 
sincere  wishes  for  the  personal  happiness  of  Your  Excellency  and 
your  collaborators  and  for  the  prosperity  and  greatness  of  the  ITiited 
States  of  America.” 

The  reply  of  President  Roosevelt  was  as  follows: 

“Mr.  Minister:  I  am  pleased  to  welcome  you  us  the  newly 
accredited  Envoy  Extraordinary  and  Minister  Plenipotentiary  of  the 
Republic  of  Chile  near  this  Government,  and  to  receive  from  your 
hands  the  letter  of  crtxlence  which  you  present  in  tliat  capacity.  I 
also  accept  the  letter  whereby  3'our  esteemed  predecessor’s  with¬ 
drawal  is  announced. 

“The  expression  of  your  purpose  to  aid  in  strengthening  the 
friendly  relations  now  existing  between  the  United  States  of  America 
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and  the  Republic  of  Chile  gives  nie  especial  pleasure,  and  I  assure 
you  ifr.  Minister  that  I  shall  he  glad  to  extend  to  you  by  every 
means  at  my  command  my  active  assistance  in  maintaining  and 
pcrfi'cting  those  fiiendly  relations. 

'“  I  thank  you  for  your  kind  words  for  myself  and  I  L>eg  you  to  con¬ 
vey  to  1 1  is  Excellency  President  Montt  an  expression  of  my  earnest 
wishes  for  the  happiness  and  })rospei-ity  of  him.self  and  the  Chilean 
people.  I  shall  take  early  oecasion  to  make  to  llis  Excellency 
President  Montt  direct  acknowledgment  of  your  ]>rodece.ssor’s 
letter  of  recall. 

“I  trust  tliat  your  sojurn  here  may  be  as  agreeable  to  yourself  as 
I  feel  c<tnfident  it  will  prove  satisfactory  to  both  Governments.” 

TRANS ANDINE  RAILV.^AY  REPORT  FOR  1906. 

The  re))ort  of  the  Chilean  Transandine  Railway  Company  (Lim- 
iteili  for  1906,  submitted  to  the  directors  on  November  21,  lit07, 
states  that  the  first  section  of  the  line  from  Los  Andes  to  Juncal,  a 
distance  of  51  kilometers  (nearly  52  miles)  was  accepted  and  taken 
over  from  the  contractors  by  the  Government  on  June  50,  1906, 
and  an  issiu*  of  £27S,100  5  ])er  cent  debentures  was  made  to  provide 
in  part  for  payment  for  this  section. 

It  is  anticipated  that  the  .second  .section,  from  .Tuncal  to  Portillo, 
will  be  completed  by  FebruaiA ,  1908,  following  which  the  contract¬ 
ors  will  concentrate  their  efforts  on  the  final  section. 

For  the  accommodation  of  the  traveling  public  two  stations,  one  at 
Juncal  and  the  other  at  Los  Andes,  ai»e  under  construction  by  the 
Transandine  Construction  Company  (Limited)  and  the  joint  con¬ 
necting  lines  of  the  Argentine  Republic. 

RAILWAY  NOTES. 

The  “Diario  Ofickil”  of  September  14,  1907,  contains  a  notice  to 
the  effect  that  ajiplication  has  been  made  by  the  Director  of  the 
“  Soemlad  Francesa  de  Chanaral”  for  permission  to  construct  a  railway 
from  the  company’s  foundry’  at  Chanaral  to  the  mines  of  Cerro  Negro. 
The  extent  of  the  line  will  be  55  kilometers  (a  little  over  34  inih's) 
and  will  jiroA'ide  for  the  transport  of  from  50  to  100  tons  of  goods 
daily. 

Decrees  issued  on  September  16  authorize  the  following  enter¬ 
prises:  Don  Domixco  Otaeoi  i,  or  the  company  which  he  may  rep- 
present,  to  construct  and  exjJoit  an  electric  railway  from  the  fiscal 
depots  of  the  port  of  Valparaiso,  through  La  Laguna,  to  La  Placilla 
or  Penuelas;  also  to  construct  and  exploit  in  T.,a  Laguna  Bay  a 
wharf  for  the  lading  and  uidading  of  goods,  a  dockyard,  and  a  dry 
dock. 
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The  “Dlario  Ofickil”  for  September  27,  contains  a  notification  to 
the  effect  that  the  President  of  the  Kepublic  is  authorized  to  hold  a 
pid)lic  competition  for  tlie  construction,  at  a  cost  not  exceeding 
SISO.OOO,  of  a  railway  to  unite  the  towns  of  Ancud  and  Castro  in 
the  province  of  Chiloe. 

"Wharfage  and  warehouse  construction  at  Caleta  de  Luquen  is  also 
authorized  in  the  same  “Diario." 

SALT  DEPOSITS  OF  THE  REPUBLIC. 

The  salt  deposits  *)f  ('Idle  are  said  to  be  the  greate.st  in  the  world. 
The  Salar  (Jrande  mine  in  tlie  province  of  Tarapaca,  about  60  miles 
south  and  east  of  Iijuicpie,  covers  an  area  of  80,000  acres  to  the  depth 
of  2o  feet.  This  body  of  salt  is  nearly  pure  and  contains  more  than 
14,000,000,000  tons,  or  enough  to  supply  the  world’s  demands  for 
many  decades.  There  are  several  other  deposits  in  the  interior  that 
cover  two  or  three  times  the  area  of  the  above. 

BOUNTY  FOR  THE  EXPORTATION  OF  FLAX. 

The  President  of  the  ('hilean  Kepublic,  under  date  of  October  25, 
1907,  subnutted  to  the  National  C'ongress  a  bill  for  the  protection  of 
the  fiax  industry  of  the  country,  providing  as  follows: 

“Sole  sectiox.  The  President  of  the  Republic  is  hereby  author¬ 
ized  to  pay  a  bounty  per  metric  (puntal  (220.46  pounds)  of  flax 
produced  and  manufactured  in  the  country  and  exported  through 
the  custom-houses  of  Talcahuano,  Valdivia,  Puerto  Montt,  and 
Ancud. 

“This  bounty  shall  be  paid  for  a  period  of  twelve  years  in  the 
following  manner:  During  the  first  six  years,  10  pesos  of  18  pence  per 
metric  (piintal  of  swingled  flax,  and  16  pesos  of  IS  pence  per  metric 
(juintal  of  dre.sscd  flax,  and  during  the  six  remaining  years,  6  pesos 
of  IS  pence  per  metric  (luintal  of  swingled  flax  and  8  pesos  per  metric 
(piintal  of  dres.sed  flax. 

“The  total  amount  of  tlu^  bounties  thus  paid  shall  not  exceed 
100,000  pesos  in  the  first  four  years,  150,000  pesos  in  the  following 
four  years,  and  200,000  pesos  in  the  remaining  j'ears. 

“l\'rsons  desiring  to  enjoy  the  benefits  of  this  law  shall  comply 
with  the  conditions  ])rescribcd  by  the  President  of  the  Kepublic.” 

TREASURY  LOAN  FLOATED. 

On  September  16,  1007,  the  ('hilean  Government,  repre.sented  by 
its  Minister  Plenipotentiary  in  London,  entered  into  a  contract  with 
Messrs.  N.  M.  Rothschild  &  Sons  for  the  floating  of  the  loan  of 
£1,100,000,  which  will  bo  issued  in  treasury  bonds  payable  at  the 
banking  house  of  said  firm  in  London,  on  March  24,  1909.

CUSTOMS  REVENUES,  FIRST  EIGHT  AND  NINE  MONTHS  OF  1907. 

The  custom-houses  of  the  C'hileau  Kejiublic  collected  during  the 
first  eight  months  of  the  year  1907  a  total  revenue  of  70,117,1.5.3.7.5 
pesos  (S23,.372,.TS4.,5S),  as  against  01,839,000.80  pesos  (.820,013,2.32.29) 
collected  in  the  same  ]ieri(Ml  of  1900,  an  increase  of  8,277,4.50.80  pesos 
($2,7.59,152.29).  The  sum  collected  in  August,  1907,  was  9,082,- 
241.81  pesos  ($3,024,080.27),  compared  with  0,782,100.82  pesos 
($2,200,722.27)  in  the  same  month  of  1900. 

The  revenue  collected  during  the  first  nine  months  of  1907  amounted 
to  78,371,977.90  pesos  (.$20,123,992.05),  as  compared  with  08,903,- 
529.72  pesos  ($22,987,843.24)  of  the  same  months  of  1900,  an  increase 
of  9,408,448.24  pcso.f  ($3,130,149.41).  In  the  month  of  September, 
1907,  the  revenue  collected  was  8,254,824.21  pesos  ($2,418,274.73),  as 
against  the  sum  of  7,123.832.83  pesos  ($2,341,277.01)  in  the  same 
month  of  190<). 

('OLOMBIA. 

STATUS 'OF  THE  RUBBER  INDUSTRY. 

United  States  Consul  Isaac  .V.  Man.mxc.,  of  ('artagena,  C'olombia, 
makes  the  following  statements  in  regard  to  the  1‘ubber  industry  in 
the  Kepublic: 

There  is  hut  little  increase  in  the  output  of  rublier  in  Colombia, 
though  the  establishment  of  plantations  is  extending,  lieliable  par¬ 
ties  state  that  along  the  river  Rando  there  are  400,000  rubber  trees, 
and  200,000  trees  along  the  Arquia.  In  the  Sinii  ^'alley  there  are  said 
to  be  at  least  1,000,000  trees  in  jdantations  and  of  these  only  a  very 
small  number  are  yet  being  tapjx'd.  When  all  these  ridiber  plantations 
reach  the  age  when  the  trees  can  be  tapped,  the  output  of  Colombia 
will  not  be  so  ilepeiident  on  the  wild  trees  and  the  Indian  rubber 
hunter.  The  Government  is  also  taking  precautions  to  jirotect  the 
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^vil(l  rubber  in  the  forests  ami  thus  prevent  the  total  destruction  of 
the  wild  trees,  which  are  now  frequently  cut  down  and  “sapped”  to 
the  last  drop  or  tapped  and  allowed  to  bleed  so  long  that  the  tree 
dies  for  lack  of  sap. 

Many  new  experiments  are  being  tried,  and  among  them  is  that 
of  ])lanting  small  trees,  cutting  them  down  annually  and  pressing 
tlie  rubber  from  them,  allowing  the  stunq)  to  remain  and  resprout. 
Thus  a  great  many  trees  may  l)e  planted  on  a  small  tract  of  ground, 
making  cultivation  easy,  but  the  results  are  yet  to  be  determined. 
There  is  a  (juestion  whether  the  rublier  is  of  c(iual  (luality  with  that 
of  the  mature  tree,  or  whether  the  yield  will  be  suHicient  to  make  it  a 
profitable  business.  The  outcoine  of  this  experiment  is  being  watched 
with  interest  by  other  rubber  planters. 

The  (juestion  of  yield  per  tree  of  the  planted  rubber  is  yet  an  open 
one.  ITider  a  general  (luestioning,  rubber  ])lant('rs  will  promi.se  a 
pound  of  rnbl)er  to  the  tree,  but  a  jdanter  who  has  charge  of  a  large 
plantation  on  the  Sinu  River,  and  who  has  just  taj)peil  14,1. wo  trees, 
approximately  S  years  old,  and  including  some  old  trees  of  the  nat¬ 
ural  forest,  reports  a  yield  of  1,121  ]K)unds  of  clear,  dry,  ]>re.sst'd  nil)- 
ber.  From  this  result  the  yield  of  a  rubber  tree  after  it  has  reached 
its  eighth  year,  where  tapping  is  carefully  made  with  a  view  to  pre¬ 
serving  the  life  of  the  tree,  is  estimated  at  4  ounces  of  pure,  clear 
rubber.  This  rubber  was  treated  by  straining  to  take  out  all  foreign 
substance,  then  coagulated  in  water,  and  pres.sed  carefully,  .so  that  as 
mucii  of  the  water  as  ])ossible  was  taken  out.  It  was  then  dried  for 
a  week,  with  the  foregoing  result. 

Other  planters  who  seem  to  estimate  re.Mdts  on  what  the  w  ild  rub- 
b('r  has  been  known  to  yield,  insist  that  the  yield  from  a  fully  grown 
or  an  .'^-year-old  rubber  tree  shouhl  be,  if  properly  developed  and 
cared  for,  at  least  a  full  pound  of  dry,  jnire  rub!)er.  In  Colombia, 
at  least,  this  is  all  matter  for  further  study  and  exj)erimentation. 

The  exports  of  rubber  from  the  port  of  Cartagena  during  the  past 
five  years  liaA'o  at  least  added  to  the  income  of  the  country,  having 
been  006,170  kilograms  from  January  1,  lOOJ,  to  October  1,  1907, 
slightly  more  than  one-half  going  to  the  ITiited  States.  The  total 
shipments  for  1900  were  159,.oS0  kilograms,  and  in  the  first  nine 
months  of  1907,  1.3(),OSO  kilograms. 

THE  COTTON  INDUSTRY  AT  CARTAGENA. 

United  States  Cor.sid  Lsaac  A.  M.VNXixti,  of  Cartagena,  reports 
that  under  the  protective  duty  of  34  cents  American  gold  per  kilo¬ 
gram  (23  pounds)  on  cotton  goods  of  the  character  manufactured 
by  the  Fabrica  de  Tejidos  de  Cartogena,  that  factory  seems  to  be 
prospering. 
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TIr'  pliint  (>cc*uj)R‘s  ;i  ground  spii.co  of  .')S,12<)  square  feet,  tlie  factory 
bein^  one  story,  and  ^ives  einployinent  generally  to  KiO  employees,  all 
natives  of  this  country,  including  tin*  superintendent  and  chief 
engineer.  The  factory  consumes  only  ('olomhian  cotton,  and  its 
present  outinit  is  1  ,()d()  ])ieces  (40  yards  each)  per  month  of  cotton 
drill.  The  macliinej-y  is  all  of  English  make,  with  the  exception  of 
one  American  cotton  gin.  There  are  0,110  spindles,  and  104  looms, 
and  the  factory  consumes  about  80,000  kilograms  of  ginned  cotton 
per  annum. 

The  cotton  is  ]iroduced  jirincijially  in  the  Department  of  Bolivar, 
the  factory  paying  2\  tt)  4  cents  per  })ound,  delivered,  for  the  un¬ 
ginned  cotton,  which  makes  the  cost  about  12  cents  American  gold 
per  i)ound  for  the  ginned  cotton.  The  cotton  seed  is  exported  jirinci- 
pally  to  England,  while  the  cloth  is  sold  entirely  in  ('olombia.  The 
drill  sells  for  an  average  of  0  cents  per  yard,  which  means  a  total  out¬ 
put  of  840,001)  to  .S4o,t)00  per  annum. 

The  labonu’s  are  piincij)ally  women  and  girls,  although  some  men 
and  boys  are  also  employed.  The  average  wage  is  40  to  50  cents  jier 
day.  The  factory  has  a  total  daily  caiiacity  of  2,000  yards,  although 
it  never  runs  to  its  full  capacity,  closing  down  at  night.  The  fac¬ 
tory  is  prepared  to  turn  out  shirtings,  muslins  (unbleached),  and 
other  cotton  goods  of  this  character,  but  it  finds  the  drill  the  most 
profitable. 

Xotwithstanding  th.e  output  of  the  local  factory  and  of  two  others 
in  the  interior  of  the  country  the  importation  of  cotton  cloths  of  all 
kinds  through  this  port  during  the  half  year  ended  June  30,  1907, 
reaiched  the  amount  of  493,825  kilograms  in  weight,  of  whi(di  203,952 
came  from  England,  and  185,425  from  the  United  States,  the  rest 
from  Italy  (25,383),  (lermany  (9,001),  Spain  (0,033),  and  France 
(3,371). 

REGULATIONS  FOR  THE  NAVIGATION  OF  COLOMBIAN  RIVERS. 

The  new  regulations  governing  the  navigation  of  the  Magdalena 
and  other  Colombian  rivers  as  recently  promulgated  provide  for  the 
payment,  among  other  charges  on  navigation,  of  82  gold  per  ton  on 
foreign  goods  and  81  on  native  goods.  Provisions  are  exempted  from 
payment  of  the  duty  in  question. 

FREE  ENTRY  FOR  CORN  AND  RICE. 

Tn  accordance  with  a  decree  of  the  President  of  the  Colombian 
Republic  dated  December  5,  1907,  the  free  importation  of  maize  and 
rice  at  Atlantic  jiorts  is  extended  until  May  1,  1908.  This  measure 
is  taken  as  a  result  of  the  shortage  of  the  <*rops  in  reference  through¬ 
out  the  Republic,  owing  to  the  ravages  of  the  locusts.  A  subse<[uent 
decree  declares  the  jirovisions  effective  from  February  1.  1908. 
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THE  FISHING  INDUSTRY  AND  ITS  POSSIBILITIES. 

lic^arding  various  marine  supplies  of  tlie  Colombian  eoast,  United 
States  C\)nsul  Manning  writes  from  ('arta<iena,  tliat  the  opportunities 
for  deep-sea  fishinj;  on  this  part  of  the  Colom])ian  coast  seem  well 
worthy  of  consideration,  especially  if  it  he  true  that  the  stipj)ly  of 
deep-sea  fish  hardly  equals  the  demand  in  the  United  States.  Ureen 
turtles  are  found  here  in  large  numbers  and  are  constantly  on  sale 
in  the  local  market.  They  are  said  to  he  of  excellent  quality,  but  no 
ed'ort  is  made  to  export  tliem.  The  fash  market  of  Cartagena  is 
famous,  and  displays  as  delectable  fishes  as  are  taken  from  the  sea 
at  any  ])laco  in  the  world.  It  is  claimed  that  on  the  fishing  hanks 
liere  are  fotitul  great  quantities  of  Spanish  mackerel,  jewfish,  red 
.snapper,  tarpon,  and  many  other  valuable  market  fishes.  There  was 
at  one  time  a  fish  cannery  here,  which  achieved  but  little  succe.ss, 
probably  through  poor  management,  etc.  AVith  the  establishment 
of  a  cold  storage  plant  at  Cartagena,  now  under  concession,  fash 
could  be  easily  shipped  to  the  markets  of  tlic  Ibiited  States  by  im¬ 
mediate  transfer  from  the  cold  storage  here  to  cold  storage  aboard 
ship. 

Tlie  bay  of  Cartagena  is  rich  in  sponge  beds  and  the  local  fishers 
for  sponges  find  some  fine  in  quality  and  large  in  size.  These  are 
taken  and  handled  in  a  crude  way  by  the  ‘  bumboat”  men  only, 
and  sold  alongside  ve.ssels  in  the  harbor,  no  effort  being  made  to 
export  them  in  a  busines.slike  manner.  The  same  may  be  said  of 
the  great  (juantities  of  mother-of-pearl  found  here,  and  some  practical 
effort  to  develop  this  industry  might  bo  successful.  Lob^tel•s  aboumi 
and  are  said  to  be  of  excellent  qualit}'.  A  small  oyster  is  taken  in 
the  bay,  but  it  has  little  value  as  a  food  product  and  no  merchantable 
value. 

'Phe  hawkbill  turtle,  “sea  tortoise,”  or,  as  locally  known,  “carey,” 
is  found  in  abundance,  and  local  venders  are  to  be  seen  alongside 
every  ship  arriving  offering  articles  for  sale  made  from  this  shell. 
Combs,  hair  ornaments,  etc.,  are  made  in  fancy  and  fantastic  shapes, 
and  the  coloring  and  marking  of  the  shell  in  some  cases  is  beautiful. 
Little  of  this  is  exported,  although  it  seems  that  a  practical  effort  to 
develop  this  trade  or  industry  would  be  profitable.

Art.  0.  Natural  or  manufactured  products  of  either  of  the  two 
Ivepublics  going  out  through  the  ports  of  the  other  shall  not,  on 
exportation,  jiay  other  or  higher  duties  of  any  de.scription  or  denomi¬ 
nation,  be  they  national,  luunicijnil,  or  local,  than  those  which  are  or 
may  be  levied  on  exiiortation  of  like  natural  or  manufactured  prod¬ 
ucts  of  the  Itepublic  through  whose  ports  they  are  exporte<l. 

Art.  10.  Xo  natural  or  manufactured  product  of  either  of  the  two 
Iicpiiblics  shall  be  prohibited  to  be  imported  into  or  exjiorted  from 
any  ports  of  the  other,  l)ut  this  liberty  of  importation  does  not  include 
Stic  h  ai’ticles  as  aie  or  maj'^  be  subject  to  monopoly,  or  the  production 
or  sale  of  which  is  or  may  be  reserved  by  law  in  favor  of  the  (iovern- 
ment  of  either  Republic,  said  articles  being  also  prohibited  if  origi¬ 
nating  from  other  countries. 

Art,  11.  I’roducts  and  manufactures  (»f  both  Kepublics  legally 
allowed  to  be  dealt  in,  or  the  production  or  sale  of  which  is  not  or 
.-hould  not  be  reserved  by  law  in  favor  of  the  Government  of  either 
country— said  ])roducts  and  manufactures  being  also  prohibited  if 
originating  from  other  countries — shall  not  pay  any  national  or  mu¬ 
nicipal  tax  on  exportation  or  importation  across  the  respective  land 
frontiers;  nor  shall  such  articles  pay,  on  account  of  transpoi’t  or  con¬ 
sumption  in  the  place  of  sale,  other  or  higher  duties  or  taxes,  be  they 
national,  municipal,  Ur  local,  than  are  or  may  be  levied  on  national 
jnodiicis  or  manufactures  of  the  same  kind.  In  other  words,  neither 
of  the  two  countries  shall  levy  export  duties  uiion  its  natural  prod¬ 
ucts,  including  cattle  {“  ,set/iorlehf(-'i  ")  or  on  manufactured  products 
exported  to  the  other  country,  nor  submit  to  import  duties  products 
of  the  same  kind  originating  from  the  other  country. 

As  mentioned  above,  the  mutual  exemption  granted  in  the  pre.sent 
clau.se  does  not  extend  to  articles  subject  to  Government  )rf/ic  or 
monopoly  in  either  of  the  two  countries. 

Art.  1:2.  Xatural  or  manufactured  products  of  foreign  nations 
imi)orted  from  one  of  the  two  countries  into  the  other  shall  pay  the 
duties  respectively  ch.argeable  thereon  under  the  general  tariff.

Periilission  is  "ranted  to  eoinnicrcial  travelers  to  reexport  their 
samples  through  any  cnstom-liouse  convenient  to  them,  on  compliance 
with  the  following  formalities: 

1.  The  customs  administrators  shall  fix  the  Import  duties  appli¬ 
cable  to  samples  imported  by  commercial  travelers,  and  suspend  col¬ 
lection  of  the  duties  on  being  furnished  with  a  bond  guaranteeing 
tlie  payment  of  the  rates  to  the  customs  in  case  the  samples  should 
not  be  reexported  by  the  commercial  traveler  within  twelve  months. 

'2.  The  commercial  travelers  shall  keep  the  customs  account  show¬ 
ing  the  import  duties  leviable  on  the  samples  imported  by  them, 
end  exhibit  the  document  to  the  head  of  the  customs  at  the  jiort 
selected  for  exporting  the  .same,  and  thus  enable  him  to  verify 
whether  the  samples  produced  are  the  same  as  tho.se  described  in  the 
import  statement. 

;i.  After  verifying  the  weight  of  the  samples,  and  satisfying  him¬ 
self  as  to  the  identity  thereof,  the  customs  administrator  will  cancel 
tlie  bond  furnished,  and,  if  the  samples  are  not  to  be  reexiiorled 
through  the  .same  port  as  the  place  of  importation,  the  said  official 
shall  advise  the  administrator  of  the  custom-house  of  entry  of  the 
samiiles  to  enable  him  to  cancel  the  bond. 

1.  Failing  the  samples  being  reexported  within  the  prescribed 
time,  the  customs  admini.sti’ator  shall  proceed  to  collect  the  imjiort 
duties  payable  thereon.

COSTA  RICA. 

RECEPTION  OF  THE  SPECIAL  MINISTER  OF  COSTA  RICA  TO  THE 
UNITED  STATES. 

Sehor  Don  Lris  Axdersox,  Envoy  Extraordinary  and  Minister 
Plenipotentiary  of  Costa  Rica,  on  a  special  mission  near  the  Ciovern- 
ment  of  the  United  States,  was  received  in  his  capacity  as  such  by 
President  Roosevelt  on  November  12,  1907.  On  presenting  his 
credentials  Senor  Axdersox  spoke  as  follows: 

‘AIr.  Presidext:  It  is  due  to  Your  Excellency’s  generous  media¬ 
tion  and  that  of  His  Excellency  the  President  of  the  United  Mexican 
States  that  a  congress  of  plenipotentiaries  from  the  five  Central 
American  Republics  will  shortly  assemble  in  this  capital  city  on 
behalf  of  civilization  and  the  happiness  of  those  countries,  for  the. 
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purpose  of  bringing  to  a  clost*  their  past  (lifforences  and  of  securing 
forev'er  the  blessings  of  a  stable  peace,  under  whose  protecting  wing 
they  may  continue  their  onward  march  toward  the  realization  of  the 
magnificent  destinies  that  tlie  virtues  of  their  citizens  and  their 
natural  resources  have  insured  for  them. 

'“Costa  Rica,  whicli  has  the  deepest  afl’ection  for  her  Isthmian 
sisters  and  lives  with  them  in  perfe<‘t  peace  and  harmony,  feels  a  great 
sense  of  gratitude  and  apprec  iation  for  that  noble  and  humanitarian 
suggestion,  because  Costa  Rica  believes  it  to  be  the  surest  means  of 
securing  to  all  the  Central  American  Republics  the  peace  which  she 
now  enjoys  and  whicli  is  the  key  to  her  present  prosperity, 

“My  Cioverument  having  honored  me  with  the  appointment  of 
delegate  to  the  Peace  Conference,  the  President,  Sehor  Gonzales 
VfouEZ,  has  desired  to  take  advantage  of  my  presence  in  this  capital, 
entrusting  me  with  the  special  mission,  to  me  both  gratifying  and 
signally  honorable,  of  bringing  tc»  this  noble  nation  and  its  illustrious 
Chief  Executive  the  cordial  greetings  of  the  people  and  the  Govern¬ 
ment  of  Costa  Rica. 

“The  marvelous  development  of  the  United  States  which  aston¬ 
ishes  the  world,  their  ever-growing  prosperity  and  the  welfare  of 
their  people,  whose  destiny  is  felt  in  the  destiny  of  the  human  race, 
are  the  outcome  of  that  worship  for  liberty  and  right  that  the  founders 
of  the  Republic  planted  in  the  heart  of  the  ^Vmerican  peojile.  It  is 
this  worship  taken  from  your  institutions  and  brought  to  our  coun¬ 
tries  which  constitutes  the  keystone  of  American  confraternity  under 
whose  shadow  all  the  nations  of  the  Xew  M’orld  live  and  thrive,  love 
and  respect  one  another.  It  is  for  the  sake  of  that  liberty  and 
justice  that  we  desire  that  the  ties  which  bind  together  little  and 
free  Costa  Rica  with  the  powerful  North  American  nation  slioidd  grow 
ever  close. 

“In  placing  in  Your  I]xcellency’s  hands  the  letter  accrediting  me 
as  Envoy  Extraordinary  and  ^linister  PlenipotentiarA'  in  special 
mission  near  the  Government  of  Your  Excellency,  it  is  a  most  pleasant 
duty  to  convey  to  Your  Excellency  the  expression  of  the  sentiment 
of  afl’ection  and  gratitude  whicli  the  Costa  Rican  nation  has  for  the 
people  and  the  Government  of  the  United  States  of  America,  and 
their  best  wishes  for  Your  Excellency’s  pemmal  welfare.” 

The  reply  of  President  Roosevelt  was  as  follows; 

“Mr.  Minister:  It  gives  me  great  pleasure  to  receive  you  as  the 
accredited  Envoy  Extraordinary  and  Minister  Plenipotentiary"  of 
Costa  Rica  on  special  mission  to  the  Ihiited  States,  the  more  so  when 
that  mission  has  for  its  object  the  doing  of  your  jiart  to  bring  about 
a  lasting  peace  and  true  brotherhood  among  the  peoples  of  Central 
America. 
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“I  appreciate  your  acknowledgement  or  the  share  whicli  this 
Government,  conjointly  with  that  of  Mexico,  has  had  in  bringing 
about  the  conference  that  is  soon  to  assemble  in  this  city,  and  I 
cordially  reciprocate  the  greetings  of  the  people  and  Government  of 
Costa  Rica  which  President  Viqvez  has  asked  you  to  convey  to  the 
people  and  Government  of  the  United  {states. 

“The  maintenance  of  peace  and  prosperity  among  the  nations  of 
('entral  America  and  the  promotion  of  friendly  intercourse  and 
no'ghborliness  between  them  and  this  nation  have  ever  been  dear 
to  tlie  peojde  and  Government  of  the  United  States,  and  if  the  work 
of  the  conference  shall  result  in  making  those  desirable  aims  more 
certain  of  realization  we  shall  all  be  entitled  to  a  share  in  the  glory 
of  the  achievement. 

“Mr.  Minister,  your  fame  and  the  zeal  and  ability  that  you  have 
brought  to  the  service  of  your  countiy  arc  known  to  me,  and  I  am 
confident  that  those  same  (pialities  will  be  applied  by  you  in  the 
conference  toward  the  attainment  of  the  holy  purposes  that  have 
given  origin  to  it. 

“In  conclusion,  I  beg  you,  Mr.  Minister,  to  convey  to  President 
ViQrEZ  my  best  wishes  for  Ills  Excellency’s  jiersonal  welfare.” 

ESTABLISHMENT  OF  AGRICULTURAL  BOARDS. 

For  the  {mrjiose  of  })romoling  the  development  of  agriculture  in 
the  Republic,  the  President  of  Costa  Rica,  in  a  decree  dated  Decem¬ 
ber  2,  1907,  has  ordered  the  establishment  of  agricultural  boards  in 
the  diflerent  cantons,  except  San  Jose.  These  boards  shall  be  com- 
])osed  of  seven  members  and  are  jilaced  under  the  control  of  the 
National  Society  of  Agriculture.  Their  general  powers  and  duties 
tend  to  the  jiromotion  and  development  of  agriculture  in  their  respec¬ 
tive  cantons. 

LEGISLATION  REGARDING  BANANA  EXPORTS. 

Mr.  'WTt.i.iam  Lawrexce  Merry,  Ignited  States  minister  to  Costa 
Rica,  writes  from  San  Jose  in  regard  to  the  export  duty  of  1  cent  gold 
on  each  bunch  of  bananas,  which  was  authorized  by  a  recent  law 
enacted  in  that  Republic,  that  the  large  growing  and  shipping  interest 
involved  declines  acceptance,  mainh'  owing  to  certain  changes  which 
may  affect  the  validity  of  its  concessions.  The  minister  adds  that 
“the  law  having  been  enacted  subject  to  such  acceptance  within  sixty 
days,  the  relations  of  the  parties  in  interest  remain  as  before,  and 
there  is  at  present  no  indication  that  Congress  will  be  convened  to 
reconsider  the  question.” 
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IMPORTATION  OF  CRUDE  OIL. 

The  Government  of  the  Republie  of  Costa  Rica,  under  date  of 
D('cember  5,  1907,  entered  into  a  contract  with  the  Ihiited  Fruit 
Comjuiny  wherel)y  the  latter  agrees  tti  import  into  the  country  such 
<(uantities  of  crude  oil  as  may  be  sullicient  for  the  consumption  thereof 
in  the  Repuldic.  The  company  shall  sell  the  oil  thus  imported  with 
ii  i)rorit  not  exceetling  10  per  cent  vm  its  cost.  During  the  term  of 
the  contract,  which  is  twenty-five  years,  the  importation  of  crude 
oil  shall  be  free  of  duty. 

CULTIVATION  AND  MANUFACTURE  OF  FIBERS. 

On  December  7,  1907,  a  contract  was  entered  into  between  the 
Government  of  Costa  Rica  and  Messrs.  M.  Peralta  and  II.  E. 
Bry.vnt,  wherein  the  latter  parties  shall  organize  a  stock  company 
with  a  capital  of  ?100,000  gold,  which  may  be  increased  to  .So00,00() 
gold.  The  object  of  the  company  is  the  cultivation  and  manufacture 
of  fdjers.  During  the  term  of  the  contract  the  company  must  culti¬ 
vate  500,000  plants.  One  year  after  the  approval  of  the  contract  by 
the  legislative  power,  the  concessionaires  shall  establish  in  the  canton 
of  Paraiso  a  complete  plant  for  the  manufacture  of  cordage,  hats,  to.x- 
tiles,  sacks,  etc.  The  company  shall  manufacture  in  the  country 
fd)cr  produced  on  its  plantations  and  by  private  persons  and  shall  sell 
all  its  products  in  the  country,  being  permitted  to  export  only  tlie 
excess  production.  The  (Jovernment  guarantees  to  the  concession¬ 
aires  an  annual  earning  of  0  per  cent  on  the  capital  of  .SI 00,000.  The 
concessionaires  shall  make  a  deposit  of  S5,000  to  guarantee  the  ful¬ 
fillment  of  the  conditions  of  the  contract. 
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CENSUS  OF  THE  REPUBLIC,  1907. 

According  to  the  census  taken  in  1907,  the  report  of  which  was  sub¬ 
mitted  in  December  to  the  Provisional  Governor  of  Guba  by  the  Direc¬ 
tor-General  of  the  Census,  the  pojudation  of  the  Republic  is  2,02S,2S2, 
which  is  thus  distributed  among  the  different  provinces,  the  figures  of 
the  census  taken  in  1899  being  also  given  by  way  of  comparison:

CUBA. 
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IMMIGRATION  DURING  1906-7. 

According  to  figures  recently  published  by  the  Statistical  Division 
of  the  Department  of  Finance  of  the  Cuban  Republic,  the  number  of 
immigrants  arriving  in  the  ports  of  the  island  during  the  fiscal  year 
1900-7  was  29,r)72,  of  which  23,831  were  men  and  5,741  women.  The 
grand  total  is  thus  distributed  among  the  different  nationalities:

Comjiaring  the  total  of  1906-7  with  that  of  1905-6  a  decrease  is 
observed  against  the  fonner  of  23,080,  the  number  arriving  in  1905-6 
being  52,652. 

HAVANA  CUSTOM-HOUSE  RECEIPTS,  1907. 

According  to  figures  published  in  “  The  Lucha”  of  Havana  for 
January  2,  1908,  the  customs  receipts  at  the  port  of  Havana  for  the 
year  ending  December  31,  1907,  amounted  to  $20,005,048.12.  For 
the  preceding  year  total  receipts  of  $18,511,296.07  are  recorded. 

APPROPRIATION  FOR  SANITARY  SERVICE. 

A  recent  decree  of  the  Provisional  Governor  of  Cuba  appropriates 
$350,000  for  the  sanitation  service  in  the  various  municipalities  of 
the  Republic  and  for  the  taking  of  precautionary  measures  against 
yellow  fever. 

CUSTOMS  DECISIONS  IN  REGARD  TO  LOST  MERCHANDISE. 

The  “  Gnceta  Ofic'ml”  for  October  19,  1907,  publishes  a  circular  to 
the  effect  that  customs  duties  shall  be  collected  only  on  merchandise 
actually  imported  into  and  discharged  in  Cuba,  and  not  on  merchan¬ 
dise  lost  on  the  voyage  or  off  lighters,  even  though  such  merchandise 
appear  on  the  manifest  or  bill  of  lading.  All  circulars  opposed  to  this 
ruling  are  withdrawn. 

CARGOES  CONSIGNED  “  FOR  ORDERS.” 

Provisional  Governor  Charles  E.  Magoon  on  November  7,  1907, 
signed  the  following  decree: 

“  That  the  master  of  a  vessel  laden  exclusively  either  with  coal, 
salt,  tiles  or  bricks  of  clay  for  building  purposes,  consigned  to  one 
24181— Bull.  1—08—0 
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con^ignoo,  arri%  ing  at  a  port  of  Cuba  ‘  for  orders/  may  bo  permitted  to 
destine  siieh  cargo  or  determine  its  disposition  ^  for  orders/  upon  enter¬ 
ing  the  vessel  at  the  custom-house,  and,  within  fifteen  days  after¬ 
wards  and  l)efore  the  unloading  of  any  part  of  the  cargo,  to  amend 
the  manifest  by  designating  the  actual  port  of  discharge  of  such 
cargo.  In  the  event  of  failure  to  designate  the  port  of  discharge 
within  fifteen  days  such  cargo  must  be  discharged  at  the  port  where 
the  vessel  entered.’’ 

TRADE  OF  BANES  AND  NIPE,  1907. 

In  reviewing  the  trade  of  Banes  and  Xipe,  Cuba,  for  the  fiscal  year 
1007,  United  States  Consular  Agent  George  Bayeiss,  of  Antilla, 
says  in  part : 

‘■'riie  total  ex})orts  to  the  United  States  amounted  to  $4,885,212 
(whicii  includes  .returned  American  goods  vrorth  $10,405),  an  increase 
of  $2,913,257,  or  150  per  cent,  over  the  fiscal  year  1900.  Of  the  total 
amount.  Banes  exported  articles  valued  at  $2,047,805  and  Xi])e 
$2,837,400  worth.  Tlie  increase  in  commerce  was  mainly  due  to  tlie 
o])oning  of  Xipe  as  a  port  of  entry  August  1,  1900. 

“There  has  been  a  slight  increase  over  the  previous  fiscal  year  in  the 
e.cportation  of  bananas,  notwithstanding  that  the  ITiited  Fruit  (’om- 
])any,  at  Banes,  which  was  the  largest  exporter  of  bananas  from  Ciiba, 
has  ceased  the  culture  of  this  particular  fruit  and  has  planted  instead 
sugar  cane,  because  of  the  latter  being  a  more  profitable  croj).  The 
banana  industry  should  extend  itself  in  Cuba,  as  the  soil  and  climat e 
are  parvictdarly  adapted  to  the  growing  of  this  fruit.  The  cost  of 
cultivating  a  cahallaUi  of  land  (33,^  acres),  as  given  by  the  Cuban 
agricultural  department,  for  five  years  is  $4,89  4.  The  land  shoidd 
produce  37,000  bunches  of  bananas,  worth  on  an  average  31  cents  per 
bunch,  delivered  at  the  steamer,  which  would  make  the  gross  sales 
amount  to  811,470. 

‘‘  There  has  been  a  large  increase  in  the  exjxtrtation  of  cedar  logs  and 
boards.  The  exports  of  j)ineapples  and  citrus  fruits  luive  also  largely 
increased.  The  only  exports  to  countries  other  than  the  United 
States  were  a  few  cargoes  of  cedar  to  Germany  and  2,129,508  gallons 
of  crude  molasses,  valued  at  $49,988,  to  the  Xetherlands.

ECUADOR. 

A  NATIONAL  EXPOSITION  IN  QUITO. 

President  Alfvuo  on  October  31,  1007,  issued  a  decree  providinjr 
for  the  celebration  of  a  National  Exposition,  on  a  large  scale,  at  Quito 
to  begin  on  August  10,  1900.  This  date  is  the  centennial  anniversary 
of  th.e  rising  for  independence  in  South  America,  called  in  the  Spanish 
“  FJ  Grlto  (Je  Imlepemhncia,’'  (The  Cry  for  lnde])endence't  of  August 
10.  1800.  Tile  exposition  is  to  be  commemorative  of  the  event. 

T'lie  decree  provides  for  the  building  upon  public  land,  convenient 
to  the  capital  city,  one  large  public  building,  or  national  pavilion, 
together  with  a  number  of  smaller  buildings  suitable  for  the  exposi¬ 
tion.  The  municipal  council  of  the  city  of  Quito  will  provide  for  a 
magnificent  parkway  leading  to  the  exposition  grounds.  The  pre¬ 
paratory  work  of  organization  and  installation  will  be  under  the 
direction  of  a  central  committee  in  Quito  composed  of  30  citizens 
chosen  for  tliis  purpose  by  the  (lovernment,  which  committee  will 
elect  from  among  themselves  a  board  of  directors.  In  addition, 
each  of  the  provinces  of  the  Republic,  through  the  Government  itself, 
will  constitute  a  local  committee  to  be  subordinate  to  the  central 
eommiitee. 

The  object  of  the  exposition,  aside  from  the  commemorative  and 
historical  features  thereof,  is  to  provide  an  exhibition  of  the  ])rod- 
ucts,  commerce,  industry,  arts,  and  finance  of  Ecuador.  There  is  to 
be  established  a  special  section  illustrating  the  school  system  of 
Ecuador. 

Perhaps  the  most  important  section  of  the  exposition  will  be  the 
section  devoted  to  forestry  and  forest  productions.  In  this  will  be 
shown  the  native  woods  of  Ecuador,  particularly  the  several  species 
of  the  rubber  tree,  tlie  method  of  extracting  rubber,  and  its  prepara¬ 
tion  for  the  market.  Cultivation  of  the  rubber  trees,  to  wliich  par¬ 
ticular  attention  has  been  paid  in  Ecuador,  will  be  fully  illustrated. 
Exhibits  will  be  made  of  the  dj^ewoods  and  barks  of  trees  and  other 
plants  having  agricultural  properties  and  of  the  trees  suitable  for 
lumber. 

There  will  be  exhibits  illustrating  the  ordinary  branches  of  agricul¬ 
ture,  such  as  grain  raising,  the  cultivation  of  textile  fiber  plants  and 
fruits,  the  manufacture  of  sugar  and  spirits,  and  the  making  cf  wine. 
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A  special  effort  will  be  made  to  illustrate  the  silk  industry  with  a 
view  of  more  extensively  introducing  the  raising  of  the  silk  wonn  in 
Ecuador.  For  this  purpose  exhibits  will  be  secured  from  China, 
Japan,  India,  Madagascar,  France,  Italy,  Spain,  Hungary,  and  the 
United  States. 

The  cattle  industry,  one  of  the  most  important  in  Ecuador,  as  well 
as  in  many  of  the  other  South  American  Republics,  will  receive 
special  attention.  Progress  made  in  tlie  breeding  of  pure  blooded 
cattle  and  the  improvement  of  the  native  breeds  will  receive  special 
attention. 

There  will  be  a  section  of  fisheries,  another  of  mining,  another  of 
railroads. 

The  Government  of  Ecuador  offers  the  sum  of  10,000  sucres  as 
prizes  for  the  best  literary  production  upon  patriotic  and  historical 
subjects. 

While  the  exposition  is  intended  to  be  national,  a  cordial  invitation 
is  extended  to  foreign  countries  to  participate  therein  and  arrange¬ 
ments  will  be  made  for  letting  space  and  for  handling  and  hou.sing 
foreign  exhibits. 


GUATEMALA. 

ECONOMIC  CONDITIONS. 

An  interesting  pamphlet  issued  by  Senor  Victor  Aguilar  Pelaez, 
Consul  of  the  Republic  of  Guatemala  in  Liverpool  and  Manchester, 
gives  the  following  information  concerning  the  resources  and  present 
economic  conditions  prevailing  throughout  the  countr}?": 

‘‘The  imports,  whose  value  in  1906  amounted  to  $7,220,759  (gold), 
consist  of  almost  every  kind  of  foreign  manufacture,  and  machinery, 
woolen,  cotton,  silk,  and  linen  textiles,  hats,  provisions,  wines  and 
liquors,  preserved  foods,  porcelain,  crocker}',  glassware,  ironware, 
haberdasliery,  j'Jancrs,  carriages,  billiards,  musical  instruments,  pic¬ 
tures,  varnishes,  medicines,  perfumes,  jewelry,  precious  stones, 
fancy  goods,  etc.  The  foregoing  articles  are  furnished  by  the  fol¬ 
lowing  countries,  in  the  order  of  their  importance:  United  States,  Ger¬ 
many,  England,  France,  Italy,  Spain,  Belgium,  Switzerland,  Austria, 
Holland,  Japan,  China,  Mexico,  Peru,  Chile,  and  the  other  Republics 
of  Central  America. 

“Exports,  valued  in  1906  at  $7,136,271  (gold),  consist  chiefl}^  of 
coffee,  sugar,  bananas,  woods,  leathers,  india  rubber,  medicinal 
plants,  fniits,  etc.  The  leading  article  of  export— coffee — is  shipped 
to  the  amount  of  about  50,000  tons  and  is  classified  as  “fine”  on  the 
world’s  exchanges.  Countries  to  which  shipment  of  goods  is  made 
include  the  United  States,  Germany,  England,  France,  Italy,  Aus¬ 
tria-Hungary,  Spain,  Belgium,  Chile,  and  others. 
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‘'Fo^oi5^n  tratlc  ia  dcvclopinj^  and  it  is  anticipated  that  tlie  opening 
of  the  inter-oceaiiic  railway  route  from  San  Jos6  on  the  Pacific  to 
Puerto  Barrios  on  the  Atlantic,  a  distance  of  269  miles,  will  greatly 
facilitate  the  transport  of  native  products  to  the  seaboard. 

“The  railways  in  j)resent  exploitation  are  the  Central,  the  Western, 
Ocos,  Verapaz,  and  Guatemala  lines,  aiul  the  opening  of  the  Northern 
is  scheduled  fur  the  month  of  December,  1907. 

“Tlie  productions  of  Guatemala  are  abundant  and  varied  to  an 
extraordinary  extent.  In  the  vegetable  kingdom  are  .seen  all  kinds 
of  plants,  flowers,  and  fruits  belonging  to  the  torrid  and  temperate 
zones.  There  are  in  the  country  rich  mines  of  gold,  silver,  copper, 
iron,  lead,  zinc,  antimony,  coal,  marble,  sulphur,  mica,  etc. 

“Agriculture,  however,  constitutes  the  ])rincipal  source  of  wealth, 
and  to  its  exploitation  are  devoted  the  greater  part  of  the  invested 
capital.  Owing  to  the  extraordinary  richness  of  the  soil  fertilizers 
are  not  required  and  irrigation  is  rendered  unnecessary  by  the 
abundant  moisture  even  in  the  so-called  drj’  season. 

“In  certain  of  the  coast  regions  two  or  three  crops  can  be  obtained 
annually  of  tlie  local  products.  Large  plantations  of  coffee,  .sugar 
cane,  cocoa,  bananas,  cereals,  etc.,  are  found,  while  in  the  northern 
departments  many  national  and  foreign  companies  are  engaged  in 
the  exploitation  of  the  forest  products,  comprising  an  abundance  of 
fine  woods,  principally  mahogany  and  cedar.  Rubber  planting  is 
also  being  carried  on  with  satisfactory  results. 

“Manufactures  have  attained  a  noticeable  degree  of  excellence  in 
various  articles.  Certain  woolen  and  cotton  textiles,  furniture,  and 
footwear  of  native  manufacture  equal  in  quality  the  imported  varie¬ 
ties.  Other  items  of  local  production  are  hats,  saddles,  fiber  articles, 
textures  of  rushes,  earthenware  articles,  jiieces  of  sculpture,  musical 
instruments,  soap,  candles,  cigars,  cigarettes,  cheese,  butter,  beer, 
mineral  waters,  ice,  brandy,  etc.  Native  workmen  display  much 
aptitude  in  learning  new  crafts  and  raw  materials  are  varied  and 
excellent. 

“The  area  of  the  Republic  is  125,000  square  kilometers,  and  the 
population  numbers  2,000,000  inhabitants,  the  density  being  16  per 
square  kilometer. 

“The  physical  aspect  of  Guatemala  is  mountainous  but  well  watered. 
The  climate  varies  according  to  height  above  sea  level;  on  the  coasts 
it  is  hot,  on  the  central  plateaus  temperate  anil  agreeable,  while  on 
the  heights  it  is  cold.  The  so-called  rainy  and  dry  seasons  are  marked 
by  the  fact  that  during  the  former  it  rains  every  day,  while  during 
the  latter  occasional  rains  are  usual. 

“The  most  populous  sections  are  the  south  and  the  west,  Guate¬ 
mala,  the  capital,  containing  100,000  inhabitants.  The  capital  is 
connected  by  rail  with  the  Pacific  and  Atlantic  ports  of  San  Jos6  and 
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Puerto  Barrios,  the  distanee  to  the  former  heiufj  74. o  miles,  made  in 
five  hour<,  and  to  the  latter  194.5,  hoinj;  run  over  In  twadve  hours. 

‘‘The  voyage  from  Guatemala  to  the  United  States  from  Atlantic 
j)orts  occupies  four  day.s  and  to  Europe  fifteen  days.  The  Pacific 
coast  of  tlie  Kepuhlic  measures  250  kilometers  and  the  Atlantic  101 
kilometers.  San  Jose,  Champerico,  and  Ocos  are  the  Pacific  ])orts 
and  Puerto  Barrios,  Santa  Tomas,  and  Livingston  those  of  the  Atlan¬ 
tic.  Panzos,  on  the  Bio  Polochic.  and  Gualan,  on  the  ]{io  Motagua, 
are  river  ports,  while  Tzahel.  on  a  lake  of  the  same  name,  is  also  a 
place  of  importance.” 

m.A.UGURATION  OF  THE  NORTHERN  RAILWAY. 

The  opening  of  the  Guatemala  Northern  Bailway  (AY  Ferrocnrnl 
del  Norte),  running  from  Puerttt  Barrios  on  the  Atlantic  to  San  Jo.se 
on  the  Pacific,  was  formally  accom|)lished  on  January  10,  DOS,  on 
which  date  the  first  train  over  the  line  entered  Guatemala  ('ity  fnun 
the  Atlantic. 

The  completion  of  this  enterprise,  which  was  undertaken  in  ISO'.?, 
marks  an  era  not  only  in  the  development  of  (luatemala,  ])ut  also  in 
the  adjacent  countries  of  C’entral  America,  Vvhile  the  port  of  New 
Orieaiis,  in  the  United  States,  will  he  brought  in  elo.se  toucli  with  the 
commerce  of  the  we.^tern  coast  of  Nicaragua  ami  Salvador,  saving 
eight  days’  sea  voyage  via  Golon. 

A  new  fortnightly  service  between  New  York  and  Puerto  Barrios 
has  also  been  inaugurated  on  the  part  of  the  United  Fruit  ('ompanv, 
in  con.se(pience  of  the  opening  of  the  road  from  ocean  to  ocean,  the 
voyage  requiring  from  eight  to  nine  days,  and  wix’eless  conne<*tion  has 
been  established  with  Port  Liiron,  the  center  of  distribution  for  (’en- 
tral  American  stations. 

For  many  years  the  colfee  crop  of  Guatemala  has  been  handled  by 
the  Guatemalan  C’ciitraj  road,  leading  from  Guatemala  ('ity  to  San 
Jose  del  Guatemala,  the  port  ('f  entry  on  the  Pacific  side,  and  thence 
transferred  to  Pacific  Alail  Line  ships.  These  shipments  have  gone 
cither  to  San  Francisco  for  distribution,  or  else  down  to  Panama  and 
across  the  Isthmus,  England  and  Germany  being  the  princij>al 
purchasers. 

The  total  length  of  the  line  from  ocean  to  (K‘ean  is  2G9  miles,  and  it 
was  owing  to  dilhculties  in  the  construction  of  the  last  GO  miles  of  the 
195  between  Guatemala  City  and  the  Atlantic  that  the  completion 
has  been  so  long  delayed.  Bemarkablc  feats  of  engineering  have 
overcome  the  tc»pographical  conditions,  tunnels  and  bridges  forming 
connection  between  comparatively  short  stretches  of  straight  track¬ 
age.  In  all,  seventy  bridges  have  been  built,  the  two  most  imjxortant 
being  a  short  distance  from  Guatemala  City,  one  of  which  crosses  the 
Las  Yacas  ravine,  244  feet  deep. 
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The  company  under  whose  auspices  the  road  was  finished  is  headed 
by  Sir  William  Vax  IIoiixk  and  Mr.  Mixou  C.  Kkitii,  and  the  enthu¬ 
siastic  support  of  President  Carkeha  has  aideil  t!ie  enterprise  in  every 
way. 

The  Guatemala  Northern  constitutes  the  third  inter»)ceaaic  railroa<l 
line  across  the  countries  of  liatin  America,  and  while  it  is  not  antici¬ 
pated  that  traffic  will  be  diverted  from  either  the  Tehuantepec  or 
Panama  lines,  the  influence  upon  the  interior  trade  of  Central  America 
will,  it  is  calculated,  be  enormous. 


HAITI. 

ESTABLISHMENT  OF  A  CHAMBER  OF  COMMERCE. 

A  Chamber  of  Commerce  has  rc'cently  been  established  at  Port  an 
Prince,  Haiti,  to  further  the  commercial,  agricultural,  industrial,  and 
maritime  interests  of  the  country.  It  is  organized  under  the  patron¬ 
age  of  the  Haitian  Government  by  a  presidential  decree  dated  Novem¬ 
ber  .T),  1907,  declaring  it  to  be  of  public  utility.  The  President  of 
Haiti  is  honorary  President  of  tlie  Chamber  and  the  Secretary  of 
State  and  Commerce  honorary  vice-president. 

The  object  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  is  to  collect  all  informa¬ 
tion  useful  to  commercial,  industrial,  agricultural,  and  maritime  in¬ 
terests  and  to  hold  the  same  at  the  disposition  of  the  interested  par¬ 
ties;  to  suggest  measures  tending  to  maintain,  increa.se,  and  extend 
the  commercial,  industrial,  and  agricultural  relations  of  Haiti  with 
foreign  countries;  to  improve  the  condition  of  commerce,  industry, 
and  agriculture  of  the  country  by  legislative  or  administrative  meas¬ 
ures  relating  to  customs  tariffs,  commercial  and  maritime  treaties, 
and  to  aid  in  every  possible  way  the  development  of  business  relations 
of  merchants,  manufacturers,  and  farmers  established  at  Port  au 
Prince  not  only  with  foreign  countries  but  with  the  commercial  centers 
and  interior  of  Haiti.  The  Chamber  of  Commerce  will  also  urge  the 
establishment  at  Port  au  Prince  and  inthe  |>rincipal  cities  of  the  coun¬ 
try  of  a  permanent  exposition  of  the  iiroducts  of  the  soil  and  of  the 
industry  of  the  country  as  well  as  of  the  princi[)al  articles  imported 
from  abroad;  of  a  similar  exposition  of  Haitian  products  in  the  Hai¬ 
tian  consufates  and  commercial,  industrial,  and  agricultural  museums 
abroad. 

Besides  the  ap[)ropriation  by  the  Government  of  §1,800  American 
gold,  the  expenses  of  the  organization  will  be  defrayed  by  an  annual 
membership  fee  of  .§5  American  gold. 
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HONDURAS. 

INCREASED  TAX  ON  BANANA  EXPORTS. 

By  docroe  of  Soi)teinbor  14,  1S03,  an  export  duty  of  2  centavos  a 
bunch  on  bananas  exported  from  the  northern  ports  of  Honduras 
was  established.  One  of  the  objects  of  this  tax  was  to  ])rovide  funds 
for  the  constructhni  of  suitable  wharves  at  these  shipping  points,  as 
the  necessity  for  wharves  at  which  vessels  may  load  and  unload  is 
very  j'reat.  Most  of  the  loading  and  unloading  is  done  from  lighters, 
ami  as  a  consequence  freight,  and  bananas  in  particular,  are  much 
damaged  by  bruising  and  l)y  salt  water. 

Abuses  in  the  handling  of  t!ie  funds  derived  from  the  export  tax 
and  the  inade<juacy  of  the  tax  itself  was  the  occasion  for  the  issue 
by  Senor  Don  Miguel  K.  Davila,  Provisional  President  of  the 
Jte[)ul)lie,  on  September  14,  1907,  of  the  following  decree: 

“Article  1.  The  2  centavos  lax  on  each  bunch  of  bananas  ex¬ 
ported  established  by  article  1  of  decree  No.  30  of  the  14th  of  Sep¬ 
tember,  1893,  is  raised  to  3  ctntavos. 

“Art.  2.  The  funds  available  at  the  treasuries  of  the  dilferent 
municipalities  derived  from  .said  tax  shall  be  deposited  in  the  .safe 
of  the  respective  eirstom-houses. 

“Art.  3.  The  custom-house  collectors  sliall  in  future  receive  the 
total  aggregate  derived  from  .said  tax,  opening  a  special  account  to 
that  end,  the  surplus  of  which  shall  be  applied,  as  far  as  may  be  neces¬ 
sary,  to  the  local  expenses  of  primary  education,  and  the  payment 
shall  be  made  in  accordance  with  the  budgets  and  pay  rolls  furnished 
by  the  municipalities  with  the  approval  of  the  governors  and  the 
remainder  of  the  product  of  the  tax  shall  be  aecumidated  to  be  ap¬ 
plied  to  the  construction  of  the  aforesaid  wharv'cs. 

“Art.  4.  The  present  law  shall  become  effective  on  November 
1st  next,  a-nd  the  Department  of  the  Treasury  is  hereby  authorized 
to  issue  the  necessary  provisions  for  the  com|)liance  thereof,  and  the 
aforesaid  decree  No.  30  of  September  14,  1893,  is  hereby  repealed.” 


MEXICO. 

FOREIGN  COMMERCE,  FIRST  QUARTER  OF  1907-8. 

According  to  figures  published  by  the  statistical  division  of  the 
Department  of  Finance  and  Public  Credit  of  Mexico,  the  total  value 
of  imports  during  the  three  months  (July  to  September,  1907)  was 
60,907,390.43  pesos  ($30,400,000),  as  compared  with  50,091,967.58 
pesos  ($25,000,000)  in  the  same  months  of  the  previous  fiscal  year, 
an  increase  of  10,815,422.85  pesos  ($5,400,000).  The  exports  w^ere 
valued  at  64,805,036.40  pesos  ($32,000,000),  showing  an  increase  of 
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11,037,235.66  pesos  (.So, 918, 000)  in  comparLson  with  .53,767,800.74 
pesos  (.$26,883,000)  during  the  same  period  of  1906-7.  This  in¬ 
crease  in  exports  is  very  notable,  considering  the  fact  that  they  had 
undergone  an  important  decrease  during  the  fiscal  years  of  1905-6 
and  1906-7. 

The  value  of  merchandise  imported  during  the  month  of  Sep- 
temher,  1907,  was  20,906,073.05  pesos  ($10,453,000),  as  against 
18,355,371.25  pesos  ($9,000,000)  in  the  same  month  of  1906,  an 
increase  of  2,550,701.80  pesos  ($1,275,000).  The  exports  in  Sep¬ 
tember,  1907,  were  valued  at  20,128,669.42  pesos  ($10,000,000),  as 
compared  with  16,343,614.52  pesos  ($8,000,000),  an  increase  of 
3,785,054.90  pesos  ($1,392,000). 

In  the  following  table  are  indicated  the  kinds  of  mercnandise 
received  during  the  period  in  reference,  the  classification  having  been 
made  in  accordance  with  the  import  tariff  in  force,  the  figures  for  the 
corresponding  period  of  1906-7  being  given  for  purposes  of  comparison :

Of  the  European 
countries.  Great  Britain  receives  the  greater  number  of  exports,  her 
share  being  9,051,701.59  pesos  (84,820,000),  followed  by  Germany, 
with  5, 523, .526.99  (-82,701,000);  France,  with  1,807.048.50  peso.'} 

(8903,000):  Belgium,  with  1,175,541.19  pesos  (8587.000),  and  v^pain. 
with  1,109.074  pesos  (8554,000). 

ECONOMIC  CONDITIONS  AND  OUTLOOK,  1906  1909. 

On  December  14,  1907,  Idcencimlo  Josk  Yvr.s  Limaxtovo,  Minister 
of  Finance  of  ifexico,  in  accordance  with  his  annua!  custoiu,  .sent  to 
the  National  Congress  the  Treasury  statement  for  the  fiscal  year 
1900-7  and  the  budget  statement  embodying  an  estimate  of  revenue 
and  expenditure  for  1908-9,  the  values  being  in  gold  pesos  (80.498 
U.  S.  currency). 

The  normal  revenue  estimate  is  placed  at  8103,385.000  and  the 
total  proposed  expenditure  at  8103.20.3,821.03,  leaving  a  revenue 
surplus  of  8181,175.37. 

In  commenting  on  the  economic  and  financial  situation  of  tb.e 
country  Minister  Lim.vxtouii  states  that  at  the  close  of  1900  it  was 
thought  that  the  succeeding  year  would  be  unmarked  by  any  varia¬ 
tion  in  the  generally  prpsperous  conditions  prevailing  throughout  tlie 
Bepublic,  which  expectations  have  been  confirmed  by  a  material 
development  and  economic  vitality  indicative  of  continued  growth 
and  healthy  vigor. 

Import  duties  and  consular  fees  .show  a  considerable  increase,  an 
advance  of  more  than  10  per  cent  being  noted  as  compared  with  the 
preceding  year  although  the  tariff  rates  have  remained  unchanged. 
The  sale  of  common  document  stamps  also  reveals  a  marked  increase 
in  the  volume  of  internal  business  transactions  with  the  added  circum¬ 
stance  that  during  the  course  of  the  fiscal  year  1900-7  the  schedule  of 
the  stamp  i*evenue  was  modified  in  such  manner  as  to  reduce  con¬ 
siderably  the  rates  payable  on  the  greater  part  of  the  operations  thus 
taxed. 

In  regard  to  the  Federal  contribution  which  is  assessed  on  all  taxes 
and  all  forms  of  revenue  collected  by  state  and  municipal  authorities 
a  fair  gain  is  also  observable,  thus  proving  a  continued  gi’owth  in  tax 
collections.  The  demand  for  special  stamps  for  the  payment  of  the 
recpiired  taxes  on  mines,  tobacco,  alcoholic  beverages,  cotton  textiles, 
and  explosives  also  indicate  a  sustained  expansion  in  the  industries 
affected. 

The  earnings  of  the  postal  and  telegraph  lines  show  consideralile 
growth  while  in  the  Federal  District  activity  in  real  estate  deals  and 
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in  coniniercial  and  industrial  enterprises  as  a  v.  hole  Avas  treater  than 
ill  previous  years. 

In  regard  to  the  a<;rieultural  yield  of  the  year  it  is  stated  that 
returns  at  liand  make  it  impossible  to  forecast  the  probable  avail¬ 
ability  of  the  country’s  crops  as  ajijdied  to  national  needs.  The 
importation  of  foreipi  corn  and  Avheat  is  one  of  the  most  decisive 
factors  in  determiniu}'  the  status  of  the  local  money  market  owing 
to  the  large  remittances  abroad  necessitated  by  the  condition. 

The  production  and  exportation  of  precious  metals,  which  with 
copjier  and  lead  constitute  more  than  9.5  per  cent  of  the  mineral  out¬ 
put,  is  given  as  follows:  Gold  production,  !?!36,563,S98.24;  gold  expor¬ 
tation,  823,373,713.04;  silver  production,  $77,088,827;  silver  expor¬ 
tation,  .$99,861,790.06.  The  gold  output  is  thus  shown  to  have 
remained  practically  stationary,  while  that  of  silver  advanced  by 
.$1,483,221.73  over  1905-6.  Copper  and  load  declined  in  the  reported 
output  owing  to  the  closing  down  of  some  low-grade  mines,  while 
zinc,  antimony,  and  various  other  mineral  substances  were  mined 
(-•n  a  larger  scale. 

An  analy.sis  of  the  figures  of  the  foreign  commerce  of  the  country 
.shows  that  imports  figured  for  $233,363,388.85  in  1906-7  as  com¬ 
pared  with  .$220,004,755  in  the  preceding  fiscal  year,  showing  a 
gain  of  $13,3.58,633.85.  Free  goods  show  a  falling  off  of  .$11,000,000 
while  dutiable  articles  scored  a  gain  of  more  than  .$24,000,000. 

Increased  imports  are  noted  in  animal  substanees,  textiles  and 
manufactures  thereof,  chemical  and  pharmaceutical  products,  and, 
in  general,  in  all  the  tariff  groups  of  imported  merchandise.  The 
greatest  and  most  significant  increase  is  shown,  however,  in  ma¬ 
chinery  and  apparatus  of  all  kinds,  im))orts  under  this  head  advanc¬ 
ing  from  $20,410,722.73  to  $27,735,743.65,  a  gain  of  $7,325,020.92. 
Owing  to  the  heavy  importation  of  freight  cars  and  automobiles  the 
classification  of  vehicles  ranks  next  among  imports  show  ing  a  mai’ked 
advance,  the  figures^  for  the  two  years  being  $9,000,308.49  and 
$4,595, 157. .58,  respectively.  The  decline  of  $7,871,480.15  noted  in 
regard  to  imports  of  mineral  substances  is  largely  explainable  by  the 
fact  that  in  1905-6  large  quantities  of  Mexican  coins  were  minted  in 
the  United  States,  and  though  the  record  for  such  transactions  in 
1906-7  amounted  to  $23,000,000  it  was  much  less  than  that  noted 
for  the  preceding  year. 

Export  figures  show'  a  total  of  $248,018,010  as  compared  with 
$271,138,809.32  in  1905-6.  This  seeming  decline  in  export  values  is 
explained  by  Minister  Limantour  as  follows: 

“In  last  year’s  budget  bill  it  was  stated  that,  on  the  assumption 
that  $39,000,000  in  gold  imported  in  1905-6  gave  rise  to  an  artificial 
exodus  of  silver  pesos  to  an  equivalent  amount,  the  total  value  of 
exports,  making  allowance  for  this  fact,  was  not  $271,000,000,  but 
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$232,000,000.  Admitting  the  soundness  of  this  reasoning  in  the 
absence  of  more  precise  data,  it  may  be  held  that,  inasmuch  as  the 
total  exports  for  1906-7,  viz,  $248,000,000,  included  no  less  than 
13,000,000  silver  pesos  sent  abroad  in  exchange  for  Mexican  and  for¬ 
eign  gold  coins  which  in  turn  figure  on  the  side  of  imports,  the  amount 
in  (luestion  must  be  deducted  from  the  exports,  so  that  the  latter  may 
be  regarded  as  having  amounted  to  $236,000,000.  Bearing  these 
explanations  in  mind  it  is  perceived  that  the  exports  of  native  goods  in 
1900-7  were  a  little  in  excess  ($3,000,000)  of  the  ex])orts  of  1905-6. 
These  latter  were  far  superior  to  the  showing  of  any  preceding  years.” 

Other  than  gold  and  silver,  the  exports  of  metals  for  tlie  year  show 
the  following  figures:  Copper,  $28,800,000;  lead,  $3,644,739;  others 
(including  zinc  and  antimony),  $4,072,982. 

Vegetable  products  exported  comprised  hene((uen,  $31,440,246; 
ixtle,  $3,813,176;  coffee,  $7,237,529;  leaf  tobacco,  $1,894,830;  chick 
pease,  $4,084,521;  chewing  gum,  $2,144,724;  cabinet  woods,  $2,169,- 
778;  dyewoods,  $739,810;  rubber,  including  guayule,  $6,678,926; 
guayule  plants,  $61,225. 

Foremost  among  the  vegetable  products  of  which  the  exportation 
has  increased  are :  Rubber,  including  guayule,  whose  shipment  began 
five  years  ago  and  which  now'  exceeds  $6,500,000  per  3'ear;  chick 
pease,  wlio.se  export  has  increased  threefold  in  the  same  period; 
ixtle,  which  advanced  from  $3,000,000  to  $3,800,000,  and  chicle,  or 
chewing  gum,  of  which  the  gain  has  been  50  per  cent.  Ilenequen 
remains  at  approximately  $30,000,000  and  the  quantity  shipped 
fluctuates  between  82,000  tons  and  110,000  tons,  which  was  the  figure 
reached  in  1906-7.  The  3'ear  was  not  favorable  to  coffee,  which  shows 
a  decline  in  exportation  value  of  $2,000,000. 

The  value  of  animal  products  shipped  abroad  w'as  $11,151,928, 
showing  a  decline  of  $571,497  as  compared  with  the  preceding  3'ear. 
The  chief  itemswere  cattle,  $1,201,693,  and  untanned  hides,  $8,875,091. 
The  decline  noted  in  cattle  exports  w  as  owing  to  the  closing  of  Cuban 
markets  to  Mexican  animals  and  the  increasing  demand  at  home  for 
live  stock.  Untanned  hides  constitute  a  line  of  exports  that  is  gain¬ 
ing  in  importance  3'earl3'. 

Other  items  of  export  consist  of  refined  sugar,  $1,164,339;  coarse 
sugar,  $26,612;  cotton-seed  meal  and  cakes,  .$846,280;  palmetto  hats, 
$631,219;  tanned  hides  and  skins,  $34,883,  ami  manufactured  tobacco 
$493,228. 

The  sugar  industr3'  is  becoming  of  increasing  importance  in  spite  of 
the  fluctuations  observable  in  exports  of  that  article.  Improved 
methods  of  manufacture  have  been  introduced  and  the  local  demand 
has  increased  on  account  of  the  cheapening  of  the  product.  The 
tobacco  industr3’^  is  still  subject  to  numerous  vicissitudes,  showing 
that  the  difficulties  arising  from  Cuban  competition  have  not  3'et  been 
overcome. 
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From  tlic  forpjxoin"  statciiicnl  iliiiFtcr  I/IMantoi  b  iij>  the 

foroiij:!!  trade  balance  as  follows;  Total  iraports  in  1906-7,  8-’8d,:i63,- 
31S8;  total  exports,  S24S, 018,010;  excess  of  imports,  $]4,6o4,622. 

There  is  a  f^r<‘at  difference  between  this  ex<-ess  and  that  shown  by 
tlie  returns  for  Ihc  year  lOO  v-O,  whicb  was  Sol  ,i;>4,or)  1,  and  also, 
though  on  a  lessor  s  ■«!(',  between  said  excess  and  that  noted  for 
1904-O,  wliicii  wu''  SoO,31o,4S9. 

Commenting  thereon  Itiinister  Limaxtoi  k  states; 

“hixtemleti  expianations  Isave  been  given  in  other  years  in  regard 
to  those  fa'dors  wiiich,  while  atlecting  the  value  of  imports  and  ( x- 
ports,  do  not  and  can  not  figure  in  the  fiscal  .siatistis  s  whidi  only 
record  the  natural  and  manufaeiured  products  am!  the  (juantities  in 
specie  that  amve  and  ilepart.  It  has  also  been  explained  that  the 
iMexican  nation  1ms  to  m.ake  very  heavy  paym'uts  abroad  every  year 
in  tlie  shape  of  interest  on  capital  invested  in  the  country  and  of 
profits  on  busiiu'ss  enterprises  whose  owners  reside  in  foreign  parts, 
and  to  sucJi  [layments  have  to  be  added  those  which  are  made  strictly 
in  settlement  for  articles  imported.  There  can  not  he  the  smallest 
doubt  that  la^t  year's  excess  of  exports,  amounting  to  over  81 4,000,009, 
was  totally  insuliicicni  to  meet  tliis  indebtedness.  Not  even  the 
excess  in  !90o-G,  .'imoimting  to  .S-ll.OOOjOtiO,  suliiced  for  the  object  in 
cpiestion.  In  ordir  to  understaiid  tliis  afiirmation  it  is  necessary  to 
remember  that  all  tlie  bonds  of  our  public  debt,  witli  the  exception  of 
a  relatively  small  ])idi)ortion,  are  held  abroad  and  that  the  service  of 
that  delit  calls  for  payments  of  no  less  than  §24,000,000  in  a  year; 
that,  in  addition  to  the  debt  of  the  Federal  Government,  some  of  the 
States  and  numieipalities  owe  debts  of  wbieb  the  bonds  are  ehiefly 
held  abroad  and  of  w  liicb  the  annual  service  amounts  to  not  less  tb.an 
§1,000,000;  tliat  the  railroad  companies  hare  to  remit  abroad  more 
than  §25,000,000  a  year  in  payment  of  interest  on  their  securities, 
and  that  the  banks  distribute  annually  millions  of  pesos  in  dividends 
outside  of  the  Kepublie.  Ali  these  items,  plus  interest  and  iirofits 
distributed  by  private  concerns,  amount  in  the  aggregate  to  a  sum 
far  in  exoe.ss  of  tlie  diiVerence  in  favor  of  exports  in  our  international 
trade  balance,  and  lienee  the  conclusion  has  been  rcacbcil  that  the 
balance  between  debit  anil  credit,  considering  as  .such,  respectively, 
the  remittances  of  funds,  drafts,  securities,  and  inerehandise  which  we 
have  to  send  annually  abroad  and  which  we  are  entitled  in  turn  to 
receive  from  outside,  is  made  good  year  after  year  by  the  natural  and 
spontaneous  inve.stment  in  Mexico  of  foreign  capital.” 

The  status  of  (be  various  railways  in  operation  throughout  the 
Kepublie  is  shown  to  be  satisfactory,  increased  percentages  being 
noted  in  all  branches  of  traffie.  The  llgures  for  the  year  show  passen¬ 
gers  carried,  10,187,121,  an  increase  of  16.7  ]>er  cent;  earnings  from 
passenger  trallic,  §15,942,776,  an  increase  of  30.7  per  cent;  tons  of 
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freight  transported,  9,53S,3.)4,  an  increase  of  G.  1  per  cent;  earnings 
from  freight  transported,  So3, 529,98] ,  an  increase  of  9.3  per  cen.t. 

The  ])assenger  increase  v.as  largest  on  the  Mexican  (Vntral  and 
the  gain  in  frciglit  trafhc  on  the  National  and  Mexican  Central  lines 
would  have  l)oen  greater  had  they  possesseil  the  adeejnate  supply  of 
rolling  stock.  The  failing  off  in  the  tonnage  returns  of  Tehnantepc'' 
National  Uailway,  as  compared  with  the  freight  transported  u\  190.5-0, 
is  explainable  hy  the  cessation  of  the  carriage  of  materials  for  the  port 
works  at  Salina  Crnz  and  (Matzacoaieos.  I'liis  is  offset,  Imwever,  hy 
the  increase  in  the  rates  of  trallic  across  the  Isthmus,  so  that  a  snh- 
stantial  gain  i!\  the  earnings  is  reported. 

The  assets  and  liabilities  of  tlie  hanks  of  the  country  balanced  on 
June  30,  1907,  at  8723, 703, .584. 9*),  as  against  8G2S,^S1 ,831.84  on  the 
same  date  of  the  preceding  year.  The  snbscrii)ed  capital  increased 
frtau  81  16,000,000  on  dune  30,  IttoO,  to  8162, GtfO, 000  a  year  later, 
showing  an  increase  of  810,000,00(t.  The  holtlings  of  cash  dimin¬ 
ished  by  .83.583,652.51,  which  was  undoubtedly  occasioned  by  the 
withdrawal  t)f  jiesos  htr  shiptnent  ab'road  to  tlie  amount  of  81 3,000, 00t». 

The  foreign  debt  of  (h(5  '■ountry  was  retim  ed  in  the  last  fiscal  year 
hy  84,289,293.94,  hu.  tlic  interior  debt  was  increased  hy  tlie  is.si!t‘  of  5 
])er  rent  bonds  to  tiie  amount  of  $2,107,200  paid  as  sidisidy  to  tin* 
Kansas  City,  Mexico  anti  Orient,  Merida  and  Valladolid,  and  Pan- 
A liter ican  rai  1  w  ays. 

The  monetary  .situation  of  the  e.'mntry  lias  iin])roved  considerahly 
sinee  last  year.  The  .^earcity  of  .suiisidiary  coins  whieh  then  ]>re-- 
Mtiled  has  altogether  disapjteared  and  the  eirenlation  of  gold  is  mneh 
more  ahumlant.  This  is  in  jtart  nullilied  hy  tlie  exporttitiou  t-f  silver 
whieh  was  due  in  190G-7  as  in  1t*()5-G  to  the  rise  in  tl;e  price 
of  bar  silver  as  eomjiared  with  the  gold  value  of  the  silver  eontaineti 
in  the  peso. 

The  total  mintage  of  coins  from  the  time  of  the  installation  of  the 
monetary  reform  on  Itfny  5,  1905,  up  to  dune  30.  1907,  was  .895,,5G1.- 
570.70.  Deducting  from  this  amount  the  .$75,410,231  in  silver 
2hsns  exported  and  the  $14,456,923.17  reju’esenting  (dd  jiieces  re¬ 
coined.  it  is  .shown  tiiat  increase  in  eirenlation  of  coin  up  to  dune  30, 
1907,  was  .$5,088,410.53.  By  the  end  of  November,  1907,  the 
increa.se  had  risen  to  more  than  $11,000,000. 

The  exchange  and  currency  commission  has  discharged  the  func¬ 
tions  of  its  office  with  marked  ability  and  has  succeeded  in  two  years 
in  n'placing  almost  all  the  old  currency  with  coins  struck  in  accord¬ 
ance  with  the  inonetarv'  law  of  1905.  It  has  distributed  the  new' 
coins  all  over  the  national  territory,  meeting  the  numerous  difficulties 
which  the  scarcity  or  abundance  of  the  circulating  medium  has  occa¬ 
sioned  in  each  locality;  it  has  attracted  gold  to  the  Republic  in  con¬ 
siderable  quantities,  retaining  within  the  country  a  largo  proportion 
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of  tlie  native  proilnet,  and  has  materially  contrihuted  toward  steady¬ 
ing  the  rate  of  exch.ange  with  foreign  nations. 

During  the  early  months  of  1907  the  value  of  real  estate  and  the 
quotations  of  industrial,  mining,  and  commercial  securities  continued 
to  rise,  and  a  comparison  with  similar  quotations  witli  those  of  1906 
would,  in  general,  show  satisfactory  results.  By  the  middle  of  the 
year,  however,  the  stringency  iji  foreign  money  markets  began  to 
affect  the  Mexican  situation  and  capital  became  more  aiul  more 
reluctant  to  engage  in  Mexican  undertakings.  Tlie  liscal  year  1908-9 
will  suffer  from  this  anomolous  and  uneasy  condition,  but  the  Mexican 
llepublic  continues  to  indicate  strength  anti  vitality  in  its  public 
resources  which  })lace  it  on  a  satisfactory  plane  among  the  nations  of 
the  world. 

In  the  Inulget  estimate  of  revenues  for  the  fiscal  year  190S-9  taxes 
on  foreign  commerce  are  jilaced  at  849,600,000;  internal  taxes  at 
.832,0oo,000;  special  taxes  in  the  Fetleral  District  and  territories, 
810,930,000;  jiublic  services,  86,40.>,000;  revenue  from  national  lands, 
8265,000,  and  profits  and  minor  sources,  84,130,000. 

POSTAL  REVENUES,  1906  7. 

According  to  statistics  recently  publislied  by  the  General  Bureau 
of  Posts  of  the  Mexican  Ivepublic  the  revenues  derived  from  the  postal 
service  during  the  fiscal  v'car  ended  June  30,  1907,  amounted  to 
4,031,124.86  prsos  (82,015,562.43),  as  compared  with  3,653,315.87 
pesos  (81,826,657.93)  in  1905-6,  an  increase  of  377,808.99  pesos 
(8188,904.49),  or  10.34  per  cent. 

POSTAL  REVENUES,  FIRST  QUARTER  OF  1907-8. 

The  postal  revenues  collected  in  the  Mexican  Republic  tluring  the 
first  (piarter  of  the  liscal  year  1907-8  (from  July  to  September,  1907) 
amounted  to  1,043,065.88  pesos  (8521, .532. 94),  as  compareil  with 
939,837.20  pesos  (8469,918.60),  an  increase  of  103,228.68  pesos 
(851,614.34),  or  10.98  per  cent. 

TRADE  OF  PROGRESO,  YUCATAN,  FIRST  QUARTER  OF  1907-8. 

During  the  first  three  months  of  the  fiscal  j'car  1907-8  there  were 
exported  from  the  port  of  Progre.so,  Yucatan,  25,937,342  kilograms 
of  henequen,  value<l  at  6,323,765  pesos  (83,161,882.50).  During  the 
same  quarter  the  value  of  national  merchandise  imported  through 
said  port  was  3,727,500  pesos  (81,863,750),  while  the  imports  of  foreign 
merchandise  amounted  to  2,320,773  pesos  (81,160,386.50). 

IMPROVEMENT  OF  ISTHMIAN  TERMINALS. 

The  Isthmian  defense  commission  charged  with  a  study  of  the 
Mexican  ports  of  Salina  Cruz  and  Coatzacoalcos,  the  Atlantic  and 
Pacific  termini  of  the  Tehuantepec  Railway,  has  concluded  its  study 
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of  conilitions  at  Salina  Cruz  and  will  follow  up  its  investigation  at 
Coatzocoalcos  in  the  near  future.  It  is  estimated  that  the  defense 
works  recoininendcd  will  entail  an  outlay  of  $20,000,000  Mexican. 
Two  3’ears  must  elapse  before  the  preliminary  reports  anil  investiga¬ 
tions  will  he  completed  and  the  actual  constructive  work  begun. 

Plans  for  constructing  at  Salina  Cruz  what  shall  be  tlie  largest  dry 
dock  in  the  world  are  being  prepared  by  the  Mexican  Government, 
and  Coatzacoalcos  has  been  converted  into  a  first-class  deep-water 
harbor.  It  is  the  intention  to  equip  the.se  ports  for  the  adequate 
handling  of  the  enormous  traflic  induced  by  the  opening  of  the  Tehuan¬ 
tepec  line.  A  considerable  part  of  this  traffic  comes  from  Hawaii, 
sugar  being  shipped  to  New  York  over  this  route  in  large  quantities. 

The  new  line  of  steamers  which  a  Chinese  compau}'  has  put  on 
between  China  and  Salina  Cruz  is  expected  to  greatly  develop  this 
trade  route.  A  large  immigration  station  for  Chinese  is  being  built. 

Most  modern  sanitary  metiiods  are  adopted  for  the  benefit  of  the 
ports,  and  pure  drinking  water  is  conveyed  to  Salina  Cruz  in  pipes 
from  a  point  S  miles  distant. 

SILVER  BASIS  OF  THE  STAMP  AND  CUSTOM  TAXES,  JANUARY,  1008. 

The  usual  monthly  circular  issued  by  the  Department  of  Finance 
of  the  Mexican  Rejniblic  announces  that  the  legal  price  per  kilogram 
of  pure  silver  during  the  month  of  Januar}',  1908,  is  $37.21  Mexican 
currency,  according  to  calculations  proA’ided  in  the  decree  of  March 
2.5,  1905.  This  price  will  be  the  basis  for  the  payment  of  the  stamp 
tax  and  customs  duties  when  silver  is  used  throughout  the  Ivcpublic. 

INCREASE  OF  IMPORT  DUTIES  ON  SUGAR. 

The  President  of  the  Mexican  Republic  promulgated  on  December 
21,  1907,  a  law  of  the  National  Congress  amending  paragraph  125  of 
the  customs  tariff  in  force  so  as  to  increase  the  import  duties  on  com¬ 
mon  rock  candy,  and  refined  sugar  of  all  kinds  from  2.50  pesos 
($1.25)  per  100  kilograms,  gross  weight,  to  5.00  pesos  ($2.50)  per  100 
kilograms,  gross  weight.  Said  law  will  become  effective  at  midnight, 
February  15,  1908. 

TURPENTINE  MANUFACTURE. 

A  large  turpentine  factory  has  recently  been  put  into  operation  in 
the  neighborhood  of  Morelia,  State  of  Michoacan,  according  to  the 
“Mexican  Herald”  of  November  4,  1907,  the  intention  of  the  pro¬ 
moters  of  the  enterprise  being  to  turn  out  sufficient  quantities  of  the 
commodity  to  enable  Mexico  to  be  a  factor  in  the  turpentine  market. 
The  capacity  of  the  factory  is  .said  to  be  200,000  gallons  annually. 
The  conditions  for  the  favorable  outcome  of  the  work  are  highly

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favorable  both  by  reason  of  the  large  tracts  of  pine  that  abound  in 
the  State  of  Michoacan  and  the  approaching  completion  of  such  rail¬ 
road  lines  as  will  put  the  product  of  the  factory  on  tlie  market  without 
loss  of  time  or  great  expense. 

LUMBER  MILL  IN  THE  STATE  OF  OAXACA. 

The  erection  and  operation  of  a  fully  equipped  plant  for  the  manu¬ 
facture  of  hubs,  spokes,  rims,  axles,  and  all  kinds  of  wagon  parts  is  to 
be  undertaken  in  the  State  of  Oaxaca  by  a  United  States  compain . 
The  company  has  purchased  12.5,000  acres  of  land  containing  vast 
quantities  of  hard  woods  and  will  put  up  one  of  the  most  modern  and 
complete  plants  in  the  Kepid)lic  not  only  for  the  manufacture  of 
vehicle  parts  but  also  will  eventually  manufacture  furniture.  The 
mill  and  machinery  required  for  the  enterprise  has  already  been  pur¬ 
chased,  the  mill  plant  to  have  a  capacity  of  100,000  feet  of  lumbef 
daily. 

The  company  desires  to  create  a  demand  and  market  in  Mexico  for 
their  entire  output,  but  \\ill  ship  and  export  considerable  cpiantities 
to  the  United  States  and  Europe,  as  their  close  proximity  to  Coatza- 
coalcos  gives  them  great  shipping  advantages. 

THE  PETROLEUM  INDUSTRY. 

The  “  South  American  Journal  *'  for  Xovember  *2.3.  1007,  states 
that  the  plant  for  the  Mexican  oil  industry  which  is  being  installed 
by  Messrs.  S.  Pearson  &  Sons  is  to  be  put  into  operation.  The  be¬ 
ginnings  of  this  iiidustjy'  date  back  for  several  years,  when  experi¬ 
mental  work  was  commenced  by  drilling  on  the  Isthmus  of  Tehuan¬ 
tepec,  and  properties  have  since  boon  opened  up  in  Taba-co  and  Vera¬ 
cruz.  (lovernment  concessions  are  held  by  the  firm  mentioned  in 
the  States  of  Veracruz,  Tabasco.  Chiapas,  and  Campeche,  as  well  as 
in  San  Luis  Potosi  and  in  Tamaulipas.  Over  this  extensive  area. 
Avhich  represents  about  1.000,000  acres,  numerous  indicat i(»ns  of  oil 
have  been  found,  and  as  the  result  of  this  .successful  exploratory  work 
it  was  decided  to  erect  a  large  refinery  at  Minatitlan,  conveniently 
situated  on  the  river  Coatzacoalcos  20  mile=  above  Puerto  Mexico 
(Coatzacoalcos).  the  terminal  port  of  the  Tehuantepec  Paihvay  on 
the  Atlaptic  side. 

This  refinery  and  the  works  connected  with  it  are  rapidly  nearing 
completion  and  it  is  expected  that  it  will  lx*  in  active  operation 
early  in  1008.  The  premises,  which  cover  an  area  of  about  half 
a  square  mile,  are  <1esigned  to  treat  from  .500  to  700  tons  of  oil  ])er 
day.  and  l)oth  in  construction  and  equipment  have  been  designed  on 
the  most  modern  lines.  From  the  refinery  a  main  pipe  line  some  1.5 
miles  long  extereU  into  the  (»il  fields,  and  from  the  terminus  of  the 
main  line  branch  lines  of  pipe  diverge  to  the  three  fields  from  which 
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at  the  outset  the  supplies  of  raw  material  will  he  drawn.  The  neces¬ 
sary  power  and  puuipin«r  i)lant  has  now  been  installed  atid  test  runs 
u'.ade. 

The  storage  tank.'^  include  two  large  tank-  each  of  <i.()(>0  tons  capac¬ 
ity  and  a  main  storage  tank  in  connection  with  the  refinery  itself 
with  a  caitacity  of  lOO.tKtO  totis. 

The  location  of  the  retinery  at  Minatitlan  places  it  not  only  within 
a  diort  distance  of  the  sources  of  supply,  hut  in  an  admirahU*  situa¬ 
tion  to  meet  the  re(|uire!m‘nts  of  transport.  Ships  of  (>.000  to  7.000 
tons  capacity  will  he  able  to  lie  alongside  the  retinery,  and  already  a 
steamer  of  3.000  tons  capacity  has  been  built  l)y  Messrs.  Pearson  I'c 
Sons  for  the  oil  traffic. 

'I'he  oil  from  these  fields  has  a  paraffin  base,  and  is  stated  to  pro¬ 
duce  vei-y  satisfactory  percentages  of  motor  spirit.  Itenzine,  and  illu¬ 
minating  and  lubricating  oils.  ^Mexican  railway  engineers  are  about 
to  em])loy  oil  fuel  on  a  large  scale.  Tbe  older  line.-,  such  as  the  Mexi¬ 
can  and  the  Mexican  ('eiitral.  already  have  satisfa<-tory  experience 
with  li(piid  fuel,  and  all  the  locomotivi*s  of  the  new  Isthmian  IJail- 
Avay  have  been  designed  for  the  employment  of  oil  fuel.  Some  ex¬ 
perimental  employment  of  Mexican  oil  has  Ikhui  made,  but  for  all 
practical  ,j)urposes  the  railway  companies  have  had  to  rely  upon 
import (‘d  Texas  oil.  the  use  of  which  is  accom[)anied  by  a  high  imi)ort 
duty, 

I'he  Mexican  Oil  Company  {Compauht  Me^u(aiia  dc  Petrolco)  has 
at  present  under  exploitation  five  wells,  in  all  of  which  the  oil  rises 
to  the  surface;  three  of  thes<>  wells  are  sittiated  at  the  foot  of  the  La 
Paz  hill  and  twa  in  the  place  called  "  La  I.,aguua."  their  depth  and 
capacity  of  daily  j)roduction  being  as  follows; 
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Well  Xo.  1  has  been  under  exploitation  for  four  years,  and  its  ])ro- 
ducing  capacity  has  not  been  diminished  up  to  the  present  day.  'Well 
Xo.  3  has  two  concentric  tubes  in  order  that  its  boring  may  he  con¬ 
tinued  Avithout  interrupting  its  production;  it  is  expected  that  this 
Avell  Avill  he  able  to  produce  4.000  barrels  daily  Avhen  it  has  a  greater 
depth. 

The  company  has  at  present  tAvo  oil  deposits,  one  with  a  capacity 
for  4.‘)0.000  barrels  and  the  other  for  200.000  barrels.  It  has,  besides, 
seA’eral  steel  tanks  Avith  a  total  capacity  of  300,000  barrels.  Another 
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deposit,  which  will  hiive  a  capacity  for  1.000,000  barrels,  is  being 
excavated.  ^Materials  for  the  construction  of  two  steel  tanks  have 
already  been  received;  these  tanks  will  have  a  capacity  of  oO.OOO  bar¬ 
rels  each,  and  will  be  erected  at  the  station  of  Kbano  on  the  Central 
Railroad. 

Four  thousand  barrels  of  oil  are  delivered  daily  to  the  CVntral  Rail¬ 
road  (\)inpany,  and  in  accordance  with  the  contract  entered  into 
therewith,  this  amount  will  be  increased  to  7.000  barrels.  This  com¬ 
pany  furnishes  oil  also  to  the  navigation,  packing,  and  electric  light 
companies  of  'ramiiico,  their  average  monthly  consumption  amount¬ 
ing  to  l.aOO  barrcF. 

During  tlie  first  six  months  of  1007  the  company  shijiped  to  Xew 
York  and  Eur(»po  :i.010  tons  of  asphalt  and  tons  to  ditferent 

jioints  of  the  Reptiblic. 

I'he  company  (‘inploys  100  skilled  laborers  and  :100  workmen. 

FREE  ENTRY  FOR  GOODS  INTO  QUINTANA-ROO. 

Diario  nfiiiul”  i  l  ivLW  I,  1907.] 

Sole  Article.  During  a  jieriod  of  one  year  computed  from  July  1 
next  the  decree  dated  June  2,  1906,  jmJonging  the  operation  of  decree 
dated  May  30,  190.>,  shall  continue  to  have  effect.  In  virtue  thereof 
foreign  goods  designated,  to  be  in  the  future  designated  by  the  Execu¬ 
tive,  imported  through  the  custom-houses  in  the  territory  of  Quintana- 
Roo  for  consumption  in  that  district  of  the  Republic,  were  to  be 
exempted  from  the  payment  of  import  duty  and  port  dues  of  every 
description. 


NICARAGUA. 

MESSAGE  OF  PRESIDENT  J.  SANTOS  ZELAYA. 

On  December  1,  1907,  the  President  of  Nicaragua  addressed  an 
important  message  to  the  National  Legislative  A.ssembly  in  which  the 
work  of  the  Executive  during  the  two  preceding  years  was  outlined. 

Sjiecial  reference  was  made  to  the  internecine  troubles  of  the  Inde¬ 
pendent  States  of  Central  America  culminating  in  the  Washington 
conference  for  the  maintenance  of  peace. 

In  regard  to  relations  with  the  Ibiited  States,  President  Zelaya 
states  that  “His  Excellency  President  Theodore  Roosevelt  has,  in 
all  recent  Central  American  difficulties,  graciously  offered  his  friendly 
offices  toward  reconciliation.  I  can  assure  you  that  our  relations 
with  the  United  States  of  America  are  sincere  and  cordial,  for  the 
small  differences  that  have  arisen  in  regard  to  some  contracts  ceded 
by  my  Government  to  the  American  citizens,  Herbert  Emery  and 
Samuel  Weil,  will,  I  am  very  coiifident,  be  satisfactorily  adjusted.” 
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lie  also  reports  a  satisfactory  outconie  of  tlie  mission  of  the  Minister 
of  Foreign  Affairs,  Senor  Don  J.  1).  Gamez,  who  visited  the  United 
States  and  Mexico  as  a  personal  and  confidential  afient  for  tiie  purpose 
of  discussing  matters  relating  to  Central  America. 

Tlie  treaty  of  friendship,  commerce,  and  navigation,  as  also  the 
considar  convention  with  tlie  German  Emjiirc,  liave  been  prorouged 
for  ten  years.  Treaties  have  been  agreed  upon  witli  Great  Britain 
covering  the  recognition  of  Nicaraguan  sovereignty  over  tlie  Mosquito 
Reservation  and  tlie  annulment  of  the  port  privileges  of  San  Juan  del 
Norte. 

With  Italy  and  Belgium  treaties  have  been  made  of  friendship, 
commerce,  and  navigation,  covering  also  extradition  and  consular 
convention. 

Imjiortant  steps  are  being  taken  for  the  collection  of  statistics  and 
the  codification  of  coniniercial  laws,  while  legislative  reforms  are 
urgently  recommended  by  the  Executive. 

GOVERNMENT  MONOPOLY  OF  THE  MATCH  INDUSTRY. 

According  to  a  recent  Presidential  decree,  from  January  8,  1908, 
all  consumers  of  matches  in  Nicaragua  must  purchase  these  articles 
from  Government  agents  only.  These  officials  are  empowered  to 
take  over  such  stocks  (at  cost  jirice)  as  may  be  in  the  hands  of 
merchants,  and  also  from  such  imlividiials  who,  in  the  estimation  of 
the  official,  may  have  a  greater  quantity  than  is  deeme<l  necessary  for 
immediate  use.  The  fact  that  these  may  have  been  in  their  pos¬ 
session  one  month  or  one  year  previous  to  that  time,  and  regularly 
entered  at  customs  and  recenpted  for  by  proper  officials,  will  not 
avail.  All  persons  having  such  goods  in  their  possession  on  January 
],  1908,  must  notify  the  Government  agent,  or  be  liable  to  indictment 
as  smugglers  and  punished  as  such. 

At  various  times  the  Government  has  decreed  .similar  monopolies 
upon  certain  products,  such  as  tobacco,  alcohol,  “  aguardiente  ”  (native 
rum),  explosives,  gunpowder,  and  shot,  and  the  revenues  have  been 
collected  by  the  Government  for  a  time,  but  it  has  invariably  resulted 
'  in  being  lea.sed  by  individuals  upon  payment  of  a  specified  sum  or 
annuity  during  the  life  of  the  contract,  and  the  prices  of  the  com¬ 
modities  have  been  excessively  increased.  ^Matches  are  not  manu¬ 
factured  iii  the  Republic  at  the  present  time,  but  it  is  rumored  that 
a  factory  will  soon  be  erected  for  the  purpose,  with  an  up-to-date 
e(}ui})ment.  The  supply  now  comes  principally  from  Sw'eden  and 
Germany,  importsitions  from  the  United  States  during  the  past  year 
amounting  only  to  about  20  per  cent  of  the  total  consumption. 
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THE  EXPLOITATION  OF  NATIONAL  RUBBER  FORESTS. 

On  October  IS,  1007,  the  President  of  the  llepul)lic  of  Nicaragua 
approved  the  charter  of  incor]>oration  of  the  Atlantic  Industrial  Com¬ 
pany,  formed  for  the  pur])ose  of  exploiting  the  national  rubber  forests 
existing  in  the  Department  of  Zelaya,  the  Districts  t)f  Prinsa])otka 
and  Rio  Grande,  and  in  the  Bt»cay  Mountain,  which  comprises  the 
forests  of  Jinotega  and  Comarca,  Cape  Gracias  a  Dios,  and  a  small 
])art  of  the  Department  of  Segovia.  The  company  will  also  engage  in 
other  business  relating  to  the  extraction  and  exportation  of  rubber. 
Its  capital  is  $300,000  and  it  is  the  transferee  of  the  concession  granted 
by  the  Government  to  ^lessrs.  Guerrero  and  Moreira  for  the 
exploitation  of  said  forests  during  ten  years  from  Se])tember  10,  1905. 

TRADE-MARK  LAW. 

[From  the  ■  Official  Gazette"  of  Novenihor  2li.  UW7.] 

Article  1.  The  State  protects  within  its  territory  the  exclusive 
ownership  of  such  trade-marks  as  are  authorized  in  conformity  with 
this  law. 

Art.  2.  A  trade-mark  is  a  special  sign  applied  to  an  agricultural 
or  industrial  article,  or  to  a  commercial  article,  to  warn  the  public 
of  its  origin  and  to  distinguish  it  from  other  prt)ducts  of  the  same  kind. 

Art.  3.  The  designation  of  the  sign  which  shall  constitute  a  trade¬ 
mark  shall  be  made  by  the  producer  of  the  article  to  which  said 
trade-mark  is  to  be  applied,  but  the  following  shall  not  be  used  as 
trade-marks  in  the  Kepuhlic: 

I.  Generic  names,  simple  geographic  names,  and  the  names  of 
individuals  or  associations,  unle.ss  t lie  trade-mark  contains,  in  addi¬ 
tion,  other  distinguishing  characteristics  serving  to  distinguish  the 
article  to  which  it  is  to  be  apiilied. 

II.  All  signs  in-  conllict  with  good  morals  or  wliicli  may  tend  to 
ridicule  ideas,  jiersons,  objects,  or  institutions,  which,  in  the  ojiinion 
of  the  Department  of  Fomento,  are  worthy  of  consideration  by  the 
])eo])le  in  general. 

III.  The  coat  of  aims,  escutcheons,  and  national  emblems. 

IV.  The  coat  of  arms,  escutcheons,  or  emblems  of  nations,  states, 
or  foreign  political  corporations,  without  their  respective  consent. 

V.  The  names,  signatures,  and  pictures  of  living  persons,  without 
their  consent. 

VI.  Trade-marks,  identical  or  substantially  identical  to  tho.se 
already  registered,  whenever  it  is  sought  Ih'  the  former  to  ]>rotect 
products  of  the  same  kind  as  those  protected  by  the  latter. 

Art.  4.  The  Government  shall  establish  a  special  office  for  the 
registration  of  trade-marks.  In  the  meanwhile  the  General  Office 
of  Public  Works  shall  fulfdl  these  duties  and  the  Chief  of  said  office 
shall  make  said  registration. 
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Airr.  o.  A])|)!icati(ms  for  registration  shall  be  made  on  stamped 
[)aper  of  the  sixth  class  and  tiled  in  the  I)e])artment  of  Fomenti>, 
signet!  by  the  part}  in  intert'st,  or  by  his  attorney,  Athtt  shall  have  at 
least  an  anthenlie  power  of  attorney,  and  said  application  shall 
contain  the  following: 

{a)  The  name  of  the  owner  of  the  trade-mark,  his  domicile  and 
nationality. 

(b)  The  name  and  place  of  the  mamifactoiy  t)r  establishment  in 
which  the  article  to  vhich  said  mark  is  to  be  ap])lied  is  ])rodnced. 

(c)  The  designation  and  descrij)ti()n  of  the  articles  or  products 
sought  to  be  distinguished  by  means  of  the  trade-mark. 

(d)  The  description  of  the  tradtMnark,  illustrated  with  a  facsimile 
of  the  same  reproduced  in  tri])licate. 

(c)  In  case  the  trade-mark  is  indented  or  in  relief,  or  should  it  rep¬ 
resent  any  other  characteristics  that  can  not  he  made  known  in  a 
graphic  manner,  two  identical  cnpies  shall  be  filed  setting  forth  all  the 
particulars  and  details. 

Art.  6.  The  fet*  for  tlie  registration  of  trade-marks  is  $2."),  renewable 
every  ten  years.  Delay  in  the  renewal  docs  not  forfeit  the  right  to 
exclusive  use  of  the  trade-mark,  but  until  said  renewal  is  made  the 
party  in  interest  is  not  entitled  to  j)rt»secute  counterfeiters  of  the 
trade-mark  and  of  the  article  protected  thereby. 

Akt.  7.  After  the  application  for  the  registration  of  a  trade-mark 
has  been  filed  the  Department  of  Fomento  shall  recpiest  infonnation 
of  the  chief  of  the  registration  office.  This  officer  shall  examine  the 
documents  filed  in  order  to  satisfy  himself  as  to  whether  the  legal 
recpiisites  have  been  complied  with  and  shall  make  the  proper  report 
within  three  days.  In  case  of  a  favorable  report  the  Minister  of 
Fomonto  shall  give  the  order  for  registration  after  the  respective  fees 
hace  been  paid. 

Art.  8.  The  registration  of  a  trade-mark  shall  alwaj’s  be  made 
witliout  prejudice  to  third  persons  and  under  the  exclusive  respon¬ 
sibility  of  the  applicant. 

Aut.  9.  After  the  registration  the  chief  of  the  office  shall  issue,  in 
I'avt)!’  of  the  party  in  interest,  a  certified  copy  of  the  registration, 
written  on  stamped  paper  of  the  first  class,  and  said  document  shall 
constitute  the  title  to  the  exclusive  use  of  the  trade-mark. 

Art.  10.  Such  C[uestions  as  might  arise  com^erning  the  right  to 
the  exclusive  use  of  the  trade-mark  or  concerning  the  priority  of  the 
registration  thereof  and  of  its  identity  with  others  already  registered 
shall  be  decided  liv  the  common  courts. 

Art.  11.  Whenever  there  has  been  a  controversy  before  the  court 
the  judgment  rendered  shall  be  inserted  in  the  certificate  of  regis¬ 
tration. 
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Art.  12.  Whenever  the  application  for  the  trade-mark  referred  to 
in  article  .5  is  tiled  the  Department  shall  cause  the  same  to  b'e  pub- 
Hshed  in  the  oflicial  newspaper  three  times  in  succession.  At  the 
exjiiration  of  ninety  days,  if  no  opposition  has  been  made,  the  Depart¬ 
ment  shaP.  decide  to  jrrant  to  the  applicant  the  title  of  ownership  of 
the  trade-mark,  which  shall  be  written  on  a  .sheet  of  stamped  paper 
of  the  first  class. 

Art.  13.  When  there  is  opposition  the  Department  shall  direct 
the  parties  in  interest  to  discuss  their  rights  before  the  proper  common 
court  and  .shall  only  issue  the  title  to  the  person  wliom  the  court 
declares  to  have  the  best  right  to  it. 

Art.  Id.  Trade-marks  shall  not  be  transferred  except  with  the 
establishment  in  which  the  articles  to  wb.ich  they  apply  are  produced. 
Therefore,  the  transfer  of  a  trade-mark  carries  with  it  the  right  of 
industrial  or  commercial  exj)loitation  of  the  products  protected 
thereb}'.  The  transfer  is  not  subject  to  any  sjiecial  formality  and 
shall  be  made  in  accordance  with  the  common  law,  but  it  mast  be 
registered  in  the  trade-mark  oflice,  since  without  this  requisite  it  is 
not  valid  as  against  third  parties. 

Art.  1.5.  The  registration  of  a  trade-mark  shall  be  void  whenever 
made  in  violation  of  this  law,  as  well  as  when  the  registered  trade¬ 
mark  has  been  previously  registered  by  some  one  else,  in  which  case 
it  shall  be  judicially  declared  void  at  the  request  of  the  party  in 
interest. 

The  decision  of  nullity  shall  be  made  known  to  the  Department  of 
Fomento  by  the  judge  or  court  who  lias  taken  cognizance  of  the  same 
in  the  last  hearing. 

Art.  16.  The  action  requesting  the  nullity  of  the  registration  of 
the  trade-mark  may  lie  tried  by  any  one  who  considers  himself 
injured  thereby,  as  well  as  by  the  Government  attorney  in  case  the 
public  interest  is  involved. 

Art.  17.  Controversies  concerning  nullity  referred  to  in  the  fore¬ 
going  article  shall  be  decided  by  the  common  courts,  and  the  judg¬ 
ments  contained  in  said  decision  shall  be  registered  in  the  respective 
office. 

Art.  is.  'J'he  billowing  shall  be  considered  to  have  committed  the 
offense  referred  to  in  article  319  of  the  iienal  code  and  shall  be  pun¬ 
ished  by  the  penalties  established  therein: 

(a)  Whoever  applies  to  the  articles  or  objects  which  he  sells  or 
manufactures  any  trade-mark  already  legally  registered  in  favor  of 
another  person. 

(b)  Whoever  ajiplies  to  the  articles  or  objects  which  he  sells  or 
produces  any  trade-mark  which  is  an  imitation  of  one  legally  regi.s- 
tered  in  such  a  way  that  it  might  at  first  sight  be  taken  for  the  lawful 
one.

(c)  ^Vhocver  applies  to  the  aforesaid  artieles  any  trade-mark 
■whicli,  tlionirh  lofrally  re^ristered,  is  made  to  appear  as  another  by 
means  of  any  addition,  suhtraetion,  or  alteration. 

{(1)  ^Vhoever  ])iits  on  sale  or  eireulates  artieles  hearing;  the  trade¬ 
marks  referred  to  in  the  forejroing  sections. 

Art.  10.  Artii'les  or  o])jeets  that  are  the  .subject-matter  of  the 
olfenses  referred  to  in  the  foregoing  article  are  subject  to  contiseation, 
but  whenever  the  owner  of  a  legally  registered  trade-mark  is  the 
accuser  he  shall  be  entitled  to  the  adjudication  in  his  favor  of  all  the 
])roduets  found  bearing  the  legal  trade-mark,  whether  they  are  in  the 
j)ossession  of  the  delinquent  or  in  ])ossession  of  a  commission  mer¬ 
chant  or  eon.signee. 

Art.  20.  The  trade-marks  shall  be  ke})t  jicrmanently  in  the  regis¬ 
tration  office  as  well  as  the  books  in  w  hich  the  corresj)onding  details 
of  the  trade-marks  are  recorded,  and  both  shall  be  examined  b}^  who¬ 
ever  desires  to  do  so  during  certain  hours  set  apart  to  that  end,  and 
certified  copies  of  the  registration  may  be  had  at  the  exj)ense  of  the 
applicant  on  payment  of  !?1  for  each  certification  issued  in  addition 
to  the  expense  of  making  the  copy. 

Art.  21.  The  shape,  color,  statements,  or  designations,  if  they  do 
not  constitute  by  themselves  the  e.ssential  characteristics  of  the 
special  commercial  article  of  the  industrial  product,  shall  not  be  con¬ 
sidered  as  a  trade-mark. 

Art.  22.  The  duration  of  the  ownershij)  of  trade-marks  is  indefi¬ 
nite,  hut  when  the  establishment,  manufactory,  or  business  in  which 
said  trade-mark  is  used  has  been  closed  or  the  production  suspended 
for  more  than  a  year  the  trade-mark  shall  be  considered  abandoned. 

Art.  23.  Drawings  and  industrial  facsimiles  are  comprised  in  the 
provisions  of  this  law. 

Art.  24.  The  provisions  of  the  present  law  shall  be  a])plicd  when¬ 
ever  they  are  not  in  conflict  with  international  pacts  on  the  matter, 
especially  concerning  trade-marks  entered  into  during  the  Second 
International  American  Conference  of  January  27,  1902. 

Art.  2o.  This  law  shall  become  effective  from  the  date  of  its  jHihli- 
cation  in  the  “Official  Gazette.'’ 
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THE  PORT  OF  BOCAS  DEL  TORO,  1007. 

United  States  Consul  James  C.  Kellogg,  of  Colon,  furnishes  the 
following  information  concerning  the  trade  of  Bocas  del  Toro,  Panama, 
for  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  1907 : 

“The  value  of  the  imports  into  the  port  of  Bocas  del  Toro  during 
the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  1907,  amounted  to  S968,409,  an  increase 
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of  .Sl<»7,o35  over  the  correspoiidiiij;  period  of  IhOti.  The  imports  con¬ 
sisted  of  232,209  paeka<;es  of  ^enei'al  merchandise,  valued  at  SS41,941 , 
and  411,1 19  euhie  feet  of  luml)er,  worth  S120,40S.  The  <ri‘f‘atest  por¬ 
tion  of  the  imports  came  from  the  Ihrited  Stat(‘s,  and  cf)nsisted  ehiefly 
of  heer,  hridj^e  material,  vefietahles,  cotton  ^oods,  clothing,  coal, 
canned  <;oods,  confeetutnerv,  flour,  furniture,  lumher,  maeliinerv, 
shoes,  etc.  The  imports  from  Europe  wore  ale,  jewelry,  laces,  matclies, 
p<*rfumery,  noticms.  stationery,  etc.,  and  from  the  West  Indies  eane 
sujrar,  rum,  eij^ars,  and  cigarettes. 

‘‘The  exj)orts  from  the  port  during  the  year  amounted  to  .S839,037, 
a  decrease  of  .So90,8r)0  as  compared  with  the  fiscal  year  1996.  The 
articles  were:  Bananas,  valued  at  8803,120;  cocoa,  -Sl.OGO;  sarsa]>a- 
rilla,  Sll.SOl;  eoeoanuts,  .8840;  hides,  S270;  ruhher.  .80,908;  shells, 
813,400,  and  dried  turtle  meat.  8870.  With  the  exception  of  bananas, 
which  went  to  the  Enited  States,  the  entire  exports  wen*  shipped  to 
Europe.  In  the  coming  year  it  is  ex|>eeted  that  bananas  will  bo 
shipj)ed  to  Europe,  and  in  order  to  meet  the  demands  of  the  expected 
increase  of  commerce  the  Ilamburg-American  Line  is  building  steam¬ 
ers  to  be  etpiipped  with  refrigerating  apparatus,  and  these  vessels 
will  be  put  into  the  trade  to  carry  banana  cargoes. 

‘‘The  United  States  <»utranked  all  other  countries  in  the  trade  with 
Boeas  del  Toro,  notwithstanding  the  large  number  of  Europeans  en¬ 
gaged  in  business  there  and  who,  to  a  certain  extent,  create  a  demand 
for  European  goods.  The  pojjulation  of  Boeas  del  Toro  is  4,9.-)4,  of 
whieli  2,272  are  Europeans,  .^0  are  Americans,  anti  the  remainder 
natives  of  Panama  and  the  other  Central  American  States.  In  the 
interior,  on  the  banana  farms,  are  thousands  of  Jamaicans  and  many 
Americans  and  other  foreigners.”

All  persons  desiring  to  export  merchandise  to  any 
port  of  the  Republic  .shall  present  to  the  consular  agent  or  the  person 
acting  in  his  stead,  in  the  place  where  the  shipment  is  to  be  made, 
an  invoice  in  quadruplicate  wherein  shall  be  stated: 

The  name  of  the  exporter,  place  of  origin,  the  name  of  the  person 
to  whom  the  merchandise  is  sent,  the  name  of  the  port  to  which  it  is 
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sent,  and  the  name  of  the  ves-el :  the  marks  on  the  parcels,  their 
re>])eetive  miml>ers,  a  description  of  the  merchandise,  witli  the  orij;- 
inal  prices,  the  total  weight  in  kilograms,  tlie  number  of  bottles  or 
half  bottles  contained  in  each  ca-e  <*r  barrel,  if  the  merchandise  con¬ 
sist  of  lifpiid  substances,  and  the  e(|uivaient  in  liters. 

It  is  hereby  prohibited  to  enter  in  tlie  same  invoice  ])arcels  witli 
different  destinations,  or  for  dilferent  owners  or  consignees,  even 
though  the  point  of  destination  were  the  same. 

('onsular  invoices  made  out  without  the  recpiisites  herein  prescribed 
shall  he  subject  to  a  fine  ecpial  to  .5  per  cent  of  the  total  value  of  the 
invoice. 

Art.  2.  Imjiort  duties  shall  be  collected  as  heretofore,  in  accord¬ 
ance  with  the  laws  ii\  force;  Provided,  funverer,  That  from  the  publi¬ 
cation  of  the  present  decree  no  allowance  or  reduction  shall  be  nuule 
for  damages,  breakages,  leakages,  or  other  injuries,  whatever  their 
nature:  And  pt'orldcd  further,  That  no  attention  shall  be  given  to 
claims  wherein  the  refund  of  duties  jiaid  is  .sought.

The  collection  of  dutie.s  upon  tobacco,  cigars,  and  ciga¬ 
rettes  shall  be  put  into  elfect  upon  the  goods  as  they  are  sold;  that 
is  to  .'-ay,  with  the  bf).\es  or  packages  containing  them,  and  excluding 
from  the  impost  the  larger  boxes  or  jiackings  which  contain  the 
former  smaller  ones. 
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PROJECTED  BANK  OF  THE  REPUBLIC 

On  December  2,  lt*07,  the  Paraguayan  Congress  met  in  extraor¬ 
dinary  session  to  receive  a  project  from  the  Government  for  the 
creation  of  a  mixed  bank  to  be  called  ‘‘Banco  de  la  Eepuhlica''  (P>ank 
of  the  Republic).  The  main  points  in  the  project  are: 

Period  of  continuance,  fifty  years;  the  syndicate  to  subscribe  the 
first  series  of  the  capital  of  S4, 000, 000  gold;  iii)  other  bank  to  be 
granted  the  same  privileges:  capital  to  be  S20,000,000  gold,  in 
series,  the  first  to  be  of  $6,000,000,  of  which  the  Government  is  to  take 
S2, 000, 000  and  the  .syndicate,  $4,000,000;  the  privileges  of  the  bank 
to  be  the  issue  of  notes  and  bonds,  to  be  intrusted  with  the  Treasury 
operations,  ami  to  l>e  the  financial  agent  of  the  State;  all  public  funds 
to  be  deposited  therein;  to  establish  a  mortgage  section  with  the 
right  to  i.ssue  cedulas:  freedom  from  all  taxation;  the  notes  is.sued 
by  the  bank  to  be  convertible  at  par,  each  dollar  paper  having,  a 
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value  of  10  cents  gold;  these  m)tes  to  be  received  by  the  State  and 
private  individuals  as  gold  up  to  !51,000;  the  bank  to  bold  a  gold 
reserve  equivalent  to  a  third  of  its  note  issue;  to  have  the  sole  right 
to  issue  nickel  coins  and  silver  coins  of  and  S2;  the  Government 
to  name  three  directors,  and  the  shareholders  six;  10  per  cent  of  the 
profits  to  go  to  the  reserve  fund  until  this  readies  20  per  cent  of  the 
capital;  a  conversion  fund  to  be  openetl,  to  ■which  10  per  cent  of  the 
profits  are  to  go,  as  well  as  the  product  of  the  export  tax  on  hides, 
and  which  is  to  be  used  solely  for  conversion  of  the  actual  paper 
currency;  all  old  paper  currencj'^  paid  in  for  account  of  the  conversion 
at  the  rate  of  10  cents  gold  per  dollar  to  be  destroyed;  the  State  to 
gradually  increase  the  conversion  fund  in  the  proportion  necessary 
to  cancel  the  present  issue  within  eight  years. 


PERU. 

TREATY  WITH  BOLIVIA. 

The  following  treaty  of  commerce  and  customs  w^as  concluded 
between  Peru  and  Bolivia  on  November  27,  190.5;  ratifications 
exchange*!  in  Lima  on  January  .30,  1906;  and  publication  made  in 
“Ef  Pfniano”  of  February  14,  1906. 

Article  I.  Peru  and  Bolivia  hereby  establish  their  commercial 
relations  on  the  basis  of  perfect  reciprocity. 

Art.  II.  Both  countries  grant  free  commercial  transit  of  all  natural 
or  manufactured  products  of  either  of  them  as  well  as  those  of  foreign 
countries  imported  through  the  routes  of  Mollendo  and  Puno  to 
La  Paz  and  Mollendo  to  Pelechuco,  via  Cojate,  and  vice  versa.

Art.  V.  Cattle  of  every  clescription  intended  for  consumption  in 
Peru  or  Bolivia,  crossing  the  territory  of  the  other  country  in  transit, 
shall  not  be  liable  to  any  charges,  except  the  local  rates  which  are  or 
may  hereafter  be  established  on  the  transit  of  cattle  originating  from 
the  country  collecting  the  tax. 

Art.  VL  For  the  mutual  convenience  of  the  inhabitants  of  the 
contiguous  zones  of  the  Republics,  the  importation  of  the  following 
articles,  if  proceeding  from  either  of  the  two  eountries,  shall  be  free 
from  all  fiscal  or  municipal  tax,  whether  in  Peru  or  in  Bolivia,  and  also 
exempted  from  the  production  of  all  consular  or  customs  documents. 
Fresh  fruits,  fresh  fish,  fresh  shrimps,  fresh  meat,  cheese,  milk,  eggs, 
potatoes,  cliuho,  quinua,  enriogna,  maize,  barley  in  the  grain.  Nor 
.shall  any  fi.scal  or  municipal  tax  be  levied  in  either  country  on  the 
specified  quantities  of  the  following  products:  Mutton  up  to  10  kilo¬ 
grams;  drie«l  meat  and  gi-eaves  {cMcharrones)  up  to  23  kilograms; 
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blitter  up  to  6  kilograms;  wool  of  sheep,  alpacas,  or  lamas  up  to  12 
kilograms;  ox  hides  or  sheep  skins  up  to  23  kilograms;  eoea  up  to  12 
kilograms;  cocoa  up  to  6  kilograms;  colTee  up  to  12  kilograms;  and 
chocolate  up  to  5  kilograms.

Art.  VIII.  The  treaty  dated  June  7,  1881,  is  hereby  wholly 
abolished,  as  well  as  the  additional  protocols  thereto. 

Art.  IX.  After  the  approval  hereof  and  the  exchange  of  ratifica¬ 
tions,  the  present  treaty  shall  take  effect  from  July  1  ne'xt,  the  com¬ 
mercial  treaty  of  1881  being,  therefore,  maintained  until  that  date. 

Art.  X.  The  present  treaty  shall  be  bimling  for  five  years  and  shall 
be  deemed  to  continue  indefinitely  unless  either  of  the  two  contracting 
parties  shall  have  given  a  year’s  notice  in  advance  to  terminate  the 
same. 

STEAMSHIP  SERVICE  BETWEEN  NEW  YORK  AND  CALLAO. 

With  tlie  inauguration  of  the  new  steamshii)  service  between  New 
York  and  Callao  by  the  National  Steamship  and  Floating  Dock  Com¬ 
pany  of  Callao  {Compahta  Xacional  de  Vapores  y  Dique  del  Callao) 
via  Panama,  a  great  economic  advance  in  the  commercial  intercourse 
of  the  two  sections  will  be  brought  about.  This  enterprise,  which 
will,  it  is  anticipated,  be  in  full  operation  early  in  1008,  is  capitalized 
for  $]o,000,()00  and  is  to  receive  a  subsidy  from  the  Peruvian  Govern¬ 
ment  of  .?  1,500, 000.  Fast  .steamers  are  now  under  construction  for 
the  line  in  England  and  the  j)urpose  is  to  make  the  run  from  Panama 
to  Callao  in  five  instead  of  eleven  or  twelve  days,  as  at  present. 

Callao  is  the  largest  j)ort  on  the  Pacific  between  San  Francisco  and 
Valparaiso  and  a  great  impetus  will  be  afforded  to  its  development 
through  the  greater  expedition  in  the  dispatch  of  its  business  rela¬ 
tions  with  the  j)orts  of  Europe  and  the  United  States  afl’orded  by  this 
new  steamship  route. 

CUSTOMS  REVENUES  OF  IQUITOS,  FIRST  TEN  MONTHS  OF  1907. 

The  revenues  collected  at  the  Iluvial  custom-house  of  Iquitos,  Peru, 
during  the  first  ten  months  of  1907,  amounted  to  £217,363.3.33,  as 
compared  with  £139,754.8.32,  sum  collected  in  the  same  period  of 
1906. 

RAILROAD  FROM  CUZCO  TO  LA  CONVENCION. 

On  September  12,  1907,  the  Chamber  of  Deputies  of  the  Peruvian 
Congress  approved  a  bill  j)roviding  for  the  construction  of  a  railroad 
line  which,  starting  from  the  city  of  Cuzco  and  passing  through  the 
Provinces  of  Calca  and  I'ruhamba,  or  Anta  and  Urubamba,  shall 
terminate  at  the  city  of  Santa  Ana,  capital  of  the  Province  of  La 
Convencion.

EXPORTS  OF  RUBBER  GOODS. 

Figures  showing  tlie  values  of  exports  of  ruliher  goods  from  tlie 
United  States  give  :i  grand  total  of  SO, 214, Kill  in  the  fiscal  year  ended 
June  30,  1907,  as  compared  with  .So,692,38o  in  the  preceding  twelve 
months. 

The  distrihution  was  as  follows:  To  Europe,  •S2,9,)0.1S4;  North 
America,  $2,070, 2.>.5;  South  America,  $2ol,.S32;  Asia,  $3o9,41S; 
Oceania,  $435,478;  Africa,  $141,743. 

With  the  exception  of  Canada,  which  received  United  States  rubber 
manufactures  to  the  A’ahieof  $1 ,040,059,  Mexico  was  the  leading  im¬ 
porter  of  this  class  of  mechandise  in  America!  the  total  purchases 
representing  $550,801.  The  ligunvs  reported  for  the  United  Kingdom 
are  alone  in  exce.ss  of  the  (wo  notetl,  being  .$1,014,510.

CUSTOMS  RECEIPTS,  TEN  MONTHS  OF  1907. 

Uruguayan  customs  receipts  for  October,  1907,  aggregated  $1,014,- 
719.84,  as  compared  with  $1,127,.SS9  in  the  same  month  of  1900,  a 
decrease  of  $113,109  being  thus  indicated. 

For  the  ten  months  ending  October,  1907,  the  receipts  show  a  gain 
of  $205,232  as  compared  with  the  corresponding  period  of  the  preced¬ 
ing  year,  the  totals  for  the  two  years  being  $11,271,871  and  $11,000,- 
039,  respectively,  from  January  to  October,  inclusive. 

TAX  ON  FOREIGN  INSURANCE  COMPANIES. 

Among  the  proA’isions  of  the  t'ruguayan  ta.x  law  for  l‘.»08,  as  sub¬ 
mitted  by  the  legislature  to  the  Oovernment  and  practically  sanc¬ 
tioned,  is  a  clause  Avhereby  the  tax  on  (lie  premiums  of  foreign  insur¬ 
ance  companies  in  the  Republic  is  raisi'd  from  3  to  7  per  cent.  Both 
domestic  and  foreign  companies  are  leciuired  to  deposit  guarantees 
for  considerable  amounts.

MUNICIPAL  REVENUES  OF  MONTEVIDEO. 

The  revenue  of  the  inunieipiility  of  Montevideo  during  190o-6 
amounted  to  SI, -446, 108.74,  as  compared  with  .81,26.5,2.50.09  in  the 
])rece<ling  fiscal  year.  It  was  the  largest  recorded  rev'enue  in  seven 
years.

SURTAX  ON  IMPORT  DUTIES. 

A  govermental  decree  dated  XovemI)er  14,  1907,  imposes  tlie  fol¬ 
lowing  surtaxes  on  various  articles  imported  into  Venezuela: 

Surtax  of  10  per  cent  of  the  customs  duty:  Maize,  rice,  and  wheat 
in  the  grain;  beans  (liaricot  and  Lima);  black-eye  pea.se;  lentils;  hogs’ 
lard;  butter;  beer. 

Surtax  of  2.5  i)er  cent  of  the  customs  duty:  Common  bottles  of 
ordinary  black  or  transparent  glass  suitable  for  bottling  licpiors; 
.sterilized  milk  ami  aerated  waters;  sheet  gla.ss  or  crystal  not  .silvered, 
white  or  colored;  jxttatoes;  saddletrees  or  frames;  raw  eotton;  straw 
hats,  untrimmeil;  brown  and  wood-pulp  paper. 

TARIFF  MODIFICATIONS. 

(''Gariln  Ofiriiil"  X(«.  101'2.5,  of  Jiily  12,  19117.) 

This  resolution  provides  that  used  empty  bags  introduced  f^om 
abroad  for  exporting  therein  cotton  seed  produced  in  the  country  are 
to  be  cleared  through  the  customs  of  the  Republic,  free  from  ])ayment 
of  import  duties,  after  due  examination,  and  .subject  to  importers 
furnishing  jiroof  that  the  bags  are  intended  for  .said  purpose. 

Gdccta  Ofirial'’  Xo.  lOl.V).  of  August  10,  1907.) 

Inasmuch  as  the  pre.sent  customs  import  tariff  law  contains  no 
reference  to  the  substance  known  as  “white  lioman  cement,’’  gener¬ 
ally  intended  to  be  used  in  manufacturing  moldings,  etc.,  for  build¬ 
ings,  the  pre.sent  resolution  provides  that  white  cement,  or  'Ustrica- 
tina,''  imported  through  the  custom-houses  of  the  Kepublic,  shall  be 
assessed  under  Class  II  of  the  tariff. 

(Gacfin  Oficitd"  No.  !01M.  of  Sojjti-mlK'r  10,  1907.) 

The  undermentioned  articles,  not  being  specially  provided  for  in 
the  existing  customs  law,  intended  for  u.se  in  breweries  of  the  country 
.shall,  on  importation,  be  included  in  the  following  classes  of  the 
tariff:  ^Vnhydrous  ammoniac  gas  for  the  manufacture  of  ice,  in 
Class  II;  chloride  of  calcium  for  the  manufacture  of  ice,  in  Class  III; 
malted  or  roasted  barley  in  the  grain  for  the  manufacture  of  beer,  in 
Class  II;  fin  and  cork  b.ottle  stoppers  bearing  the  name  of  the  factory 
intending  to  use  them,  in  Class  IV.

('onsul  Alfred  A.  AVinslow,  of  Valparaiso,  states  that  from  1830 
until  1907  tlic  nitrate  fields  of  Peru  and  Chile  have  produced 
3C..44.3,327  tons  of  nitrate,  valued  at  Sl,l  12,728,7()o  luiited  States 
}::old.  He  adds: 

‘‘About  two-fifths  of  this  was  produced  diirino;  the  last  ten  years. 
There  has  been  much  said  about  the  exhaustion  of  the  nitrate  mines 
or  beds,  but  from  the  best  information  obtainable  they  are  good  for 
two  hundred  or  three  hundred  years,  even  at  double  the  production, 
which  is  about  2,000,000  tons  ])er  year.  Fully  one-half  the  produc¬ 
tion  has  been  net  jirotit,  but  a  new  process  has  been  invented  that 
will  do  for  the  nitrate  business  what  the  cyanide  process  diil  for  the 
gold  production.  Heretofore  from  9  to  10  per  cent  has  been  left  in 
the  waste,  but  with  the  new  process  it  is  claimed  that  there  will  not 
be  a  loss  of  2  per  cent  and  at  a  less  cost  of  production  than  by  the 
old  method.  Even  the  waste  or  tailings  can  be  worked  with  a  great 
profit.”

RENTAS  ADUANERAS  EN  LOS  PRIMEROS  OOHO  Y  NUEVE  MESES 

DE  1907. 

I.,as  aduanas  do  la  Republica  de  Chile  recaudaron  durante  los  ocho 
primeros  meses  de  1907  una  renta  total  de  70,11 7,1  o3. 75  pesos,  en 
comparacion  con  la  cantidad  de  61,839,696.89  pesos  percibidos  en  el 
mismo  periodo  de  1906,  siendo  el  aumento,  por  lo  tanto,  do  8,277,- 
456.86  pesos.  La  recaudacion  del  mes  de  agosto  de  1907  ascendio 
11  9,082,241.81  pesos,  en  comparacion  con  6,782,166.82  pesos  en  el 
mismo  mes  del  ano  1906. 

Durante  los  nueve  primeros  meses  de  1907  la  renta  recaudada 
fue  de  78,371,977.96  pesos,  contra  la  de  68,963,529.72  pesos  co- 
rrespondiente  al  mismo  periodo  de  1906,  6  sea  un  aumento  de 
9,408,448.24  pesos.

de  IS  peniques,  respectivamente,  por  (piintal  de  lino  tascado  y  espa¬ 
dillado.

ECUADOR. 

EXFOSICldN  NACIONAL  DE  1909. 

Con  fecha  31  de  octubre  de  1907,  el  Ejecutivo  de  la  Republica  del 
Ecuador  dicto  el  decreto  cuyo  texto  se  publica  a  continuacion,  relative 
a  la  celebracion  de  una  exposicum  nacional  en  Quito  en  el  aho  1909: 

“Eloy  Alfaro,  Presidente  Constitucional  de  la  Republica,  con- 
siderando  que  el  Congreso  de  1902  dispuso  en  su  decreto  de  10  de 
octubre,  que  se  celebrara  una  exposiciiin  nacional,  en  la  capital  de  la 
Republica,  el  10  de  agosto  del  aho  venidero  de  1909,  centenario  pri- 
mero  del  primer  grito  de  independencia  de  la  America,  dado  en  Quito 
el  10  de  agosto  de  1809,  y  r^ue  nada  mas  digno  y  provechoso  que  con- 
memorar  tan  magno  y  glorioso  acontecimiento,  con  el  concurso  de 
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todas  las  fuerzas  de  actividad  de  los  pueblos  de  la  Republica,  en  la 
labor  civilizadora  de  su  propio  progreso  y  engrandecimiento,  decreta: 

“Art.  1°.  Preparese,  desde  ahora,  por  el  Supremo  Gobierno,  las 
autoridades  todas  y  los  pueblos  de  la  Republica,  una  exposicion  na- 
cional  que  se  instalara  en  Quito  y  se  abrira  el  dia  10  de  agosto  de  1909. 

“Art.  2".  El  Gobierno  del  Ecuador  construira  por  su  cuenta,  y  en 
el  lugar  conveniente  del  ejido  de  la  ciuda<l  de  Quito,  el  gran  edificio  6 
pabellon  nacional  de  la  exposicion,  y  los  edificios  secundarios,  galerlas 
establas,  j)esebres,  etc.,  destinados  a  la  exliibicion  de  animales. 

“Art.  .3”.  El  Gobierno  costeara  el  trasporte,  a  la  capital  de  la  Re¬ 
publica  desde  la  capital  de  cada  Provincia,  de  los  objetos  de  exliibicion. 

“Art.  4”.  El  concejo  municipal  de  la  ciudad  de  Quito,  por  si,  y  con 
la  cooperacion  efectiva  y  eficaz  del  vecindario,  propendera,  desde 
ahora,  y  en  la  medida  de  lo  posible,  al  embellecimiento,  aseo,  y  sanea- 
miento  de  esta  capital,  y  emprenderii,  desde  ahora  tambien,  en  la  plan- 
tacion  de  una  gran  alameda  que,  partiendo  de  la  calle  proxima  respec- 
tiva,  siga  por  una  otro  lado  del  gran  Parque  Xacional,  y  converja 
hacia  la  carretera  del  norte,  a  las  orillas  del  cual  camino  piiblico 
continara  la  dicha  alameda  liasta  Cotocollao.  Esta  alameda  sera 
plantada  con  arboles  adultos  dc  una  especie  conveniente. 

“Art.  5".  Para  la  direccion  de  los  trabajos  y  labores  preparato- 
rios,  organizacion  y  reglamentacibn  general  y  especial  de  la  exposi¬ 
cion  nacional,  recepcion  y  clasificacion  de  objetos,  etc.,  se  consti- 
tuye  un  comite  central  en  la  capital  de  la  Republica,  compuesto  de 
treinta  ciudadanos  notables,  residentes  en  Quito,  que  tendnin  la 
representacion  de  todas  las  provincias  de  la  Republica,  dos  por  cada 
una  de  estas. 

“Los  miembros  principales  de  este  comit4  y  los  sustitutos  6  suplen- 
tes  seriin  nombrados  por  el  Gobierno,  quien  elegira  de  entre  los 
mismos  de  la  junta  ilirectiva.

Son  miembros  natos  de  los 
comites  jirovinciales:  El  Gobernador  de  la  provincia  respectiva;  el 
jiresidente  y  dos  miembros  delegados  del  concejo  municipal  del  canton 
cabecera  de  la  provincia,  un  delegado  por  cada  uno  de  los  otros  i;on- 
cejos  cantonales,  y  dos  miembros  delegados  por  cada  camara  de  las 
de  agricultura,  comercio  6  industria  si  las  hubiere.  Cada  comit4 
provincial,  asi  constitiudo  con  sus  miembros  natos,  nombrara,  en 
junta  preparatoria,  el  numero  de  las  personas  notables  de  la  provincia. 
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6  del  liigar  que  scan  iieccsarias  para  completar  15  luienibros,  do  quo 
del)e  constar.  Los  comitos  provincialos  haran  su  roglainonto  interior 
y  do  trabajo  y  noinbraran  siis  juntas  direotivas  y  sus  comisionos 
espocialos. 

“Art.  8”.  Los  ooncojos  municipales  do  oada  Provincia  votanin, 
dosdo  aliora,  las  sumas  do  dinoro  con  las  cualcs  tionon  do  oontribuir 
a  los  f;;astos  do  coloccion,  olasificacion,  ompa(iuo,  etc.,  do  los  objotos, 
productos,  obras,  etc.,  (|Uo  haya  do  exhibir  la  provincia  rospoctiva, 
y  del  costo  do  su  rcspoctivo  pabellon  (jue  so  construira  on  ol  area  do 
torrono  del  cainpo  do  la  oxposicion,  cjue  dosifjno  ol  Gobiorno.

CONDICIONES  ECONOMICAS. 

El  Senor  VfcToii  Ageilar  Pelaez,  Consid  do  la  Repiiblica  de 
Guatemala  on  laverpool  y  Manchester,  ha  puhlicado  un  interesante 
follelo  quo  contiene  informes  relatives  il  los  recursos  naturales  j  al 
actual  estado  economico  de  diclia  Repuhlica. 

lias  importaciones,  cuyo  valor  on  1906  ascendio  a  $7,220,759  cn  oro, 
representahan  casi  toda  clase  de  articulos  de  fahrica  extranjera,  tales 
como  maquinaria,  generos  de  lana,  de  algodon,  seda  y  lino,  sombreros 
de  todas  clases,  comestibles,  vinos  y  licores,  substancias  alimenticias 
en  conserva,  articulos  de  porcolana,  loza  do  barro,  de  vidrio,  articidos 
de  ferreteria,  merceria,  ])ianos,  carruajes,  articidos  tie  billares,  instru- 
mentos  musicos,  cuatlros,  barnices,  medicinas,  perfumeria,  joyeria, 
piedras  preciosas,  articulos  de  fantasia,  etc. 

Los  siguientes  paises  en  el  orden  de  su  importancia  suministraron 
los  precitados  articulos:  Estados  luddos,  Alemania,  Inglaterra,  Fran- 
cia,  Italia,  Espai'ia,  Belgica,  Suiza,  Austria,  Ilolanda,  Japon,  China, 
Mexico,  Peru,  Chile  y  las  Repiiblicas  de  Centro  America.  Las  exporta- 
ciones,  cuyo  valor  en  1906  se  calcul6  en  $7,136,271  en  oro,  consistie- 
ron  mayormente  de  cafe,  azucar,  liananos,  maderas,cueros,goma,  plan- 
tas  medicinales,  frutas,  etc.  De  cafe,  que  es  el  articulo  principal  de 
exportacion,  se  embarcaron  como  50,000  toneladas,  y  dicho  producto 
fue  clasificado  como  “Superior”  en  los  mercatlos  del  mundo.  Entrc 
los  paises  il  los  cuales  se  exportaron  los  precitados  articulos,  jiueden 
mencionarse  a  los  Estados  Unidos,  Alemania,  Inglaterra,  Francia, 
Italia,  Austria-IIungria,  Espai'ia,  Belgica,  Chile  y  otros. 

fil  comercio  extranjero  se  estil  desarrollando,  y  se  espera  que 
cuando  se  inaugure  el  Ferrocarril  Interoceanico,  que  correra  desde 
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GUATEMALA.

Ell  la  actualidat!  los  ferrocarrllcs  <pic  jircstan  servicios  al  pilblico 
son  los  signientes:  el  Central,  cl  del  Oestc,  cl  do  Ocos,  cl  de  Verapaz 
y  el  de  Gnatcinala,  y  dicese  quo  en  cstc  nics  de  dicicinbre  de  1907  so 
efectuara  la  inauguracidii  del  Ferrocarril  del  Norte. 

Los  productos  dc  Guatemala  son  variadisimos  y  abundantes  en 
sumo  grade.  En  el  reino  vegetal  produce  toda  clase  de  plantas, 
flores  y  frutas  caracteristicas  de  la  zona  torritla  y  dc  la  templada. 
Hay  en  dicho  jiais  ricas  minas  de  ore,  plata,  cobre,  hierro,  plomo, 
cine,  antimonio,  carbon  tic  pietira,  imirmol,  azufre,  mica,  etc. 

Sin  embargo,  la  agricultura  constituye  la  fuente  principal  de  riqueza 
de  dicha  Republica,  a  su  exjilotacion  se  consagra  la  mayor  parte  del 
cajiital  quo  alii  sc  invierte.  Gracias  a  la  exlraordinaria  feracidad  del 
fcuelo,  no  es  necesario  alii  el  abono  ni  el  riego,  porque  abunda  la  hume- 
dad  has^a  en  la  estacion  denominada  de  sequia. 

En  algunas  de  las  regiones  de  la  costa  pueden  liacerse  dos  6  tres 
coscchas  anualcs  de  los  ju’oductos  caracteristicos  dc  diclias  regiones. 
Existen  grandcs  cafetales,  ingenios  dc  aziicar,  plantaciones  de  cacao, 
bananos,  cereales,  etc.,  al  j)aso  que  en  los  Departanientos  del  norte  hay 
varias  compai'nas  nacionales  y  extranjeras  que  se  ocujnin  en  la  explo- 
tacion  de  los  productos  de  los  bosques,  que  comprenden  una  gran 
variedad  de  nuuleras  prcciosas,  y  mayoiinente  do  caoba  y  cedro. 
Tambien  sc  estaii  establecicndo  plantaciones  dc  goma  que  ban  dado 
resultados  satisfactorios. 

En  la  Repiiblica  se  fabrican  varies  articulos  dc  excelente  calidad. 
Algunos  generos  de  lana  y  algoddn,  los  muebles  y  el  calzado  son  tan 
excelentes  como  los  imjjortados.  Entrc  otros  productos  del  })ais 
pueden  mencionarsc  los  sombreros,  sillas  dc  montar,  cordeleria  en 
general,  tejidos  de  bejuco,  articidos  de  barro,  obras  de  escultura,  ins- 
trumentos  de  miisica,  jal)6n,  velas,  ])uros,  cigarrillos,  queso,  mante- 
quilla,  cerveza,  aguas  minerales,  hielo,  aguardiente,  etc.  Los  artesa- 
nos  naturales  del  pais  muestran  tener  gran  inteligencia  para  aprender 
nuevas  artes,  y  la  materia  prima  es  muy  vai’iada  y  excelente. 

La  Ke})ublica  tienc  un  iirea  de  12-5,000  kilometros  cuadrados, 
Client  a  con  2,000,000  de  habit  antes  y  la  densidad  de  poblaciou  se 
calcula  en  16  habitantes  })or  kilometro  cuadrado. 

Guatemala  es  un  pais  montahoso,  pero  con  muy  buena  aguada,  y 
el  clima  varia  segiin  la  elevacion  sobre  el  nivel  del  mar.  En  la  costa 
se  siente  mucho  el  calor,  en  las  planicies  centrales  el  clima  es  tem- 
plado  3"  agradable,  en  tanto  que  en  los  puntos  elevados  el  clima  es 
frio.  Las  estaciones  denominadas  Iluviosa  y  de  sequia  se  caracterizan 
por  el  hecho  de  que  durante  la  primera  llueve  diariamente,  al  jiaso 
que  durante  la  segunda  llueve  de  ticnipo  en  tiempo. 
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Las  rogioncs  mas  populosas  son  las  del  siir  3'  del  oeste,  3'  la  ciiidad 
de  Guatemala,  capital  de  la  Kepublica,  tiene  100,000  liabitantes. 
Diclia  capital  se  comiinica  por  ferrocarril  con  los  })nertos  de  San  Jos^ 
3'  Puerto  Barrios  del  Pacifico  3'  del  Atlantico,  respectivamente,  cpie- 
dando  el  primero  a  nna  distancia  de  71.5  millas,  qiie  se  viajanen  cinco 
boras,  y  el  segiindo  a  nna  distancia  de  1{)4.5  millas,  qne  se  andan  en 
doce  lioras. 

El  viaje  de  Guatemala  a  los  Estados  Unidos,  embarcando  en  los 
puertos  del  Atlantico,  se  bace  en  cnatro  dias,  3'  a  Euroj)a  en  cpiince. 
La  costa  del  Pacilico  de  la  Kepublica  tiene  iina  longitud  de  250  kilo- 
metros,  3^  la  del  Atlantico  IGl  kiloinetros.  San  Jose,  Cbamperico  3' 
Ocos  son  puertos  del  Pacifico,  en  tanto  cpie  Puerto  Barrios,  Santo 
Tonuis  3'  Livingston  lo  son  del  Atlantico.  Panzos  en  el  rio  Polocbic 
3*  Gualan  en  el  rio  Motagua,  son  puertos  de  rio,  al  paso  que  Isabel 
en  el  lago  del  inLsmo  nombre  tambien  es  lugar  de  importancia. 

LA  INAUGURACldN  DEL  FERROCARRIL  DEL  NORTE. 

La  inauguracion  del  I'errocarril  del  Xorte  de  Guatemala  ((ue  coi're 
de  Puerto  Barrios  en  la  costa  del  Atlantico  basta  San  Jose  en  la  del 
Pacifico,  se  llevo  a  cabo  formalmente  el  19  de  enero  de  1907,  feeba 
en  que  el  primer  tren  que  con  id  })or  dieba  linea  entrd  en  la  ciudad 
de  Guatemala. 

La  terminacion  de  esta  importante  obra,  comenzada  en  1S92,  bace 
epoca  no  solo  en  el  desarrollo  de  Guatemala,  sino  tambien  en  los 
paises  ad3'acentes  de  la  America  Central,  en  tanto  (|ue  el  puerto  de 
Xueva  Orleans  en  los  Estados  Lbiidos  estara  en  intima  comunicacidn 
con  el  comercio  de  la  costa  occidental  de  Xicaragua  3'  el  Salvador, 
aborriindose  asi  oebo  dias  de  navegacion  por  la  via  de  Colon,  en 
comparacion  con  el  t tempo  que  antes  se  necesitaba  para  bacer  dicbo 
viaje. 

Durante  muebos  auos  la  produccidn  de  cafe  de  Guatemala  la  trans- 
portaba  el  Ferrocarril^ Central  de  Guatemala,  (jue  corria  desde  la 
ciudad  de  Guatemala  basta  San  Jose  de  Guatemala,  (pie  os  el  jtuerto 
de  entrada  por  el  lado  del  Pacifico,  3’  desde  alii  se  transportaba  a  los 
buques  de  la  linea  del  Pacifico.  Estos  embarques  iban  ii  San  Fran¬ 
cisco  para  .ser  distribuidos,  6  a  Panama  v  ii  traves  del  Isttno,  con 
destim*  principalmente  li  Inglaterra  3'  Alemania. 

La  “I'nited  Fruit  Compan3’^’’  tambien  ba  inaugurado  tin  nuevo 
servicio  (|uincenal  de  vapores  entre  X"ueva  York  3'  Puerto  Barrios, 
como  consecuencia  de  la  inauguracion  de  la  linea  de  tin  oceano  al 
otro,  necesitiindose  solo  de  oebo  a  nueve  dias  para  bacer  el  viaje,  y 
ademas  ba  establecido  una  cone.xion  de  telegrafo  sin  bilos  en  Puerto 
Linton,  fpie  es  el  {tunto  central  de  distribucion  para  las  e.staciones  de 
la  America  ('entral.

Ell  valor  de  los  productos  aniinales  que  sc  exportaron  asccndio  a 
$11,151,928,  lo  dial  inuestra  una  baja  de  $571,497  en  coinparacioii 
con  el  ano  anteritir.  Ell  <^anado  cjue  represento  uno  de  los  articulos  de 
exportacion  principales  se  exporto  por  valor  de  $1,201,693,  y  el  valor 
de  los  cueros  crudos  exportados  ascendio  a  $8,875,091. 

Ell  valor  dol  aziicar  de  refino  que  se  exporto  ascendio  a  $1,164,339; 
el  del  azvlcar  sin  purgar  ascendio  a  $26,612;  la  harina  y  panes  de 
.scinilla  de  algodon  se  valuaron  en  $846,280;  los  sombreros  de  guano, 
$631,219;  cueros  y  cupieles  curtidos,  $34,883,  y  tabaco  elaborailo, 
$493,228. 

Por  la  relacion  que  antocede  el  Secretario  Limantouk  hace  el  si- 
guientc  resuinen  del  coinercio  extranjero:  Valor  total  de  las  impor- 
taciones  en  1906-7,  $233,363,388;  valor  total  de  las  exportaciones, 
$248,018,010,  y  el  cxcedente  del  valor  de  las  exportaciones  respecto 
del  do  las  importaciones  ascendio  ii  $14,654,622. 

ELxiste  una  gran  diferencia  entre  este  exceso  en  el  valor  y  el  que  se 
inuestra  en  los  datos  correspondientes  al  ano  de  1905-6  que  ascendio 
a  $51,134,054,  y  tambien  existe  diferencia,  auncpie  un  poco  menor, 
entre  dicho  exceso  en  el  valor  y  en  el  de  1904-5  que  ascendio  a 
$30,315,489. 

Al  liacer  comentarios  sobre  lo  ipie  queda  exjniesto  el  Secretario 
Limaxtocii  dice  lo  siguiente:  “Eni  otros  anos  se  han  dado  niinuciosas 
explicaciones  acerca  de  aquellos  factores  que  por  mas  (jue  afectaban 
el  valor  de  las  importaciones  y  las  exjiortaciones,  no  se  incluyen  ni 
juieden  incluirse  en  los  datos  estadisticos  fiscales  (pie  se  limitan  a 
notar  los  productos  naturales  y  fabricados  y  las  cantidades  de 
monedas  ipie  entran  y  salen.  Tambien  se  ha  explicado  que  la  nacion 
mcxicana  tiene  que  liacer  anualmente  jiagos  de  gran  consideraciiin 
en  jiago  de  los  intereses  devengados  sobreiel  capital  invertido  en  el  pais 
y  de  las  ganancias  (pie  obtienen  en  las  empresas  comerciales  cuyos 
duenos  residen  en  paises  extranjeros,  y  a  los  jirecitados  pagos  deben 
anadirse  los  que  se  liaccn  estrictamente  en  jiago  de  las  importaciom's. 
No  cabe  la  menor  duda  de  (pie  el  cxcedente  que  bubo  el  ailo  pasado 
en  el  valor  de  las  exportaciones,  y  que  ascendi(>  a  mas  de  $14,000,000, 
fue  del  todo  insuficiente  jiara  satisfacer  esta  deuda.  Ni  siquiera  el 
exi-edente  que  se  obtuvo  en  1905-6  y  (pie  acendio  a  $51,000,000  fue 
suliciente  para  liacer  frente  ii  diclia  deuda.  A  fin  do  entender  este 
aserto  es  necesario  recordar  que  todos  los  bonos  de  nuestra  deuda 
juiblica,  con  excepeion  de  una  proporciiin  relativamente  peciuena, 
estiin  en  jioder  de  extranjeros  y  que  ilicha  deuda  exige  un  pago  que 
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no  baja  do  $24,000,000  anuales;  quo  adeinas  do  la  douda  dol  Clohiorno 
Fo<loral  algunos  do  los  Estados  y  inunioipalidados  han  oontraido 
doudas  cuyos  bonos  los  posoen  oxtranjoros  y  do  los  oualos  ol  ])aj;:o 
anual  asciondo  por  lo  monos  a  $1,000,000;  quo  las  companlas  do 
forrooarrilos  tionon  quo  onviar  al  oxtranjero  mas  do  $20,000,000  oada 
ano  on  pa<;o  do  intorosos  do  sus  bonos,  y  quo  los  buncos  distribuyon 
anualinento  millonos  do  ]>osos  on  dividondos  fuora  do  la  Kopiiblioa. 
Todos  ostos  dotallos,  amen  dol  intoros  y  las  ganancias  distribui»las 
por  sociodados  pnrticularos,  on  su  totalidad  asciondon  a  una  suma 
quo  oxcoda  con  mucho  a  la  diforoncia  quo  resulta  a  favor  del  valor 
do  las  oxportacionos  on  nuostro  comoi’cio  intornacional,  y  por  con- 
socuoncia  so  ha  llogado  a  la  conclusion  do  quo  la  diforoncia  entro  ol 
dobo  y  habor,  considorados  como  tales,  respoctivamonto,  las  romosas 
do  fondos,  las  libranzas,  bonos  y  morcancias  quo  tonomos  quo  onviar 
anualinento  al  oxtranjero  y  quo  tonomos  dorocho  a  nuostra  voz,  a 
recibir  dol  oxtranjero,  so  pagan  aho  tras  aho  modianto  la  inversion 
natural  y  ospontanoa  on  Mexico  do  capital  oxtranjero.” 

So  demuostra  quo  el  estado  do  los  varios  forrocarrilos  quo  funcionan 
on  toda  la  Kopublica  os  satisfactorio,  notandoso  aumontos  on  todos 
los  ramos  dol  triilico.  Las  cifras  corrospondientos  al  ano  do  rofo- 
roncia  muostran  quo  so  condujoron  10,187,121  pasajoros,  6  sea  un 
aumonto  do  un  16.7  ])or  cionto;  quo  las  ganancias  dorivadas  do  la 
conduccidn  do  pasajoros  ascondioron  a  $1.5,942,776,  6  sea  un  aumonto 
do  un  30.7  por  cionto;  quo  so  transportaron  9,538,354  tonoladas  do 
carga,  quo  roprosontan  iin  aumonto  do  un  6.4  por  cionto,  y  <pio  la 
ganancia  rosultanto  dol  transporto  do  carga  ascendio  a  $53,529,981 , 
6  sea  un  aumonto  do  un  9.3  por  cionto. 

El  mayor  aumonto  on  la  conduccion  do  pasajoros  ocurrio  on  ol 
Fonwarril  Central  Moxicano,  y  ol  aumonto  on  la  conduccion  do 
carga  on  las  linoas  Xacional  y  Central  Moxicanas  hubiera  sido  mayor 
si  hubioran  contado  con  un  abastocimionto  adocuado  do  material 
rodanto.  La  disminueuui  on  ol  tonolajo  dol  Forrocarril  Xacional  do 
Toluiantopoc,  comparada  con  la  carga  transportada  on  1905-6,  se 
oxplica  por  haborse  .suspomlido  la  conduccion  do  matorialos  para  las 
obras  do  puortos  on  Salina  Cruz  y  Coatzacoalcos.  Sin  embargo,  osto 
so  componsa  con  ol  aumonto  on  los  tipos  do  floto  a  travos  dol  Istmo, 
do  manora  quo  so  ha  anunciado  un  aumonto  considerable  on  las  ga¬ 
nancias. 

El  30  do  junio  do  1907  el  activo  y  pasivo  do  los  bancos  dol  ])ais 
ascondio  a  .$723,763,-584,  contra  $628,881,834  on  la  misma  focha  dol 
ano  anterior.  El  capital  suscrito  6  social  do  los  bancos  quo  ol  30  do 
junio  de  1906  ascondia  ii  $146,600,000,  on  1907  ascondio  a  $162,600,000, 
mostrandoso  asi  un  aumonto  do  $16,000,000. 

La  existencia  on  caja  bajo  on  $3,583,652,  diminucion  quo  sin  duda 
fuo  ocasionada  por  la  oxtraccidn  do  pesos  fuortos  con  destino  al 
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extranjcro,  que  para  los  bancos  importo  SI  3,000,000.  La  situacion 
inonotaria  del  pais  lia  mojorado  miiclio  del  afio  pasado  a  esta  parte. 
La  eseasez  de  moneda  fraccionaria  que  entonces  ])revalccia  ha 
dcsaparecido  por  conij)lcto  y  la  circulaeion  ilel  oro  es  inuclio  mas 
abuntlante.  Nulifica  en  parte  el  incremento  de  estas  dos  clases  de 
moneda,  la  exportacion  ile  pesos  fuertes  provocada  en  190G-7  ])or 
la  misma  causa  que  la  determino  en  lOOo-O:  el  alza  del  preeio  de  la 
plata  en  barras  respecto  del  valor  eu  oro  de  dicdia  moneda.  La 
cantidad  total  de  acufiaeion  de  moneda  desde  la  epoca  ile  la  iiistala- 
eion  de  la  reforma  monetaria  que  se  efeetud  el  ’)  de  mayo  de  lOOo 
hasta  el  30  de  junio  de  1907  aseendio  a  SOojoOl  ,570.  Deduciendo 
de  esta  cantidad  los  874,410,231  eu  pesos  fuertes  que  se  exportaron  y 
los  $14,450,923  que  representan  las  piezas  de  oro  acunadas,  se  demues- 
tra  que  el  aumento  en  la  eireulaciou  de  la  moneda  hasta  el  30  de 
junio  de  1907  aseendio  a  $5,088,410.  A  fines  de  noviembre  de  1907 
dicho  aumento  se  habia  elevado  a  mas  de  $11,000,000. 

La  Coinision  de  Cambios  y  Moneda  ha  desempehado  sus  funciones 
con  notable  acierto.  Aproveclnindose  de  todas  las  cireunstancias

LI  ano  economico  de  1908-9  ha  tie  sufrir  las  consecuer.cias  de 
este  estado  anomalo  e  intranquilo,  pero  la  Kej)ul)lica  Mexicana  con- 
tiniia  mostrando  vigor  y  vitalidad  en  sus  recursos  pilblicos,  los  cuales 
la  colocan  en  un  ])uesto  honoroso  entre  las  naciones  del  niundo. 

Ln  el  calculo  del  presupuesto  de  rentas  oorrespondientes  al  ano 
economico  de  1908-9  el  producto  de  las  contrit)uciones  sobre  el 
comercio  extranjero  se  calcula  en  $49,000,000;  el  de  las  contribuciones 
internas  se  calcula  en  $32,055,000;  el  tie  las  contribuciones  extraor- 
dinarias  en  el  Distrito  Federal  y  en  los  Territorios  se  calcula  en 
$10,930,000;  el  de  losscrvicios  publicosen  $0,405,000;  el  de  las  rentas 
denvadas  de  los  terrenos  nacionales  se  calcula  en  $205,000  y  el  de 
las  ganancias  3'  otras  fuentes  de  renta  menores  se  calcula  en  $4,130,000.

CONDICIONE3  QUE  BIGEN  EA  INDTJSTBIA  DEE  GUAYTJEE. 

El  Consul  General  Gottscilvek,  en  la  eindad  de  Mexico,  ha  trans- 
luitido  nn  importante  informe  al  Departamento  de  Estado  de  los 
Estados  Unidos  qne  contiene  A*arios  datos  relativos  a  las  condiciones 
cpie  actiialmento  rigen  en  la  industria  de  la  goma  de  gna^mle,  y  el 
])eligro  que  en  lo  ])orvenir  corre  dicba  planta  ii  monos  (pie  se  desciibra 
nn  metodo  .segiiro  de  })ropagarla.  El  Senor  Gottsciialk  cree  muy 
importante  el  hecho  de  qne  el  valor  do  la  indnstria  del  gnaj'iile,  tal 
como  en  la  actualidad  so  explota,  no  lia  de  durar  mncho  tiempo. 

A  continnacion  se  pnblica  nn  resnmen  de  dicho  informe; 

l"no  de  los  iirodnctos  qne  durante  los  dos  iiltimos  anos  ha  llamado 
la  atencion  en  todo  el  mnndo  es  el  gnaynle  (Parthcniuin  argentum) 
qne  anteriormente  se  consideraba  nada  mas  como  nna  hierba,  cnya 
mera  pre.scencia  disminnia  el  valor  de  los  terrenos,  jiero  qne  de  la 
noche  a  la  manana  se  descubrio  qne  tenia  cierta  importancia  comercial 
como  nna  planta  productora  de  goma.  Los  terrenos  prodnctores  de 
gna^mle  de  la  parte  norte  de  Mexico  en  segnida  eomenzaron  a  ser 
explotados  y  los  precios  de  estos  se  anmentaron  enormemente,  al 
paso  que  se  instalaron  fiibricas  inincipalmente  en  Torreon,  Saltillo  y 
Coahnila,  para  convertir  el  arbusto  en  nn  producto  comercial.  Se 
liicieron  contratos  para  la  entrega  de  grandes  cantidades  de  dicho 
arbnsto,  y  en  algnnos  casos  el  precio  .subio  a  $50  oro  por  tonelada, 
habiondose  anunciado  nn  rendimiento  de  .$1  oro  por  libra.  Como 
resnltado  de  este  cntnsiasmo,  se  investigaron  las  propiedades  de  dicha 
planta,  haliiendose  obtenido  por  resnltado  que  nadie  parecia  tener 
nna  idea  definida  en  cuanto  a  la  continua  propagacion  de  dicha  planta. 
El  dnefio  de  nna  gran  extension  de  gna^mle,  le  manifesto  al  Senor 
Gottsciialk  cpie  habia  descubierto,  demasiado  tarde,  qne  si  se  tu- 
viese  el  cnidado  de  dejar  fnictificar  antes  de  cortarlo,  y  se  sacudiese 
cnidadosamente  la  planta  despufe  de  haberse  cortado  ii  fin  de  qne  las 
semillas  cayesen  el  snelo,  este  ultimo  continuaria  produciendo  dicha 
planta.  Sin  embargo,  como  quiera  que  el  mejor  rendimiento  de  goma 
ha  de  obtenerse  del  corte  de  nna  planta  relatiyamente  joven,  y 
ademas,  como  la  seiuilla  podria  permanecer  latente  e  improductiva

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durante  dos  6  tres  anos,  sc  coniprondera  desde  luego  que  el  ex])lotador 
de  goma  ordinario  no  estaria  dispuesto  a  adoptar  las  })recai’eiones 
necesarias. 

El  arbusto  del  guayule  (pie  se  estii  explotando  on  las  fabrieas  del 
pais,  erece  on  un  area  liinitada  de  Mexico.  No  se  despliega  ningiin 
ouidado  para  recogerla  ni  se  hacen  siembras  ni  la  plant  a  se  projiaga 
de  otra  inanera.  Sin  embargo,  un  eontrato  reeiente  eelebrado  eon  el 
Gobierno  relativo  a  esta  industria,  eomprende  eiertas  estipulaeiones 
aeerea  de  este  asunto. 

Los  subidos  preeios  (pie  ofreeen  las  fabrieas  ban  heebo  (pie  diebo 
arbusto  se  reeoja  divscabelladainente  antes  de  inadurarse,  babiendose 
obtenido  por  resultado  ([ue  en  muebos  easos  se  reeiben  grandes 
canlidades  de  guayule  (pie  no  rinden  la  goina  (pie  debieran  rendir. 

El  Profesor  F.  A.  Lloyd,  ex-eatedratieo  del  Laboratorio  de  Botaniea 
en  el  Instituto  de  Carnegie  estableeido  en  Tucson,  Arizona,  en  los 
Estados  Ibiidos,  al  tratar  de  deseubrir  un  medio  de  propagar  la 
planta  de  una  inanera  adecuada,  ba  beebo  experiinentos  cientilieos 
en  una  de  las  plantaeiones  de  Cbibuabua,  pero  basta  la  fi'cba  no  se 
ban  anuneiado  los  resultados  de  sus  experiinentos. 

El  consumo  actual  del  guayule  en  la  region  central  donde  dicba 
industria  se  lleva  a  cabo  es  como  de  1, ()()()  toueladas  de  la  planta  por 
mes,  y,  por  tanto,  el  Senor  Gottsciialk  anuncia  quo  los  fabricantes 
le  ban  manifestado  (jne  sus  empresas  llegariin  ii  su  fin  dentro  de  tres 
a  cuatro  anos,  a  menos  (pie  se  emjileen  inetodos  eficaces  para  la  repro- 
ducciiin  de  la  planta. 

El  articulo  del  Doctor  Exdeicii,  ilustrado  con  cuatro  fotografias 
del  guayule  en  su.estado  natural,  y  publicado  en  la  revista  intitulada 
‘•Tropenpllanzer ’’  del  mes  de  julio  de  1907,  puede  citarse  como  uno 
de  los  documentos  miis  interesantes  que  se  ban  publicado  sobre  este 
tenia.  Dicba  planta  crece  especiabnente  lozana  en  los  costados  de 
las  jicndientes,  al  pie  de  las  colinas  y  montanas,  y  en  las  planicies  ii 
una  altura  que  varia  (lf.sde  900  basta  2,000  metros.  El  tainano  de 
la  planta  varia  segiiii  la  edad,  las  condiciones  del  suelo  y  la  localidad, 
y  cl  termini)  medio  de  su  altura  os  como  60  eentnnetros.  El  ejemplar 
mas  alto  que  se  encontri)  en  la  montana  de  Kamirez,  Estado  de 
Coabuila,  tenia  un  1.36  metros. 

El  guayule  erece  con  niucba  lentitud,  y  se  supone  ipie  las  plantas 
que  en  la  actualidad  se  recogen  tengan  basta  30  anos  de  edad.  Segiin 
la  opinion  del  Senor  Marx,  el  primer  ano  la  planta  erece  basta  una 
altura  que  solo  llega  ii  15  centimetros,  y  el  tallo  es  muy  debil.  A 
pcsar  de  este  beebo,  florecc  y  produce  semillas  de-sde  diebo  periodo, 
pero  no  puede  explotarse  con  proveebo  basta  que  tiene  oebo  anos. 
La  planta  no  produce  cauebo  basta  el  tercer  ano,  y  produce  muy  poco 
basta  el  octavo  ano.  El  Senor  P.  Ols.sox  Seeker,  el  distinguido 
director  de  la  Estaciiln  Botaniea  y  del  Laboratorio  de  Zacualpa, 
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Mexico,  (lice  que  la  altura  de  las  plantas  que  tienen  tres  6  cuatro 
anos  do  edad,  llega  a  50  centhnetros,  en  tanto  que  la  de  las  plantas 
que  tienen  seis  anos  llega  a  75  centhnetros,  y  el  terinino  medio  del 
j)eso  es  4  libras.  Por  consiguiente,  no  es  exagerado  calcular  (pie  la 
edad  a  la  cual  el  guayule  puede  explotarse  con  mayor  provecho  es  de 
los  ocho  a  los  diez  anos. 

La  florescencia  sc  vcrifica  naturalmente  de  septiembre  a  octubre, 
j)or  mas  que  la  Iluvia  y  la  elevacion  del  terreno  pueden  modificar 
considerablemente  este  periodo.  Es  de  advertir  que,  a  pesar  de  su 
lento  desarrollo,  la  planta  del  guayule  florece  y  fructifica  dentro  de 
un  aflo  dospues  de  sembrarse  la  scmilla.  Esta  ultima,  que  es  muy 
abundante,  no  siempre  se  madura  por  complete),  sobre  todo  en  las 
regiones  mas  frias. 

Los  jieritos  en  la  materia  calculan  en  75,000  bectareas  el  sirea 
donde  se  encuentra  la  planta  del  guayule  en  Mexico,  es  decir,  en  la 
parte  norte  de  los  Estados  de  Zacat(‘cas  y  San  Luis  Potosi,  la  parte 
oriental  de  Durango,  y  especialmente  en  la  parte  sur  de  Coahuila. 
Encuentrase  tambien  dieba  jilanta  en  mayor  6  menor  abundancia, 
en  los  Estados  de  Xuevo  Leon  y  ('hihuahua,  en  Mexico,  y  en  Xuevo 
Mexico,  Arizona  y  Texas  en  los  Estados  I'nidos. 

El  Senou  Otto  Koehlek,  presidente  de  la  Compafua  de  Goma 
Xacional,  cree  que  la  planta  del  guayule  que  sc  encuentra  en  los 
Estados  Imidos  no  produce  tanta  goma  como  la  de  Mexico,  pero 
opina  (pie  podria  explotarse  con  utilidad  donde  haya  abundancia  de 
agua  y  donde  los  tipos  de  tlete  scan  moderados.  Recientemente  se 
()rganiz()  una  compafu'a  en  Xueva  York  con  el  fin  de  explotar  la 
planta  del  guajnile  en  el  oeste  de  Texas,  y  se  ha  de  construir  una 
ftibricacn  Del  Rio,  Estado  de  Texas,  para  la  elaboracion  del  producto. 

El  verdadero  guayule  que  se  conoce  en  cl  comercio  es  el  Parlhcniiuu 
arijentatum.  Xo  debe  confundirse  este  guayule  con  una  clase  de  la 
misma  familia  conocida  por  “Mariola’’  (Parthcniuni  incamnn)  cjiie 
crece  en  las  mismas  regiones  (pie  el  verdadero  guayule,  y  que  como 
una  planta  productora  de  goma  es  casi  inutil.  Los  rasgos  carac- 
teristicos  de  las  dos  jilantas  son  los  siguientes: 

Partlunium  argtnUitum:  Ilojas  y  retonos  tomentosos,  gris  pla- 
teados;  tallocorto;  ramas  cortas  con  corteza  lisa;  bojas  lanceoladas, 
de  2  a  5  centimetros  de  largo  y  de  5  a  15  milimetros  de  anebo,  agudas 
6  enteras  con  un  tercio  Ibbulos  agudos;  })eciol()  delgado  y  largo. 

Parthenium  incanum:  Ilojas  y  retonos  tomentosos,  blan(}uizcos  6 
parduzcos;  arbusto  muy  ramificado  desde  la  ba.se,  de  30  a  60  centi¬ 
metros  de  alto;  ramas  largas,  de  corteza  rugosa  con  liendcduras 
longitudinales,  bojas  obiongas  u  ovales,  pequenas,  de  25  milimetros 
de  largo  y  2  de  ancho,  profundamente  penatiiobuladas  y  pecioio 
muy  corto. 
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El  Seflor  Exdlicii  calcula  quo  la  proscnte  existencia  do  "uavule 
asciende  a  375,000  tonoladas,  y  funda  su  calculo  on  un  proinodio  do 
produccion  quo  varia  dosde  500  hasta  800  kilot^ramos  por  hoctaroa, 
incluj’ondo  on  su  calculo  las  rogionos  monos  productivas,  on  tanto 
quo  la  rovista  donoininada  “The  India  Rubber  World”  croo  quo  la 
produccion  natural  asciondo  coino  a  300,000  tonoladas,  do  las  cuales 
do  20,000  a  30,000  tonoladas  j’a  so  ban  explotado.  Sc  calcula  (pie 
ol  terinino  medio  del  producto  do  "oma  do  las  plantas  on  completo 
dosarrollo  varia  dosde  un  8  basta  un  11  por  cionto.  Sin  embargo 
al<iunos  poritos  croon  quo  si  so  introducen  mojoras  on  ol  procodi- 
mionto  do  extracciiui,  ol  producto  puodo  llojijar  basta  un  IS  por  cionto. 

Hasta  1905  los  comorciantos  alomanos  compraron  la  cosccba  del 
fiuayulo  on  los  puntos  dondo  so  producia,  y  oml)arcaban  para  Ale- 
mania  varies  millaros  do  tonoladas  do  dicbo  producto  a  procios  (pie 
los  proporcionaban  utilidad.  El  1°  de  novuombro  del  ano  de  rofe- 
roncia  esto  trafico  so  paralizo  ropontinamonte  por  ol  bocbo  de  (pie  ol 
Gobiorno  moxicano  lo  impuso  un  derocbo  do  oxportacii'm  casi  pro- 
bibitivo  do  15  pi'sos  por  tonolada  del  producto  on  su  ostado  natural. 
Esta  medida  vino  a  ostimular  ol  dosarrollo  do  la  industria  local,  y 
mucbos  particularos  constnn’oron  fabricas  y  so  obtuvioron  conce- 
siones  del  Gobiorno  para  oxplotar  los  terronos  productoros  do  "uayule 
por  poriodos  (pio  variaban  dosde  (piinco  liasta  vointo  anos. 

Fornuironso  ricas  companias  para  llcvar  a  cabo  la  oxplotaciiui  de 
osta  industria,  y  on  la  actualidad  on  ol  norte  de  Mexico  oxiston  10 
j'jrandos  companias  ([ue  cuontan  con  15  faliricas  on  oporacmn  y  varias 
en  vias  do  construcciiui,  on  las  cualos  osttin  intorcsadas  al^unos  capi- 
talistas  amcricanos  prominontos.  Dicoso  (pie  una  de  ostas  compa¬ 
nias — esto  os,  la  (pie  se  donomina  ‘‘Continental  Rubber  Company” — 
ba  inv(‘rti(lo  20,000,000  do  francos  on  la  compra  de  terronos,  patontos  y 
on  la  construcci()n  do  fabricas,  etc.  La  fiilirica  principal,  situada  on 
Torroiui,  tiono  una  fuerza  motriz  do  1,800  caballos,  y  cuonta  con  la 
ma(piinaria  suficionto^para  tratar  100  tonoladas  de  materia  prima 
diariamonto.  Ciorta  cantidad  do  ffuayulo  tiono  ([ue  sor  transportado 
a  lomo  do  mulas  por  una  distancia  de  mas  de  100  millas,  antes  de 
llojxar  a  la  falirica. 

El  capital  aloman  tambien  osta  intorosado  on  "ran  oscala  on  la 
industria,  del  "uayulo,  y  dicoso  ([ue  ol  Banco  do  Drosde  y  la  casa  de 
Krupp  ban  invortido  "mesas  sumas  do  dinoro  on  osta  industria. 

El  procodimiento  de  extracciiui  varia  on  cuanto  ii  los  dotallos,  y 
ropresenta  como  142  patontos  (pie  ban  side  concedidas  ii  inventorcs 
on  ost(^s  liltimos  aiios.  En  cuanto  al  procodimiento  quimico,  que  por 
lo  "onoral  os  nnis  costoso  ({uo  ol  mocanico,  poro  (pie  da  mojor  resultado, 
los  lilcalis  ban  side  roomplazados  con  los  sulfuros  de  carbono. 

El  costo  do  una  tonolada  do  cauclio  proparada  con  soda  caustica 
asciende  como  a  120  pesos.  El  Soiior  Marx  croc  ([uo  ol  procodi- 
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miento  de  macoraoion  de  la  materia  prima  y  la  extraccion  del  caucho 
por  la  accion  del  vapor  en  una  soluciou  alcalina  es  el  mejor. 

Parece  (pie  los  procedimientos  mecanicos  que  en  la  aetualidad  se 
eniplean  no  reunen  todas  las  condiciones  (pie  se  reqnieren.  Dichos 
procedimientos  son  mas  economicos,  pero  prodiicen  una  clase  infe¬ 
rior  de  caucho  (pie  en  el  mercado  aleimin  se  cotiza  a  3.50  inarcos,  en 
comparacichi  con  5.50  marcos  (pie  se  obtienen  por  el  caucho  (jue  se 
produce  mediante  el  procedimiento  (luimico. 

Las  compahias  interesadas  en  esta  indust ria  estan  haciendo  esfuer- 
zos  por  eliminar  el  27  por  ciento  de  substancia  fibrosa,  y  la  mayor 
parte  de  la  resina  ((ue  contiene  el  guayule  ([ue  se  trata  por  el  procedi¬ 
miento  (juimico.  Se  ban  hecho  experiment  os  en  el  uso  del  bagaso 
como  combustible  para  producir  fuerza  motora,  pero  se  ha  demostrado 
({lie  el  empleo  do  este  material  dana  muy  pronto  las  calderas.  Es 
probable  ((ue  la  resina  se  separe  de  la  fibra  y  so  use  como  un  segundo 
producto,  y  (pie  el  residue  lehoso  se  utilice  en  la  fabricacion  de  papel. 
El  bagaso  que  se  obtiene  del  guayule  ([ue  se  trata  con  soda  caustica 
contiene  cierta  ])ro|)orci(m  de  caucho  (pie  no  ha  sido  posible  eliminar. 

TjOs  tallos  de  guayule  secos  ([ue  antes  solo  valian  $15  plata  por  tone- 
lada  entregados  en  la  fabrica,  en  la  aetualidad  valen  de  200  a  250 
francos.  El  ^irecio  del  caucho  de  guayule  (pie  en  1905  en  los  priineros 
embanpies  se  fijo  en  1.6  chelin,  subh)  gradualmente  ii  2  chelini's,  2.6 
cl’.elines  y  hasta  3  cholines  en  agosto  de  1906.  En  a(iuella  (ipoca  el 
precio  de  dicho  producto  en  el  mercado  de  Xueva  York  baj(5  ii  25 
centavos  por  libra  y  3  marcos  por  kilogramo  en  Ilamburgo,  ii  causa 
de  las  especulaciones  de  la  ‘‘Continental  Itubber  Compan)’.”  De 
entonces  ii  acii  el  valor  del  caucho  de  guayule  ha  aumentado  riipida- 
mente,  y  la  mejor  calidad  de  este  producto  recientemente  se  vendii)  ii 
razon  de  65  centavos  la  libra  en  cl  mercado  de  Xuevui  York  y  ii  5.75 
marcos  por  kilogramo  en  Ilamburgo.  En  el  mes  de  mayo  pasado,  en 
Amberes  se  vendieron  9  toneladas  de  guayule  de  caucho  ii  5  francos 
por  kilogramo.  En  la  aetualidad  el  precio  varia  desde  4  hasta  6.25 
francos,  segun  clase. 

Considerado  desde  el  punto  de  vista  industrial,  el  guayule  es  una 
planta  (pie  produce  caucho  de  una  clase  especial,  blando  y  mas  6 
inenos  pegajoso  debido  ii  la  presencia  de  cierta  cantidad  (algunas 
voces  muy  considerable)  de  n'sina;  es  dificil  conservarlo,  y  .su  vul- 
canizaci(in  es  lent  a.  Se  hace  necesario  conocer  perfectaniente  la 
manipulaci()n  del  caucho  de  guayule  ])ara  purificarlo  y  usarlo  inme- 
diatamente  desjnies  ({ue  se  tormina  el  procedimiento  de  desecacion. 
Las  calidades de  este  producto  ([ue  se  obtienen  actualmente,  exentas 
de  (los  terceras  partes  de  su  contenido  resinoso,  proporcionan  un 
producto  muy  semejante  al  caucho  de  Panama,  con  el  cual  puede 
confundirse. 
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El  "uayule  es  un  ])roducto  litil  ([uo  tiene  denianda  perinanente  en 
d  inercado,  y  cuyo  valor  ha  do  auinentar  con  arreglo  a  las  niojoras  quo 
so  introduzcan  on  los  prooedimiontos  do  oxtraccion.  Sin  embargo,  la 
planta  dol  guayulo  no  abunda  tanto  coino  al  principio  so  suponia.  y 
si  bion  es  verdad  (pio  las  fabricas  podran  tenor  un  abasteoiinionto 
sufioiento  do  diobo  ])roducto  para  satisfacor  sus  domandas  duranto 
alj;unos  anos,  no  os  monos  ciorto  (}Uo  solo  piiodo  suininistrarsolos 
porinanontomonto  por  modio  dol  culth'o,  y  esto  ])robloma  aponas  sc 
ba  ostudiado  basta  abora. 

Tanto  ol  Sonor  Olssox  Seffer,  eomo  la  revista  intitulada  “La 
Vida  Tro])ical,”  croon  ([UO  ol  oultivo  dol  guayulo  no  jniedo  llovarso  a 
cabo  con  oxito  on  torronos  socos  6  sin  irrigacion.  El  exporimento 
quo  bizo  ol  Sonor  IIoffmanx  trasplantando  la  planta  dol  guayulo  on 
surcos  irrigados,  muostra  ([Uo  un  80  jior  ciento  do  las  plantas  tras- 
plantadas  prondioron  y  so  dosarrollaron,  al  paso  ((Uo  on  los  terron(>s 
socos  d  sin  irrigacion,  solo  prondioron  y  so  dosarrollaron  un  25  por 
ciento.

MENSAJE  DEL  PRESIDENTE  J.  SANTOS  ZELAYA. 

El  (Ua  1°  do  dociombro  do  1907  ol  Prosidontc  do  Nicaragua  dirigid 
un  importanto  inonsajo  a  la  Asambloa  Logislativa  Xacional,  on  el  cual 
so  baco  una  rosona  do  los  trabajos  del  Ejocutivo  durante  los  dos 
anos  anterioros. 

En  dicbo  monsaje  se  baco  especial  mencidn  de  los  trastornos 
intostinos  de  los  Estados  indopendientes  de  la  America  Central  que 
dieron  por  resultado  la  Conforencia  de  Washington  en  pro  del  mante- 
nimiento  de  la  paz. 

En  cuanto  a  las  relaciones  con  los  Estados  Lnidos,  el  Presidentc 
Zelava  dice  quo  “Su  Exceloncia  el  Presidentc  Theoix)r.e  Roose¬ 
velt,  on  todas  las  reciontos  dificultades  C'entroamericanas  ba  ofrocido 
graciosamonte  sus  amistosos  sorvicios  bacia  la  roconciliacidn.  Puodo 
asoguraros  cpie  muestras  rolacionos  con  los  Estados  Enidos  de  America 
son  sincoras  y  cordialos,  pues  las  pofpicuas  difcrencias  que  ban  sur- 
gido  acerca  do  algunos  contratos  quo  mi  Gobierno  cclebrd  con  los 
ciudadanos  amoricanos,  Herbert  Emery  y  Samuel  Weil,  estoy 
seguro  do  quo  se  ban  do  arreglar  satisfactoriamonte.” 
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El  Presidente  tambicn  anuncia  el  rcsultado  satisfactorio  de  la 
inision  del  Senor  Don  J.  D.  Gomez,  Ministro  de  Relaeiones  Exte- 
liores,  que  visito  a  los  Estados  l^nidos  y  Mexico  como  nn  ajxente  per¬ 
sonal  y  confulencial,  con  el  fm  de  discutir  los  asuntos  relatives  a  la 
America  Central. 

El  Tratado  de  Amistad,  Comercio  y  Navegacion,  asi  como  la  Con- 
vencion  Considar  con  cl  Iinpcrio  Aleman,  han  sido  prorrogados  por 
die/,  ailos.  Se  han  cclebrados  tratados  con  la  Gran  Bretana  que 
comprenden  el  rcconycimiento  de  la  soberania  de  Nicaragua  sobre  la 
Keserva  Mosquitia  y  la  anulacion  de  los  privilegios  del  puerto  de 
San  Juan  del  Norte. 

Tambien  se  han  celebrado  tratados  de  amistad,  comercio  y  nave- 
gacidn  con  Italia  y  con  Belgica,  el  de  extradicion  y  la  convencion 
Consular. 

wSe  estan  tomando  medidas  importantes  para  recogerdatos  estadis- 
ticos  y  efectuar  la  codificacion  de  las  leyes  comerciales,  en  tanto  quo 
el  Ejecutivo  recomienda  urgentemente  reformas  legislativas.

tacidn  del  hide.  El  capital  tie  la  societlad  es  tie  !$300,()00,  y  es  cesiona- 
ria  tie  la  concesion  que  hizo  el  Gobierno  a  los  Seuores  Dtui  Francisco 
Guerrero  y  General  Don  Juan  de  Ditis  Moreira  para  la  explotacion 
tie  los  hulares  nacionales  mencionadtts,  por  el  termino  tie  tliez  anos  a 
contar  tlestlc  el  10  tie  septiembre  de  lOOo.

hace  Chile  proceden  de  los  Estados  Unidos,  y  un  10  ])or  ciento  de  las 
(pie  hace  el  Peni  proceden  tambien  de  los  Estados  Unidos,  al  paso 
(pie  el  Brasil  envia  un  35  por  ciento  del  total  de  sus  exportaciones 
li  los  Estados  Unidos;  el  iTuguay  le  envia  un  5.5  j>or  ciento;  la 
Argentina  le  envia  un  5  por  ciento;  Chile  le  envia  un  16  por  ciento, 
y  el  Peru  le  envia  un  9  por  ciento. 


COMO  HK  PKEPARA  EL  CACAO  EX  DIFEREX- 
TES  PAtSES. 

[ExlractdS  toinailos  dr  un  trabajo  cscrito  jKtr  Ivor  Etiierington.] 

En  la  uidiistria  del  cacao  el  procedimiento  imis  importante  lo  consti- 
tuye  la  fermentacmn  y  curaciim  del  fruto,  puesto  (pie  de  ello  depende, 
en  gran  manera,  la  calidad  y  precio  de  este  jiroducto.  En  los  varies 
pai.ses  donde  se  cultiva  el  cacao  .se  emplean  diversos  inetodos  para  su 
tratamiento. 
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Durante  la  recojrida  del  cacao  inaduro  el  fiuto  sehaciiia  engrandes 
niontones  en  un  sitio  adecuado  de  la  plantacidn,  d  bien  se  lleva  a  im 
tinjrlado  6  deposito  cerca  de  la  fabrica  para  desgranarlo.  Entonces  el 
pericarpio,  6  capsula  cjue  contienc  el  fruto,  se  corta  con  un  cuchillo 
y  las  pepitas,  junto  con  la  pul])a  que  las  rodea,  se  echan  en  espuertas. 
Cuando  en  una  sola  tinea  se  cultiva  rniis  de  una  clase  de  cacao,  el  fruto 
de  las  diversas  especies  debe  conservarse  separado  para  los  fines  de  la 
ferment acion  y  curacion. 

El  objeto  de  la  fermentacion  es  sacar  la  pulpa  sacarina  que  rodea  las 
jiepitas,  mejorar  el  color  del  cacao,  dani  la  pepita  mas  condicidn  para 
los  fines  de  la  triluracion,  endurecer  la  cascara  del  <>;rano,  mejorar  el 
fiusto  d  sabor  del  fruto,  y,  por  ultimo,  evitar  el  moho.  Debe  aj^re- 
gnrse  que  la  fermentacidn  de  las  pepitas  no  es  indispensable.  El 
cacao  de  color  morado  obscuro  y  que  tiene  un  sabor  amar<ro.  sin 
fermentar  es  el  que  tiene  mayor  demanda  en  alijunos  mercados. 
Sin  embargo,  aljjunos  de  los  cacaos  mejores  que  se  coiiocen  estan 
imis  d  menos  fermentados.  En  ('eilan  efectiian  por  complete)  la 
fermentacidn. 

Ell  sintesis  la  fermentacidn  es  el  procedimiento  de  condimentar  el 
cacao  con  su  jiropio  ju<;o.  En  Xicara<rua  la  fermentacidn  se  bace 
en  (los  d  tres  (Has,  en  tanto  (pie  en  Guatemala  y  El  Salvador  se 
invierte  la  mitad  de  este  tiempo.  En  Surinam  se  emplean  seis  (> 
sietc  (Has  para  dicbo  tratamiento,  y  debido  a  ('ste  lieclio  se  obtiene 
un  producto  superior  (pie  ba  lle^ado  a  bacerse  famoso.  En  Vene¬ 
zuela  la  fermentaciim  se  bace  en  sacos  (|ue  se  ponen  al  sol  durante 
el  (H'a  y  se  di'jan  trasudar  durante  la  noebe,  al  paso  (pie  en  Mexico  se 
cavan  boyos  en  el  suelo  y  en  ellos  se  fermenta  el  cacao  cubirendo  los 
hoyos  con  hojas  de  platano.  En  la  Isla  de  Trinidad  bay  nuicbos 
cultivadores  que  no  fermentan  el  cacao,  pero  ya  empiezan  a  adoptar 
este  tratamiento. 

La  fermentacidn  puede  elect uarse  al  aire  libre,  en  una  casa  o 
soteebado  d  en  cajijs  o  tanipies  espcciales.  Sin  embarfio,  puede 
prescindirse  de  estosmetodos  y  llevarse  li  cabo  la  ferment aciem  onion- 
tonando  el  fruto.  A  fin  de  que  todo  el  montdn  de  fruto  se  ferniente 
de  una  manera  uniforme,  las  pepitas  deberan  revolverse  diariamente 
y  cubrirse  otra  vez  para  continuar  la  operacidn.

De.spuds  ■  del  procedimiento  de  la  fermentacidn  el  cacao  debe 
lavarse  para  separar  las  pepitas  de  la  jnilpa.  El  lavado  .se  bace  con 
mayor  eficacia  en  los  lu<iares  donde  puede  utilizarse  la  corriente  de 


un  aiToyo,  y  tambien  pueden  utilizarse  los  tampies  de  a"ua  y  en 
otros  casos  puede  empl(>ar.s(*  la  maipiinaria  para  separar  las  pepitas 
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y  o1)tenor  un  fruto  complctamenle  liinpio.  Los  mcrca<los  americanos 
no  oxigen  fpie  el  cacao  se  liaj^a  lavado,  poro  en  Alemania  e  Inglaterra 
prefieren  cl  (jrano  liinpio.  En  Xicara^ua  no  sc  lava  cl  cacao,  pcro 
cn  El  Salvador  y  Guatemala  diclio  procediinicnto  se  adopta  cn 
al^unos  casos.  Diccsc  (pic  cl  delicado  aroma  del  cacao  de  la  Ame¬ 
rica  Central  sc  lo  da  cl  procediinicnto  del  lavado  (pic  alH  se  emplea. 

Efcctucso  6  no  cl  lavado,  las  pepitas  deben  secarse  dcspiies  de  la 
fcrmcntaciim.  Lii  dcsccaciim  cs  cn  rcalidad  iina  curacioii  y  debe 
bacerse  con  cl  imn’or  esmero,  mediante  cl  calor  natural  del  sol  6 
cl  calor  artificial,  cn  casas  construidas  cspccialmente  con  cste  objeto 
(pic  tcii<jan  departamentos  ("i  camaras  calicntes.  l.,a  curacii'in  liace 
(pic  la  pepita  adcpiicra  uu  colar  moreno  6  acliocolatado,  cl  cual 
varia  scjiiin  la  clasc  dc  cacao  y  las  condiciones  de  la  bicalidad.  En 
todos  los  casos  la  dcsccaciiui  debe  scr  Iciita  y  durar  por  lo  inenos 
de  tres  6  cuatro  dias,  .sc<;un  la  maiinitud  de  la  ferment acii'm  ii  (pie 
sc  liayan  sonietido  las  jicpitas.

Tal  foi  a  siiiceridade  o  a  cordialidado  das  manifest a^oos  com  que  o 
Governo  o  o  povo  do  Brazil  roceberam  a  esquadra  dos  Estados 
Uiiidos  quaudo  entrou  no  porto  do  Rio  de  Janeiro  em  12  de  Janeiro, 
e  tantas  atten^oes  Ihe  foram  dispensadas  durante  os  dez  dias  que  alii 
cstiveram,  (pie  a  ollicialidade  e  os  marinheiros  jamais  poderiio 
esqiiecel-as.  Na  liistoria  das  via^ens  da  es([uadra  norte-americana 
a  ])aizes  estrangeiros,  jamais  paiz  alburn  excedeu  o  Brazil  nos  esforfos 
que  fez  para  mostrar  sua  apreciafiio  pela  prcsen^a  da  estpiadra  em 
suas  a^uas.  A  julgar  pelas  noticias  que  temos  recebido,  parece  (pie 
a  recepfao  ((ue  sera  feita  si  olFicialidado  pelo  Governo  e  povo  do  Peru 
em  Callao  e  Lima,  terii  o  raesmo  cunho  de  sinceridade  e  magnifi- 
cencia  (pie  a  (pie  Ihes  foi  feita  no  Rio.  Comquanto  Punta  Arenas, 
(pie  (3  o  unieo  ponto  do  territorio  cliileno  em  (jiie  a  frota  tocara, 
esteja  muito  distante  de  Santiago,  sua  capital  e  principal  porto,  o 
Governo  cliileno  esta  dando  os  passos  precisos  para  acolher  a  frota 
de  uma  maiieira  tal  (pie  minca  sera  esquecida  a  sua  passagem  pelas 
aguas  cliilenas. 

A  preseitfa  iias  aguas  da  America  do  Sul  dos  navios  de  guerra  dos 
Estados  I'nidos,  em  sua  viagem  ao  Pacifico,  muito  contribuira  para 
despertar  mais  o  interesse  do  povo  norte-americaiio  pelas  Republicas 
Latino- Americanas.  Chegam  a  esta  Secret  aria  grande  numero.  de 
cartas,  vindas  nao  so  de  periodicos  e  re  vistas,  mas  tambem  de  par- 
ticulares,  pedindo  informa96es  a  respeito  dos  paizes  e  portos  em  que 
tocara  a  esquadra  na  sua  notavel  viagem.  Por  exemplo,  a  Secretaria 
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ministroii  a  uinas  centenas  clc  joniaos  dados  sobre  as  cidados  do  Rio 
de  Janeiro,  Punta  Arenas  e  Callao,  de  modo  que  estariio  habilitados  a 
pnblicar  artigos  descriptivos  destes  pontos  para  sens  leitores.  A 
este  respeito,  deve-se  dizer  (pie  antes  da  frota  partir,  a  Secretaria 
enviou  aos  ofliciaes  de  cada  navio  inn  jogo  completo  das  publicafoes 
da  Secretaria  sobre  a  America  Latina,  afim  de  (pie,  na  siia  viagem  pelo 
continente  meridional,  podessem  obter  maior  niimero  de  conheci- 
mentos  a  respeito  desse  continente.  A  atten^ao  da  Secretaria  foi 
mnito  aprcciada  conforme  attestam  as  nnmerosas  cartas  (pie  temos 
recebido  dos  ofliciaes. 


A  I’KOXiMA  COXFEREXC'IA  PAX-.^MEBICAXA. 

Xa  reiiniao  do  Consellio  Director  da  Secretaria  (pie  teve  logar  cm 
8  de  janeiro,  foi  apresentada  nina  mo?ao  deterininando  (pie  aproxima 
Conferencia  Internacional  Pan-Americana  se  realizasse  em  Buenos 
Aires  em  1910.  Resolveu-se  deixar  a  considera? ao  da  mo?ao  jiara  a 
Iiroxima  reuniao  do  Conselho,  (pie  tcrii  logar  em  5  de  Janeiro,  afim  de 
perniittir  ({lie  os  diffcrentes  membros  do  Consellio  so  commiinicassem 
com  sous  respectivos  Governos  sobre  a  materia.  No  encerramento  da 
('onferencia  do  Rio,  ficoii  geralmente  entendido  que  a  proxima  Confe¬ 
rencia  se  realizasse  na  cidade  de  Buenos  Aires,  porem,  o  Con.selho 
Director  da  Secretaria  foi  inciimbido  de  designar  definitivamente  o 
logar  e  a  data  da  Conferencia.  O  anno  de  1910  foi  fixado  para  a 
realizafsio  da  Conferencia,  em  vez  de  1911  on  1912,  porque  naipielle 
anno  a  Ri'publica  Argentina  celebrara  uma  grande  exposiffio  com- 
memorativa  do  centenario  da  sua  Independencia.  Em  vista  do  grande 
progresso,  tanto  politico  como  commercial,  que  a  America-Latina 
estii  actualmente  fazendo,  e  das  relafoes  mais  estreitas  existentes 
entre  os  Estados  Unidos  e  suas  irmas,  a  Quarta  Conferencia  Pan- 
Americana  tera  de  discutir  muitos  as.sumptos  de  interesse  a  todas  as 
Republicas  Americanas',  e  influira  poderosamente  em  suas  futuras 
rela^Joes. 


EXPOSI^OES  XA  AMERICA  DO  SUL. 

O  Boletim  ja  cliamou  a  attencuo  dos  leitores  para  a  exposifao 
que  o  Governo  do  Brazil  tenciona  realizar  no  Rio  de  Janeiro  no 
proximo  vcrao,  e  para  a  cpie  o  Governo  Argentino  celebrara  em 
Buenos  Aires  em  1910.  Agora  o  Governo  do  Eipiador  annuncia  que 
realizara  iima  exposi^ao  cm  Quito  em  1909,  e  ja  convidou  o  Governo 
dos  Estados  Unidos  a  jiarticipar  nella.  Afim  de  podcr  acceitar  este 
convite,  o  Presidente  Rooseivelt  apresentou  ao  Congresso  Xacional 
lima  mensagem  recommendando  que  seja  votadaumasomma  especial 
para  este  fim.  As  naei'ies  estrangeiras  nao  serao  convidadas  a

tomareni  parte  nas  exposipoos  do  Brazil  e  da  Repiiblica  Argentina, 
ainda  (pie  sens  fabricantes  e  negociantes  possam  obter  permissdo  a 
expor  sens  productos  sob  condi^Aes  especiaes.  Como  o  Governo  dos 
Estados  Unidos  foi  especialmente  convidado  a  tomar  parte  na  expo- 
si^ao  do  Eipiador,  e  de  esperar-se  qne  o  Congresso  vote  os  fundos 
necessarios  para  a  construccao  de  nm  edificio  adeiiuado  e  a  organi- 
zafao  de  nina  exhibi^iio  representativa.  Dentro  de  pouco  tempo 
estara  concliiida  a  estrada  de  ferro  de  Guayaquil  a  Quito,  de  modo 
que  os  passageiros  poderao  fazer  a  viagem  do  porto  de  Guayaquil  a 
Quito,  o  logar  da  exposifiio,  em  vinte  e  cpiatro  boras,  por  uma 
linha  ferrea  que,  por  suas  difliccis  obras  de  engenliaria  e  o  pittoresco 
da  regiao  que  atravessa,  6  uma  das  maravilhas  do  mundo.  A  cidade 
de  Quito  e  uma  das  mais  interessantes  da  America  do  Sul,  e  goza 
de  um  bom  clima.  Por  estar  a  cerca  de  10,000  pes  acima  do  nivel  do 
mar,  m'lo  e  excessivamente  quente  oomo  nas  regioes  tropicaes  mais 
baixas,  e  sua  proximidade  ao  eiiuador  a  protege  contra  o  rigoroso  frio. 
Por  occasiao  da  exposivao,  a  viagem  de  New  York  a  Quito  podera  ser 
feita  em  menos  de  dez  dias,  e  e  dc  esperar-so  (pie  grande  numero  de 
pessoas  dos  Estados  Unidos  comparecerao  a  este  certamen.

Ao  dar  as  boas  vindas  ao  Sr.  Anibal  Cruz,  novo  Ministro  do 
Chile  acreditado  aos  Estados  l^nitlos,  a  Secretaria  Pan-Americana 
deseja  salientar  os  valiosos  servi^’os  prestados  pelo  sen  preilecessor, 
o  Sr.  Walker-Martin EZ,  epic  agora  representa  o  Depart amento 
de  Santiago  no  (\mgresso  Nacional  tlo  Cliile.

O  conselho 
municipal  da  cidado  do  Quito  providonciara  para  quo  soja  construido 
um  magnifico  boulevard  ontro  a  cidado  e  o  rocinto  da  oxposi\-ao.  A 
oxposifao  sera  organizada  o  dirigida  por  uma  commissao  goral  no- 
moada  polo  Govorno  o  composta  do  trinta  membros;  no  seio  desta 
commissao  sera  formado  um  diroctorio  oxocutivo.  C'ada  uma  das 
provincias  da  Hepublica  nomoara  uma  commissao  soccional,  as  quaes 
licarao  subordinadas  a  commissao  goral. 

A  oxposicao  tom  por  fim,  alem  de  sua  feiviio  commemorativa  e 
bistorica,  oxhibir  os  jiroductos  commorciaos  e  industriaos,  as  artes 
liboraos  o  iinan^as  do  Equador.

As  import a^oos,  cujo  valor  attinjiiu  a  .i;7,220,759  om  1906,  consis- 
tem  do  maebinas  do  todas  as  clas.ses,  tocidos  de  la,  alj'odao,  soda  e 
linho,  cliapoos,  })roductos  alimontici*>s,  vinlios  e  licoros,  alimontos 
om  conserva,  porceliana,  louga,  obras  de  vidro,  louga  de  ferro,  artigos 
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(]('  armarinlio,  pianos,  carruaj^cns,  billiares,  instrument  os  imisicos, 
(juadros,  vernizes,  reinedios,  perfumarias,  joias,  pedras  j)rcfiosas, 
arti<ros  dc  phantasia,  etc.  Esses  artigos  sao  fornecidos  pelos  seguintes 
paizes:  Estados  Unidos,  Allemanha,  Inglaterra,  Franca,  Italia,  Iles- 
panha,  Belgica,  Siiissa,  Austria,  Ilollanda,  Japan,  ('liina,  Mexico, 
Peru,  Chile  e  as  outras  Kepublicas  da  America  Central. 

As  exportavoes,  cujo  valor  foi  de  S7, 136, 271  em  IDOC,  consistem 
principalmente  de  cafe,  assucar,  bananas,  madeiras,  couros,  borra- 
clia,  plantas  medicuiaes,  fructas,  etc.  Exportam-se  annualmente 
cerca  de  o(),()0()  toneladas  de  cafe,  (pie  e  o  principal  artigo  de  exporta- 
Vao.  Os  paizes  (pie  importam  generos  de  procedencia  de  Guatemala 
sao  os  Estados  Unidos,  Allemanha,  Inglaterra,  Franca,  Italia,  Aiistria- 
Ilungria,  Ilespanha,  Belgica  e  Chile. 

O  commercio  exterior  augment  a  constantemente  e  com  a  abertura 
ao  trafego  da  Estrada  de  Ferro  Intercontinental  entre  San  Jose  no 
Facitico  e  Puerto  Barrios  no  Atlantico,  na  extensao  total  de  269 
inilhas,  luio  de  se  augmentar  muito  as  facilidades  para  o  transporte 
dos  productos  nacionaes  para  os  portos  de  mar. 

As  estradas  de  ferro  quo  estao  actualmente  em  trafego  sao  a  Central, 
a  Oeste,  a  Ocos,  a  Verapaz  e  a  dc  Guatemala,  devendo  ser  inaugurada 
a  Estrada  dc  Ferro  do  Norte  no  mez  dc  dezembro  de  1907. 

As  producyoes  dc  Guatemala  sao  abundantes  e  variadas.  No 
reino  A'cgetal  encontram-sc  todas  as  variedades  de  plantas,  flores  e 
fructas  proprias  das  zonas  torrida  e  temperada.  Existem  no  jiaiz 
ricas  minas  de  ouro,  prat  a,  cobre,  ferro,  chumbo,  zinco,  antimonio, 
carvao  de  pedra,  marmore,  enxofre,  mica,  etc. 

A  agricultura,  porem,  constitue  a  principal  fonte  dc  ri(picza  c  na 
sua  exploravao  estao  empregados  a  maior  parte  dos  capitaes  estran- 
geiros.  Devido  a  extraordinaria  fertilidade  do  solo,  nao  se  necessi- 
tam  adubos  e  a  grande  humiilade  do  clima,  inesino  na  estayao  secca, 
torna  desnecessaria  a  irrigayao. 

Em  certas  regioes  da  costa  podem-se  obter  duas  ou  tres  collieitas 
de  productos  por  anno.  Existem  extensas  plantayoes  de  cafe,  canna 
de  assucar,  cacao,  bananas,  cereaes,  etc.,  ao  passo  qiie  nos  departa- 
mentos  septentrionaes  do  jiaiz  numerosas  companhias  nacionaes  c 
estrangeiras  occupam-.se  na  explorayao  das  florestas,  as  (juaes  contem 
madeiras  duras  em  abundancia,  principalmente  o  mogno  c  o  cedro.

Quanto  aos  productos  manufacturados,  sao  dignos  de  menyao 
diversos  artigos  por  sua  boa  (pialklade.

()  aspecto  pbysico  de  Guatemala  e  montanhoso  e  e  cortado  por 
mimerosos  rios.  ()  clima  varia  com  a  altitude.  As  rejiioes  do  littoral 
sao  (pientes,  os  planaltos  do  interior  "ozain  de  um  clima  temperado  e 
ameno,  ao  passo  (pie  as  regioes  elevadas  sao  frias.  A  esta^ao  secca  e 
a  das  ebuvas  caracterisam-se  pelo  facto  (pie  durante  esta  chove 
todos  os  dias,  ao  passo  (pie  durante  a  esta^'iio  secca  cpiasi  nao  cbove.

Xo  dia  14  de  dezenibrb  de  1907,  o  Sr.  Liceiiciado  Jose  Yves  Liman- 
tour,  Mini.stro  da  Fazenda  do  Mexico,  apresentou  ao  Congresso 
Xacional  o  relatorio  costumado  relativo  ao  exercicio  de  1906-7,  e  o 
projecto  de  or^“amento  da  receita  e  despeza  para  o  exercicio  de 
1908-9. 

A  receita  ordinaria  e  ori/ada  em  -1510.3,385,000,  oiiro,  e  a  despeza 
e  fixada  em  8103,203,824.63,  ouro,  do  (pie  resulta  um.  saldo  de 
•8181,17.137. 

Ao  fazer  commentarios  sobre  a  situavao  economica  e  financeira  do 
paiz,  dizoMinistro  Limantour  ({ue  nao  se  acreditava  em  fins  do  anno 
passado  (pie  no  seguinte  anno  variassem  de  maneira  notavel  as  con- 
didoes  geraes  de  prosperidade  ciue  tern  prevalecido,  e  essa  expectativa 
foi  conbrniada  pcios  factos,  pois  as  principaes  manifestadoes  da  vida 
material  do  paiz  e  de  sua  for^a  economica  nao  attestam  outra  cousa 
senao  um  grande  desen volvimento  e  um  solido  bem  estar. 
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Os  (lire! t os  de  import a^ao  e  os  omolumontos  conso lares  aciisam  mn 
augmento  de  mais  de  16  por  cento  sobre  os  do  anno  anterior,  ainda 
qne  nao  se  tern  feito  modifica^ao  algnma  na  tarifa  das  alfandegas.  A 
venda  de  estam])ill'.as  ordinarias  revela  tainbem  nm  angmento  notavel 
nas  transacfoes  interiores,  inio  obstante  que,  no  decurso  do  nltinio 
anno,  a  tarifa  do  sello  foi  modilicada  no  sentido  de  nma  rednc^ao 
consideravel  das  taxas  a  que  estao  sujeitas  a  niaior  parte  das  opera- 
Voes. 

Quanto  a  contribidvao  federal  que  se  cobra  sobre  todos  os  impostos 
OTi  rendas  arrecadadas  pelos  Estados  e  nuinicipalidades,  nota-se  tam- 
bem  sensivel  augmento,  que  demonstra  que  a  arrecadayao  dos  impos¬ 
tos  continua  augnumtando.  A  procura  de  estampilhas  especiaes  para 
o  j)agamento  dos  impostos  sobre  pro])riedades  mineiras,  fumo,  bebidas 
alcoolicas,  tecidos  de  algodiio  e  as  substancias  explosivas,  denota  tam- 
bem  o  desenvolvimento  constante  dessas  industrias.  A  renda  dos 
Servdfos  Postal  e  Telegraphico  mostra  consideravel  augmento,  ao 
passo  que  no  Districto  Federal,  as  transac?6es  de  bens  immoveis  e 
actividade  commercial  e  industrial  foram  maiores  que  nos  annos  ante- 
riores. 

Quanto  a  produe^ao  agricola  nacional,  diz-se  (juc  mio  ha  base 
segura  para  calcular-se  si  a  ultima  colheita  satisfara  as  necessidades 
do  consumo  ate  a  proxima  colheita,  sem  ter  que  acudir  a  import  a^ao 
de  cereaes  estrangeiros.  A  importa^ao  de  milho  e  trigo  estrangeiro 
constitue  um  dos  factoi’es  mais  importantes  para  tleterminar  o  estado 
do  mercado  monetario  local  devido  iis  grandes  remessas  de  dinheiro 
que  se  tern  feito  ao  estrangeiro  com  motivo  das  exigencias  do  estado 
actual  ilnanceiro. 

A  producftio  e  exportafao  de  metaes  preciosos,  os  quaes,  com  o 
cobre  e  o  chumbo,  representam  mais  de  95  por  cento  do  valor  total  da 
producfao,  sao  os  seguintes:  produe^ru)  de  ouro,  §36,563,898.24; 
exporta?ao  de  ouro,  $23,873,713.94;  producfao  de  prata,  $77,038,827; 
exportaviio  de  prata,  $99,861,790.86.  Por  esses  algarismos  se  ve 
que  a  pnxlucfao  do  ouro  tern  permanecido  (piasi  estacionaria,  ao 
passo  (jue  a  da  prata  mostra  um  augmento  de  $1,483,221.73,  sobre  a 
de  1905-6.  A  i)roducvao  do  cobre  e  a  do  chumbo  diminuiram  sensi- 
velmente  no  ultimo  anno,  devido  a  paralj'sapao  de  algumas  minas 
cujos  minerios  sao  de  pol)re  lei,  ao  passo  ({ue  o  zinco,  o  antimonio  e 
outras  .substancias  mineiras  tern  sido  extrahidas  em  maior  escala  que 
antes. 

A  analyse  ilos  algarismos  do  commercio  exterior  mostra  que  a 
ijuportac/iio  foi  no  valor  de  $233,363,388.85,  em  1906-7’,  comparada 
com  $220,004,755,  no  exercicio  anterior,  o  que  accusa  um  augmento 
de  $13,358,633.85.  Ilouve  uma  diminuivao  de  $11,000,000  no 
valor  das  mercadorias  que  entraram  livres  de  direitos,  ao  passo 
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quo  as  iiiercailorias  que  pagarani  Oireitos  do  iiiiportavao  inostraiu 
mil  auginonto  do  iiiais  ilo  $24,000,000. 

Nota-so  11111  augiueiito  no  valor  das  iniportavoos  do  proiluctos 
auiniaos,  tooidos,  jiroiluotos  chimloos  o  pliarmacouticos,  o,  oni 
goral,  0111  todas  as  olassos  da  tarifa.  O  iiiaior  aiigmonto,  poioin, 
foi  roalizado  oia  iiiacliiiias  o  apparolhos  do  todas  as  classes,  toiido  o 
valor  dessas  iniportavoos  suhido  do  $20,410,722.73,  a  $27,735,743.0.7, 
o  quo  niostra  uni  auginonto  do  $7,325,020.02.  Entro  os  artigos  quo 
mais  avultarain  na  iuiportavao  tigurani  os  voliiculos,  tondo  sido 
as  iniportavoos  no  valor  do  $0,000,30S.40  oni  1000,  contra 
$4.,505,157.S5,  o  anno  anterior.  A  diininuivao  do  $7,K71,480.15, 
verilicada  nas  iniportavoos  do  prodiictos  niiiioraos  o  dovida  oin 
grando  parto  ao  facto  do  que  cm  1005-0  forani  cunliadas  nos  Estados 
Unidos  grandes  quaiitidades  de  nioedas  nioxicanas,  o  ainda  quo 
ossa  cunliagoiii  oin  1000-7  foi  na  import ancia  do  $23,000,000,  foi 
inuito  nieiior  que  no  anno  anterior.

“O  valor  das  oxportavoos  do  niotaes,  oxcliisivo  do  ouro  o  a  prata, 
no  anno  om  roforoncia  foi  como  .segue:  cobro,  $28,800,000;  cliiimbo, 
$3,644,739,  o  outros  metaos,  incluindo  zinco  e  antimonio,  $4,072,982. 

“Entro  os  prodiictos  vogotaos  oxportados  figuram:  lionnoquon, 
$31,440,246;  ixtlo,  $3,813,176;  cafe,  $7,237,529;  fumo  om  follia, 
$1,894,830;  orvillias  gallogas,  $4,084,521 ;  gomnia  de  mascar,  $2,144,- 
724;  madoiras  do  marconaria,  $2,169,778;  madoiras  do  tinturaria, 
$739,810;  borraclia,  inclusive  o  guayule,  .$6,678,926;  plantas  de 
guayule,  .$61,225. 

“O  valor  das  exportavoos  de  borraclia,  incluindo  o  guaj'ule  que 
conievou  a  export ar-se  lia  cinco  annos,  na  actualidade  oxcodo  de 
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.$G,o00,000  por  anno;  o  valor  das  exportafoes  de  ervillias  teni-se 
triplicado;  o  do  ixtle  tein  siibido  de  $3,000,000  a  $3,800,000;  e  o 
valor  da  goinnia  de  inascar  inostra  um  angmento  de  oO  })or  cento. 
O  valor  lias  exportacoes  do  hennequen  e  calcidado  ein  cerca  de 
$30,000,000,  e  as  qiiantidades  exportadas  oscillam  de  82,000  tone- 
ladas  ate  110,000  toneladas  que  se  exportarani  ein  1906-7.  Ilouve 
lima  diminni^ao  de  $2,000,000  nas  exportafoes  de  cafe. 

“O  valor  dos  productos  aniinaes  qne  se  exportarani  ascendeu  a 
$ll,l.il,928,  o  que  inostra unia  diminuicao  de  $571,497,  em  conipara- 
Ci'io  com  o  anno  anterior.  O  gado  que  representa  um  dos  princijiaes 
artigos  exportados  foi  exportado  no  valor  de  $1,201,693,  e  o  valor 
dos  couros  cnis  exportados  ascendeu  a  $8,875,091, 

“Outros  artigos  exportados  foram  os  seguintes:  assucar  refmado, 
$1,164,339;  assucar  mascavado,  $26,612;  farinlia  e  paes  de  caroco  de 
algodao,  $846,280;  cliapeos  de  palma,  $631,219;  couros  e  pelles  cur- 
tidos  $34,883,  e  fumo  prejiarado,  $493,228.” 

O  Secret  aril)  Limaxtoi'r  faz  o  seguinte  resumo  do  commercio 
estrangeiro:  ‘‘  Valor  total  das  importacoes  em  1906-7,  $233,363,388; 
valor  total  das  exportayoes,  $248,018,010,  o  que  mostra  um  saldo 
a  favor  das  export acoes  de  $14,654,622. 

‘‘Existe  uma  grande  difTerenca  entre  este  excesso  no  valor  e  o  que  se 
verifica  dos  dados  correspondentes  ao  anno  de  1905-6,  que  ascendeu 
a  $51,134,054,  e  tambem  existe  difTerenca,  ainda  que  um  pouco  menor, 
entre  o  dito  excesso  no  valor  e  no  de  1904-5,  que  foi  de  $30,315,489.” 

Ao  fazer  comment  arios  sobre  o  que  lica  exposto  o  Secretario 
Limaxtour  disse  o  seguinte; 

‘‘Em  outros  annos  se  tern  dado  minuciosas  explicacoes  acerca 
dacfuelles  factores  que  ])or  mais  que  afTectavam  o  valor  da  impor- 
tacao  e  da  exportacao,  niio  se  incluem  nem  podein  incluir-se  nos  dados 
estatisticos  fiscaes  que  se  referem  somente  aos  productos  naturaes  e 
manufacturados  e  as  qiiantidades  de  moedas  que  entrain  e  sahem. 
Tambem  se  tern  explicado  que  a  naciio  mexicana  tern  i[ue  remetter 
para  o  estrangeiro  annualmente  grandes  quantias  para  o  pagamento 
dos  juros  sobre  emprestimos  e  os  lucros  de  emprezas  commerciaes 
cujos  donos  residem  em  paizesestrangeiros,  e  a  esses  pagamentos  devem 
accrescent ar-se  os  que  se  fazem  estrictamente  em  pagamento  das 
importacoes.  Xao  cabe  a  menor  duvida  de  que  o  excedente  que 
liouve  o  anno  passado  no  valor  das  export acoes,  e  que  ascendeu  a 
mais  de  $14,000,000,  foi  de  todo  insufliciente  para  satisfazer  esses 
pagamentos.  O  excedente  que  se  obteve  em  1905-6,  e  que  foi  na 
importancia  de  $81,000,000,  nao  foi  sufficiente  para  fazer  frente  a  esta 
divida.  -Vfim  de  entender  este  asserto,  convem  recordar  que  todos  os 
titulos  de  nossa  divida  publica,  com  excepcao  de  uma  proporcao  rela- 
tivamente  pequena,  estao  em  ])oder  de  estrangeiros,  e  que  o  servifo 
desta  divida  exige  a  somma  de  $24,000,000  por  anno;  que  alem  da 
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<livi(la  do  Governo  Federal,  alguns  dos  Estados  e  miiiiicipalidades 
tein  oontraliido  emprestiinos  cujos  titulos  sao  tidos  por  ostrangeiros  e 
dos  <|uaes  o  jiaganiento  annual  aseonde  a  SI, 000, 000;  ipie  as  compan- 
liias  de  estradas  de  ferro  teni  tpie  enviar  ao  estrangeiro  mais  de 
S25, 000,000  eada  anno  em  pagainento  do  juro  dos  sous  titulos,  e  <(ue 
os  bancos  da  Kepubliea  distribueni  annualmente  inillioes  de  pesos  em 
ilividendos  fora  da  Kepubliea.  Por  eonsecpieneia  se  tern  ehegado  a 
eonelusao  de  (jne  as  remessas  de  fundos,  titulos  e  mercadorias  (jue 
temos  ((lie  fazer  annualmente  ao  estrangeiro,  se  pagam  mediante  a 
colloeavao  natural  e  espontanea  no  Mexieo  de  capital  estrangeiro. 

‘'A  condivao  monetaria  da  Kepubliea  tern  melhorado  notavelmente 
des<!e  o  anno  jiassado.  A  escassez  de  moetlas  subsidiarias  que  existia 
entao  tern  cessado  por  eompleto,  e  a  eireula^ao  de  ouro  e  muito  mais 
abundante.  O  augmento  dessas  duas  classes  de  moeda  e  em  parte 
contrabalaiK^ado  pela  exporta^iio  de  pesos  fortes,  provocada  em 
1900-7,  pela  mesma  razao  ([ue  em  1905-6,  a  alta  do  pre^o  da  prata 
em  barras  com  respeito  ao  valor  em  ouro  da  dita  moeda. 

“A  cunbagem  total  de  novas  moedas  desde  5  de  maio  de  1905,  a 
*lata  em  que  foi  posta  em  execuyao  a  reforma  monetaria,  ate  30  de 
jimho  de  1907,  foi  na  importancia  de  $95,561,570.70.  Eeduzindo-se 
desta  somma  os  $75,416,231,  prata,  exportados  durante  o  mesmo 
periodo,  e  os  $14,456,923.17  que  representam  a  cunbagem  de  moedas 
A’elhas,  verillca-se  um  augmento  na  circula^-ao  de  moeda  em  30  de 
junho  de  1907,  de  $5,6SS,416.53.  Em  fins  de  novembro  de  1907, 
este  augmento  era  ja  de  mais  de  $11,000,000. 

“A  Commissao  de  Cambios  e  Moeda  tern  desempenhado  suas  func- 
^oes  com  notavel  acerto.  Aproveitando-se  de  todas  as  circumstan- 
cias  favoraveis,  tern  conseguido  em  dous  annos  substituir  cpiasi  todas 
as  moedas  velbas  por  pe^as  cunbadas  conforme  a  lei  monetaria  de 
1905;  tern  distribuido  a  nova  moeda  em  todo  o  Territorio  Xacional, 
fazendo  frente  as  numerosas  difficuldades  cpie  a  escassez  ou  a  abun- 
dancia  do  meio  circulante  tern  provocado  em  cada  localidade;  tern 
attrabido  o  ouro  a  Kepubliea  em  grandes  quaiitidades  e  retido  no 
paiz  grande  parte  da  produc^ao  nacional,  e  tern  contribuido  para 
manter  com  firmeza  a  taxa  de  cambio  com  as  nafoes  estrangeiras. 

“Nos  primeiros  mezes  de  1907,  o  valor  dos  bens  de  raiz  e  o  prefo 
dos  titulos  de  companbias  industriaes,  mineiras  e  comnierciaes  conti- 
miaram  em  augmento,  e  a  compara^ao  desses  valores  com  os  corres- 
}>ondentcs  de  1906,  da  um  resultado  muito  satisfactorio.  Em 
meiados  do  anno,  a  escassez  de  dinbeiro  que  se  sentia  nos  mercados 
cstrangeiros  comefou  a  communicar-se  ao  Mexico  e  tornou-se  difficil 
o  emprego  de  capitaes  europeos  no  Mexico.  Nao  obstante  a  influ- 
encia  dos  acontecimentos  citados,  todos  os  signaes  da  riqueza  publica 
do  Mexico  demonstram  muita  firmeza  e  vitalidade. 
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“Xo  orfaniento  da  rcccita  para  «>  exercicid  tie  190S-9,  os  impost  os 
sobre  o  commercio  do  iinportavao  c  tie  expttrtafao  sao  calculatlos  em 
!f49,6()0,000;  os  impostos  internos,  emS32,055;  os  impost  os  cspeeiaes 
no  District o  Federal  e  Territoritts,  em  SI 0,930,000;  servi^os  publicos, 
em  SO, 405,000;  rentla  proveniente  de  terras  nacittnaes,  em  S265,000, 
e  outras  fontes  tie  rentla,  $4,130,000.’’ 

CONDigdES  DA  INDUSTRIA  DO  GUAYULE. 

O  Senhor  Gottsciialk,  Ctmsnl  Geral  tlos  Estatlt)s  I'nitios  na  citlatle 
do  Mexico,  tlirigiii  ultimamente  at)  sen  Govenio  um  relatorio  sobre 
as  condifoes  aetuaes  tla  intlustria  tlo  guayule  tpie  tlemt)nstra  o  estado 
precario  desta  intlustria  a  ment)s  que  se  tlescobra  um  methotlo  seguro 
de  propagar  a  planta.  O  Senhor  GttTTsciiAi.K  prove  a  pouca  tlurafao 
dessa  intlustria  si  o  guayide  continuar  a  ser  exploratit)  como  o  6  na 
actualitlade. 

Eis  o  resumo  tlo  relatorio: 

I'ln  tlos  prt)tluctt)s  que  nos  ultimos  tlous  annos  tern  attrahitlo  a 
atteiifao  tlo  muntlt)  e  t)  guayule  {Parthenium  argentum)  que  ante- 
riormente  se  consitlerava  ettmo  uma  praga,  tornantlo  imprestaveis  os 
terrenos  em  quo  elle  abuntlava,  mas  se  tlescobriu  que  tinlia  certa 
importancia  commercial  como  uma  planta  productora  tie  borracha. 
Os  terrenos  guayuleiros  tla  parte  septentrional  tit)  Mexict)  foram  logo 
exploratlos  e  t)s  ))refos  pagos  ])elo  j)rotluctt)  augmentaram  enorme- 
mente,  ao  ])asso  que  I'ttram  estabelecitlas  grantle  numero  tie  fabricas 
para  a  extrac^*at)  tla  borracha,  principalmente  em  Torreon,  Saltillo  e 
Cttahuila.  Fizeram-se  contractos  para  a  entrega  tie  grantles  quanti- 
tlades  tlo  arbustt),  pagantlo-se  em  alguns  casos  ate  $50  ouro,  por 
tonelatia  e  ventlentlo-se  a  borracha  tie  guayule  por  $1  a  libra.  Como 
resultatlo  tleste  enthusiasnfo,  fizeram-se  investigafoes  tlas  proprie- 
tlatles  tla  planta,  verificantlo-sc  qiie  ninguem  parecia  ter  uma  itlea 
exacta  quanto  ao  methttdo  a  ser  empregatlo  para  a  jn-opaga^ao  da 
planta.  O  tlont)  tie  uma  grantle  j)lantacao  tie  guayule  manifostou 
at)  Senhor  Gottsciialk  que  bavia  tlescobertt),  tlemasiatlo  tartle,  que 
si  sc  tivesse  o  cuitlath)  tie  tleixar  fructificar  antes  tie  cortal-o,  e  se 
sacutlis.se  cuitlatlosamente  a  planta  tlepttis  tie  haver-se  cortado  afim 
tie  que  as  .sementes  cabissem  ao  sob),  este  terreno  continuaria  pro- 
tluzindo  ilita  planta.  Ctuno,  })t)rem,  a  maitu-  protlucfat)  tie  borraeba 
sc  obtem  cortantio  a  ])lanta  quantio  relatiA'amente  nova,  e  como  as 
sementes  potleriam  permanecer  latentes  e  improtluctivas  durante 
tlt)us  oil  tres  annos,  se  ct)mprebendera  ilestle  Itigo  que  t)  exploratlor 
de  boi’racba  ortlinario  nao  estaria  tlisposto  a  ailoptar  as  precaufoes 
necessarias. 

0  guayule  cresce  espontaneamente  em  uma  area  muitt)  limitatla 
do  Mexico.  O  trabalbo  tie  recolber  o  arbustt)  e  feito  sem  metbodo  e 
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iiao  se  cuitla  absolutamente  de  siMi  reprodiicvuo,  qiier  por  seuionto, 
quer  j)or  outro  ineio.  Sein  embargo,  um  eoiitracto  recente  eelcbrado 
com  o  Goveriio  relativo  a  esta  indubtria,  comprebende  certas  estipii- 
lavOos  acerca  deste  assiimpto. 

Os  elcvados  j)revos  qiie  as  fabricas  pagam  pelo  giiayiilo  fazem  com 
quc  cste  e  rocolbido  autos  (pie  ostoja  siifticientemente  maduro,  com 
o  resultado  de  (|iu*  fioquontemente  so  rocobom  grandos  quaiitidados 
do  guayulo  (pio  nao  prodiizom  a  quant idado  do  l)orraclia  (pio  dovom 
produzir. 

O  Professor  F.  A.  Lloyd,  ox-cat liedratico  do  Laboratorio  de  Bota- 
nica  no  Institutt)  do  (’arnogic,  ostabolocido  om  Tucson,  Arizona,  ao 
tratar  do  descobrir  um  moio  do  propagar  a  planta  do  uma  manoira 
adoquada,  tom  foito  oxporimontos  sciontificos  om  uma  das  j)lunta- 
^•oes  de  Chihuahua,  mas  ate  a  ilata  lulo  so  tom  annunciado  os  rosul- 
tados  do  sous  oxporimontos. 

()  consumo  actual  do  guayulo  na  regiao  central  onde  ostiio  osta- 
l»oloci<las  as  fabricas  o  calculado  om  LOGO  tonoladas  ila  planta  por 
moz,  0  o  Sonhor  Gottschalk  allirma  quo  os  fabricantes  Iho  tern 
manifoslado  quo  a  imlustria  ])odorsi  durar  aj)onas  tros  on  quatro 
annos,  a  monos  quo  so  omproguom  mothodos  ollicazos  para  a  ropro- 
duc^ao  ila  planta.

La  reception  ({lie  le  Gouvernenient  et  le  peuple  bresiliens  ont  faite 
a  la  flotte  de  cuirasses  des  Etats-Unis  lors  de  son  entree  dans  le  port 
(le  Rio  de  Janeiro  le  12  janvier  dernier  a  ete  si  sincere  et  si  cordiale, 
et  riiospitalite  ({ue  les  officiers  et  les  inarins  ont  repue  pendant  les 
dix  jours  ({u’ils  sont  restes  dans  le  pays  a  6t6  si  grande  et  si  chaleu- 
rouse  ((u’ils  n’oublieront  jamais  les  attentions  dont  ils  ont  4te  I’objet. 
Dans  toiite  Thistoire  des  croisieres  de  la  marine  am^ricaine  a  I’e- 
tranger,  c’est  le  Bresil,  dans  son  port  de  Rio  de  Janeiro,  qui  a  mani- 
feste  le  plus  de  sympathie  lors  du  passage  des  na vires  de  guerre. 
D'apres  les  renseignements  que  Ton  a  reyus,  il  parait  que  le  gouverne- 
ment  et  le  jieuple  peruviens  s’apprdtent  a  faire  a,  nos  officiers  et  k  nos 
marins  dans  les  villes  de  Callao  et  de  Lima,  une  reception  qui  egalera 
celle  de  Rio  de  Janeiro  en  sinc^rit^  et  en  magnificence.

Par  suite  des  grands  progres 
politiques  et  commorciaux  faits  inaintenant  par  I’Am^rique  Latine 
et  aussi  jiar  suite  du  developpeinent  de  relations  plus  suivics  entre 
les  Etats-Lnis  et  ses  Republiques  soeurs,  la  quatrieme  Conference 
pan-americaine  aura  certainement  ii  etudier  beaucoup  de  clioses 
interessantes  pour  les  paA's  (pii  en  font  partio  ot  elle  aura  shreinent 
line  grande  influence  sur  lours  relations  futures.

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Etats-l'nitf  a  y  })articij)or.  Pour  repondre  a  cetto  invitation  le 
Pn'sident  Koosevelt  a  envoys  un  message  au  Congres  recom¬ 
mandant  line  allocation  dans  ce  but.  Xi  le  Gouvemement  du  Brfeil, 
ni  celui  de  la  Republique  Argentine  ne  comptent  inviter  les  pays 
etrangers  a  y  participer  bien  que  leurs  fabricants  et  commer^-ants 
})uissent  y  prendre  part  dans  des  conditions  speciales.  Comme 
i’Equateur  a  specialement  invite  les  fitats-l'nis  a  participer  a  I’Expo- 
sition  de  Quito,  il  est  a  souhaiter  que  le  CoBgres  vote  les  fonds  neces- 
saires  pour  la  construction  d’un  batiment  convenable  et  pour  I’envoi 
d’une  exposition  digne  des  Etats-Unis.  Avant  peu,  le  chemin  de 
fer  de  Guayaquil  sur  la  cote  de  I’Rquateur  ?i  Quito,  la  capitale,  a 
rinterieur,  sera  achev^,  de  sorte  que  les  voyageurs  pourront,  en 
debarquant  des  navires  a  Guayaquil,  faire  le  trajet  a  Quito  en  24 
heures  par  une  ligne  de  chemin  de  fer  qui  est  une  des  men'eilles  du 
monde  au  point  de  xuie  des  ditficult4s  que  Tart  du  genie  a  su  vaincre 
et  du  paysage  magnifique  qui  s’offre  a  la  \'ue  du  voyageur.  Quito 
est  une  des  villes  interessantes  de  I’Am^rique  du  Sud  et  le  climat 
en  est  agitable.

Holt  des  ameliorations  qu’elle  a  apport^es  au  service  maritime  entre 
New-York,  Kio-dt^-Janeiro  et  Buenos- Ayres.  On  s’est  grandement 
plaint  que  parmi  les  vapeurs  faisant  le  service  entre  le  port  princijial 
des  Etats-Unis  et  les  ports  de  la  cote  orientale  de  I’Am^rique  du  Sud, 
il  n’y  en  avail  qu’un  trop  petit  nombre  disposes  de  maniere  a  recevoir 
des  passagers  de  premiere  classe.  On  vient  de  mettre  en  servuce 
trois  nouveaux  navires  de  9,000  tonnes  chacun,  install^s  pour  trans¬ 
porter  1.50  passagers  de  premiere  classe,  50  de  deuxieme  classe  et 
des  passagers  de  troisieme  classe.  Le  Verdi  est  le  premier  de  ces 
nouveaux  navires  a  faire  le  voyage.  Pour  feter  cet  6venement 
iiniiortant  on  a  offert  le  14  Janvier  a  New-York  a  bord  du  Verdi  un 
grand  diner  auquel  assistaient  des  personnes  de  New-York  et  d’autres 
parties  du  pays.  Toutes  ces  personnes  s’interessent  au  developpement 
du  commerce  avee  I’Amerique  du  Sud.  Ceux  qui  ont  visits  le  vapeur 
en  ont  ete  enchantes,  et  chaque  visiteur  se  sentait  pris  du  d^sir  dc 
s’embarquer  immediateinent  pour  I’Amerique  du  Sud.

F^lle  a  pour  hut  de  proteger  le  commerce  exterieur  et 
interieur.

l)ej)uis  son  retour,  M.  Rowe  a  eu  avec  M.  Roosevelt,  President 
des  Etats-Unis,  plusieurs  entrevues  sur  le  but  et  les  resultats  de  son 
voyage  et  en  particulier  sur  les  projets  qu’il  a  faits  pour  le  d6veloppe- 
ment  de  relations  intellectuelles  plus  suivies  entre  les  Etats-Unis 
et  les  republiques  de  TAmerique  du  Sud.  Voici  la  lettre  d’ appro¬ 
bation  que  M.  le  President  Roosevelt  a  ecrite  au  distingu6  pro¬ 
fesseur  :

II  y  a  un 
grand  nombre  de  problemes  economiques,  sociaux  et  industriels,  .sans 
parler  de  ceux  qui  sont  purement  .scientifiques,  dont  le  caractere  est 
cssentiellement  americain  et  I’etendue  d'action  tout  a  fait  continen- 
tale.  Par  I’entremise  des  etudiants  des  diff^rentes  nations  et  ceux 
qui  s’y  livrent  a  des  recherches,  I’experience  ainsi  aceumulee  de  notre 
hemisphere  pent  avoir  une  grande  portae  sur  ces  problemes  et  en 
faciliter  par  h'l  meme  la  .solution  heureuse.  T^’iinion  de  pensee 
et  d’action  suscitee  de  cette  maniere  contribuera  a  rendre  de  plus 
grands  services  aux  differents  pays  en  retrecissant  de  plus  en  plus  les 
liens  d'amitieiiui  unissent  deja  les  peuples  de  rhemisphere  occidental.

Ai.faro,  Pre.sident  de  la  Kepublicpie  de  I'ficjua- 
tcur,  a  promulgue  un  decret  pour  organiser  sur  une  grande  echelle,  a 
Quito,  une  exposition  Rationale  dont  rinauguration  aura  lieu  le  10 
aoOt  1909,  jour  du  centenaire  du  premier  mouve men t  revolutionnaire 
de  I’Amerique  du  Slid.  Cette  revolution  s’appelle  en  espagnol  “El 
grito  de  indepmulencia,"  ce  c[ui  vent  dire  “Appel  du  peuple  du  10 
aofit  1809  pour  I'independance.’'  L’c'xposition  est  en  commemora¬ 
tion  de  cet  evenement.  Dans  ce  decret  il  est  clit  cjue  Ton  const ruira 
sur  des  terrains  publics,  pres  de  la  capitale,  un  grand  batiment  on 
pavilion  national,  ainsi  cpi’iin  C'ertain  nombre  de  constnictions  moins 
importantes  pour  I'expcsition.  Le  conseil  municipal  de  la  ville  de 
Quito  fera  faire  un  magnifi(|ue  esplanade  conduisant  a  I'exposition. 
I^es  travau.x  preliminaires  d’organisation  et  d’installation  seront  sous 
la  direction  d’un  comite  central  ayant  son  siege  a  Quito.  Ce  comite 
sera  compose  de  trente  membres  choisis  a  cet  efTet  par  le  gouverne- 
ment  et  a  son  tour  ce  eomite  choisira  parmi  ses  membres  un  conseil 
d’administration.

instruments  de  musicjue,  tableaux,  vernis,  medicaments  parfumerie, 
bijouterie,  jiierres  prc'cieuses,  articles  de  fantaisie,  etc.  Void,  jiar 
ordre  <rimportance,  les  pays  d’ou  jiroviennent  les  articles  nommes 
ci-dessus;  Ltats-X^nis,  Allemagne,  Angleterre,  France,  Ttalie,  Lspagne, 
Belgique,  Suisse,  Autriche,  Ilollande,  Japon,  Chine,  iMexique,  Perou, 
Chili  et  autres  republiques  de  I’Amerique  Centrale. 

Les  exportations,  dont  la  valeur  s’est  c*levee  a  .§7,130.27  or  ])our 
I’annee  1900.  se  composent  principalement  des  articles  suivants: 
Cafe,  sucre,  bananes,  bois,  cuirs,  caoutchouc,  jilantes  medicinales. 
fruits,  etc.  Le  jirincipal  article  d’exportation  est  le  cafe,  dont  on  a 
exjiedici  environ  50,000  tonnes,  et  il  est  consid6re  comme  article  de 
premiere  cjualite  sur  les  marches  du  monde  entier.  Void  les  juinci- 
paux  pays  auxquds  le  Guatemala  exporte  les  articles  mentionnes 
ci-de.ssus:  Etats-Unis,  Allemagne,  Angleterre,  France,  Italie,  Au- 
triche-Hongrie,  Espagne,  Belgicpie  et  Chili. 

I..e  commerce  exterieur  se  developpe,  et  on  compte  cjue  I’inaugu- 
ration  du  Chemin  de  Fer  Interoceanique— de  San  Jose  sur  le  Padfi- 
que  I'l  Puerto  Barrios  sur  I’Atlantique,  points  qui  sont  a  209  milles  de 
distance  I’un  de  I’autre-  facilitera  grandement  le  transport  des  ]»ro- 
duits  indigenes  aux  ports  d’embarcpiement. 

Voici  les  noms  des  chernins  de  fer  qui  sont  actuellement  en  exjiloita- 
tion:  Le  Central,  rOuest,  rOcos,  le  Verajiaz  et  le  Guatemala,  et 
I’inauguration  de  celui  du  Nord  a  du  avoir  lieu  au  mois  de  decembre 
1907, 

Les  jiroduits  du  Guatemala  sont  tres  abondants  et  tres  varies. 
Dans  le  regne  v6g6tal  on  trouve  toutes  sortes  de  plantes,  de  lleurs  et 
de  fruits  appartenant  aux  zones  torrides  et  temperees.  II  y  a  dans 
le  pai’s  de  riches  mines  d’or,  d’argent,  de  cuivre,  de  fer,  de  plomb,  ile 
zine,  d’antimoine,  de  charbon,  de  marbre,  de  soufre,  de  mica,  etc.

Dans  fiuoUiuos  endroits  sur  la  cote  on  pout  obtonir  deux  ou  trois 
recoltes  par  an.  On  trouve  do  grandos  plantations  do  cafe,  de 
canno  a  sucre,  de  cacao,  do  bananes,  de  certavlos,  etc.,  ot  dans  les 
Di'partements  du  nord,  un  grand  noinbro  de  oonipagnios  indigenes 
ot  etrangoros  so  livront  a  Texploitation  dos  forets  (pii  ronforinent  dos 
(piantites  do  bois  precioux,  parnii  lesipiels  on  romanpio  I’acajou  et 
lo  codro.  On  poursuit  avoc  succes  le  jdantago  du  caoutchouc. 

Divers  articles  manufactures  out  atteint  un  dogre  do  perfection 
tros  sensible.  Certains  tissus  de  laine  ot  de  coton,  dos  nieublos  et 
des  ebaussures  de  fabriipie  indigene  sont  d’aussi  bonne  cpialite  (pie 
les  articles  importes.  Voici  d’autres  produits  do  manufacture 
indigene:  Chapeaux,  solles,  articles  on  fibre,  textiles  de  roseaux, 
articles  de  poterie,  sculpture,  instruments  do  musiipie,  savons, 
bougies,  cigaros,  cigarottos,  froniago,  bourro,  biero,  oaux  mineralos, 
glace,  eau-de-vie,  etc.  Les  ouvriors  indigenes  montrent  boaucoup  de 
dispositions  a  apprendro,  de  nouvoux  metiers  ot  los  matioros  premieres 
sont  varieos  et  oxcellentes. 

La  suporficie  du  pays  est  de  ]2o,0()0  kilometres  carros  ot  la  popu¬ 
lation  s’eleve  ii  2,000,000  d’habitants,  la  densite  etant  de  16  par 
kilometre  carre. 

L’aspeot  physique  du  Guatemala  est  montagneux,  mais  bien 
arrose.
